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Nominee 
Sorensen 
Bows Out 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Theodore C. Sorensen with- 
drew on Monday as nominee 
to head the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, saying he and 
President-elect Carter had ag- 
reed to that step because of 
substantial Senate opposition. 


Carter said he would name a 


new nominee for the CIA job 
after Thursday's inaugura- 
tion. A spokesman said Carter 
would once again turn to 
someone from outside the in- 
telligence establishment to 
take over the CIA. 


The President-elect said he 


regretted the situation. But he 
and Sorensen had agreed on 
Sunday that the nomination 
might haye to be dropped - 
even as Carter issued a state- 
ment of support and confi- 
dence in his man. 


Two minutes before the Se- 


nate Intelligence Committee 
began its hearing on confir- 
mation, Sorensen called Car- 
ter from a pay telephone to 
say he had decided to drop 
out. 


Then he went before the 


panel. to deny as "absolutely 
false" the assertions of cri- 
tics that he had leaked Ken- 
nedy administration secrets, 
had known of CIA assassina- 
tion plots, and that he was a 
pacifist. 


He said it was evident that 


some in the Senate and some 
in the intelligence community

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - 


A highway bridge collapsed 
on top of a speeding commu- 
ter train Monday near Sydney 
killing at least 10 persons and 
injuring more than 100. 


Rescue workers removed 10 


bodies from the wreckage and 
said there were still at least 
80 passengers trapped in the 
crushed railroad cars. 


Police said the death toll 


would rise. 


Three autos on the bridge 


plunged onto the train and a 
survivor described the scene 
as "like a bloody battlefield." 


John Whitebread, 19, and 


other passengers said the 
train lurched when the 
locomotive derailed on a 
curve and smashed into a 
bridge support, tumbling the 
structure across two coaches. 
The locomotive overturned 
and other coaches jumped the 
tracks and into the wreckage. 


"It's a frightful tragedy," 


said police inspector Ray Wil- 
liams, "the worst we have 


ever had. Quite a lot of people 
have been killed." 


He added, "One 18-year-old 


girl has been trapped all day 
from the neck down but we 
hope to get her out. She's 
very brave." 


A Roman Catholic priest 


who crawled into one of the 
carriages pinned under the 
bridge girders said he had gi- 
ven last rites to about 20 per- 
sons. Many were dead, he 
said. 


"You wouldn't believe the 


mess in there," an exhausted 
doctor said. 


Police reported medical 


teams had carried out ampu- 
tations on some victims trap- 
ped in the debris and rescue 
workers administered oxygen 
to others who could not be 
freed quickly. 


The accident happened at 


8:12 a.m. as the train rounded 
a curve 20 miles from its de- 
stination in Sydney.

U.S., Spanish 
Vessels Collide; 
Death Toll 24 


BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 
- A U.S. Navy launch carry- 
ing more than 100 sailors and 
Marines collided with a Span- 
ish freighter and capsized 
Monday in the early morning 
darkness of Barcelona harbor. 


At least 24 of the servicemen 


perished, a Navy spokesman 
said, and 30 were injured. 


He reported Monday night 


that 26 men were still unac- 
counted for but said it had not 
been determined if they were 
all on the launch. 


Fourteen of the 26 were seen 


aboard the launch by sur- 
vivors, he said, and the other 
12 might have remained 
ashore on leave. 


An even greater tragedy was 


averted when Spanish tug- 
boats sped to the scene and 
righted the overturned 56-foot 
launch. They found more than 
a dozen men hanging on for 
their lives in a IVi-foot airs- 
pace below the inverted deck. 


According to a Barcelona 


newspaper, they were trapped 
under the launch for two 
hours before the tugboats 
could roll it over. 


Patrol boats were searching 


the harbor waters for identifi- 
cation papers of the victims. 


The Navy withheld the iden- 


tities of the victims pending 
notification of next-of-kin, ex- 
pected to be completed within 
24 hours. 


The accident occurred at 


about 2:20 a.m. as the launch 
was just pulling out and 
rounding a pier to ferry the 
men back to their U.S. 6th 
Fleet ships after a night in 
Barcelona. 


"We saw a ship coming at 


us suddenly and it kept com- 
ing," said Marine Cpl. Herb 
Braxton, 22, of Camden, N.J. 
"People started to yell, 'Dam- 
mit, watch out,' but the ship 
kept coming."

Cold Sops fast, Midwest Power 


Record cold weather drained 


much of the industrial East 
and Midwest of the power 
needed to keep big plants run- 
ning Monday, and by midday 
'many of the country's leading 
manufacturers had sent their 
workers home. 


School officials in some 


states, including Florida, 
were asked to give students a 
couple of unscheduled holi- 
days to conserve heating fuel, 
and homeowners were ad- 
vised to set their thermostats 
at 55 degrees. 


All four of the nation's auto- 


makers - General Motors, 
Ford, Chrysler and American 
Motors - closed plants in 
Ohio, New York and Michigan 
for lack of power, and 
Pittsburgh's Equitable Gas 
Co. ordered all its industrial 
customers to cease production 


- U.S. Steel Corp. and Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Co. among 
them. 


The instant power shortage 


was the result of freezing 
weather that embraced nearly 
half the country - from the 
Northeast south into Florida 
and west through Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Illinois. 


Tallahassee, Fla., officials 


ordered the city's .tax- 
supported schools shut down 
today because of the natural 
gas shortage. Temperatures 
in some parts of Florida were 
in the teens on Monday. 


The New York State Public 


Service Commission asked 
schools which use natural gas 
for "heating to declare im- 
mediate holidays beginning 
today. Hundreds of schools 
would be affected, but there 
was no indication Monday 


night how many would comp- 
ly-National Fuel Gas Corp. 
asked its residential custom- 
ers to turn back thermostats 
to 55 degrees in their homes 
and urged its business and in- 
dustrial customers also to set 
thermostats at 55. The utility 
serves 665,000 customers in 
western New York, eastern 
Ohio and northeastern 
Pennsylvania. 


Niagara Mohawk Power 


Corp. of Syracuse, which 
serves schools in 15 counties 
in New York, said it was con- 
tacting school superintendents 
Monday night in an effort to 
convince them to voluntarily 
shut down their systems be- 
ginning today for the remain- 
der of the week. 


Also, the People's Natural 


Gas Co., which serves 300,000

Gilmore Alive Two 
Minutes After Shots

MOUNTAIN, Utah (AP) - A 
five-man firing squad ex- 
ecuted killer Gary Gilmore on 
Monday, minutes after a fed- 
eral appeals court rejected 
the last attempt by death pen- 
alty opponents to keep him 
alive against his wishes. 


"Let's do it," were appa- 


rently Gilmore's last words. 
He spoke them to warden 
Samuel Smith after he was 
strapped into the chair where 
he met his death before the 
anonymous marksmen. 


Gilmore was alive tor two 


minutes after 
four bullets 


from the firing squad tore 
through his heart, the Utah 
state medical examiner said 
Monday. 


Dr. Serge Moore, who ex- 


amined Gilmore's body after 
the execution and performed 
an autopsy, told a news con- 
ference that Gilmore's basic 
functions continued after he 
was shot Monday morning at 
Utah State Prison. 


"I couldn't tell you whether 


he was sensing pain," Moore 
said, in response to a ques- 
tion. "All I can tell you is that 
he was breathing and there 
were the automatic functions 
of the body going for two mi- 
nutes." 


Following the execution, Gil- 


more's body was taken in a 
mortician's blue station wa- 
gon to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, where Moore 
performed a three-hour auto- 
psy. 


The execution was the first 


in the United States in nearly 
10 years. 


It was carried out after the 


Utah attorney general, a fed- 
eral judge, and a lawyer op- 
posed to the death- penalty 


took a predawn flight to De- 
nver to argue issues raised in 
a stay granted by U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Willis Hitter seven 
hours before the execution. 


Gilmore,died bound to a 


chair by nylon ropes with a 
hood over his head. Before his 
death at 8:07 a.m. MST he

But President- 
elect Carter's advisers al- 
ready were at work on 
changes to fulfill the Democ- 
rat's own promises to the vo- 
ters. 


Ford's tax cut plans likely 


will receive little attention 
from both Congress and from 
Carter, who has his own tax- 


reduction plans and who 
wants to use any increased 
tax receipts to pay for new 
programs, such as health in- 
surance, rather than turn that 
revenue back to taxpayers. 


Carter plans to submit pro- 


posed changes to the Ford 
budget to Congress in mid- 
February, after which the 
Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress will hammer out a final 
budget for the year beginning 
Oct. 1 undoubtedly more to 
Carter's liking than to 
Ford's. 


Ford's budget provides for a 


7 per cent increase in spend- 
ing over the estimated 1977 
budget expenditures of $411 
billion. Since receipts are esti- 
mated at $393 billion, there 
would be a 1978 deficit of $47 
billion, down from $57 billion 
this year. 
Carter, however, already 


has said the 1977 budget de- 
ficit will have to.be increased 
to between $70 billion to $75 
billion if Congress approves 
his $30-billion tax-cut jobs 
program to stimulate the 
economy.

Witnesses said the crash split the bus open like a tin can and 


hurled it 75 yards into a tree and a parked car. where some 
bystanders were slightly injured.

Bullet holes in the chair indi-

36, of Windsor was arrested 
for the slaying and would be 
arraigned Tuesday. 


Ray Lebert, vice president 


of the 13,000-member local 
headquartered in this Ontario 
city across the river from 
Detroit, said Talbot had been 
discharged from a Chrysler 
Corp. engine plant a year ago 
for excessive absenteeism. 


Brooks, who headed the un- 


ion local for two decades, re- 
portedly was trying to get Tal- 
bot's job back. 


Coroner J.M. Schulde said 


an e x a m i n a t i o n showed 
Brooks, 62, was shot in the 
head, chest, stomach and leg. 


The shooting took place at 


about 1:45 p.m. and Brooks 
died at the scene, police 
reported. 


They said Talbot, armed 


with a lever-action rifle, was 
arrested minutes later outside 
the union hall. 


Lebert said the assailant 


came to the union hall to dis- 
cuss his job situation with 
Brooks and then left, appa- 
rently satisfied. But he re- 
turned later with a hunting 
rifle, stormed into Brooks' of- 
fice and fired several shots, 
Lebert said. 


Brooks escaped into an 


aide's office where Lebert 
was talking with two-other un- 
ion officials, but the assailant 
pursued and shot him, Lebert 
said. 


"He (the assailant) stood 


behind me," Lebert said. "I 
turned around and there he 
was with a rifle in his hand. I 
pushed the rifle away and I 


just got out of the way." 


Brooks, a UAW member for 


40 years, became the first 
president of Local 444 when it 
was chartered in 1955 and was 
reelected 10 times. Local 444 
represents workers at Chrys- 
ler's huge car and truck as- 
sembly complex here. 


Brooks started working for 


Chrysler in 1937, and boasted 
years later that he had work- 
ed at all of the firm's plants 
and held every job from 
janitor to tool grinder. 


Active in Canadian political 


circles as well, he ran 
unsuccessfully as a New De- 
mocratic party candidate in 
the 1974 federal election, and 
tried that year to unseat 
M i n i s t e r of Agriculture 
Eugene Whalen. 


UAW international President 


Leonard Woodcock called the 
shooting "tragic and sense- 
less."

Ford tax plan would be 
enacted, Ford's advisers were 
sensitive to suggestions the 
budget might not be taken 
seriously. 


Lynn said Ford's permanent 


tax cut plans are "just a heck 
of a lot more important" for 
the economy in the long run 
than Carter's proposals will 
be. "We happen to believe a 
tax cut is the way to go," he 
said. 


Paul O'Neill, the deputy

Carter should not have much 
difficulty in making some 
changes in the budget, such as 
revising Ford's proposals to 
cut $12.4 billion from a.series 
of domestic social programs.

outlays for energy projects in 
1978 to a total of $6.1 billion. 
Outlays for energy research 
and development would in- 
crease about $700 million to a 
total of $3.4 billion. 


Ford requested authority to 


begin a 10-year, $45-billion 
program of sewage plant con- 
struction, beginning in 1978, 
although only about $190 mill- 
ion actually would be spent 
next year. 


He also proposes increasing 


pay for members of Congress, 
federal judges, Cabinet offic- 
ers and the vice president. 
Congressional salaries would 


rise 28 per cent to $57,500 
from $44,600 now. 


The vice president's salary 


would rise to $75,000, from 
$65,600 currently. The in- 
creases will automatically 
take effect in 30 days unless 
Congress acts to block them. 


Among spending reductions 


would be a phasing out of the 
domestic peace corps, known 
as VISTA, which originated in 
the administration of Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. 


Ford's budget also projects 


growth for the economy that 
is dose to Carter's goals. It 
estimates unemployment will 
average 7.3 per cent during 
the year, dropping to about 7 
per cent by the end of the 
year.

'Underpaid' By

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Nearly half of the hospital 
bills in California are paid by 
Medicare and Medi-Cal, but 
those two programs aren't 
paying their full share of hos- 
pital costs, a state report 
says. 


The California Health 


Facilities Commission said in 
a report issued Monday that 
during the 12-month period en- 
ding in June 1976, Medicare 
and MediCal were billed for 47 
per cent of the $4.6 billion in 
hospital services rendered 
statewide. 


Medicare underpaid its $1.4 


billion in billings by $153 mill- 
ion, and Medi-Cal underpaid 
by $87 million on billings of 
$798 million, the report said. 
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Pope Approves Church Merger 
Rejects Anglican Suggestion He Step Down 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - 


Pope Paul VI has approved in 
principle an historic proposal 
to reunite the Anglican and 
Roman Catholic churches, 
Vatican officials said Monday. 


But they described as unfor- 


tunate a plea by a leading 
Anglican newspaper that Pope 
Paul, 79, resign in favor of a 
younger man to help heal 
Christian divisions. 


A joint high-level commis- 


sion of Catholic and Anglican 
scholars is scheduled to pub- 
lish a document Thursday 
proposing that the Pope be 
recognized as over-all pat- 
riach as a way to end the 443- 
year-old schism. 


The reunification document, 


to be released in London, is 
not binding on either church 
but is meant as the basis for 
further discussion by bishops, 
theologians and ordinary be- 
lievers on both sides. It will 
probably be years before a 
decision is made. 


A ranking Vatican official 


said Pope Paul personally 
cleared the document. But as 
with similar documents in the 
past, he said, the pontiff de- 
clined giving full approval 
pending further study and 
consideration by bishops and 
scholars around the world.

But the arrest of two South- 


ern California men - one who 
had access to defense secrets 
- came not as a result of 
screen-worthy detective work 
but through chance, when 
microfilm was found on one of 
them as he was detained in 
Mexico City for an unrelated 
offense, the FBI said Monday. 


Andrew D. Lee, 25, of Palos 


V e r d e s E s t a t e s , w a s 
arraigned Monday by U.S. 
Magistrate Tom Goodwin in 
Laredo, Tex. and was ordered 
held without bond. Chris- 
topher J. Boyce, 23, of Rancho 
Palos Verdes, was arraigned 
here by U.S. Magistrate John 
Kronenberg. 


Both men were charged with 


conspiracy to commit espion- 
age. 


In denying bond for Boyce, 


'U.S. District Court Judge 
Manuel Real also refused to 
place a "gag order" on the 
trial. 


"They're not going to talk. 


You're not going to talk," he 
told defense attorney Edward 
Polaski. "What's the need of 
a gag order?" 


If convicted as charged, 


Boyce and Lee could be im- 
prisoned for any term, includ- 
ing life, or could be put to 
death under federal law. 


The FBI complaint said the 


two men began their scheme 
to sell the secrets to the 
Soviets early in 1975. 


The FBI alleges they eventu- 


ally sold classified informa- 
tion on U.S. rocket secrets to 
the Soviets for at least 817,500. 


In its complaint, the FBI 


said Boyce worked from July 
1974 to December 1976 as a 
security clerk at TRW Inc., an 
aerospace firm in suburban 
Redondo Beach, where he had 
access to "highly classified in- 
telligence communications, 
documents and hardware." 


Under the scheme, the com- 


plaint said, Boyce would get 
information from TRW and 
Lee would establish a contact 
with the Russian Embassy in 
Mexico City and sell the clas- 
sified information. 


The FBI said the two men 


got a total of $17.500 for the 
information they funneled to 
Russia via Lee's contact, a 
man identitied as Boris 
Grishin, a science attache at 
the Soviet Embassy. 


FBI officials said Lee, who 


was given a code name, met 
with Russian agents seven 
times in Mexico City and once 
in Vienna, Austria, during the 
period from June 1975 to this 
month. 


At the meeting in Vienna, 


the FBI said, the Soviet 
agents gave Lee a list of 
items they wanted Boyce to 
provide, including "informa- 
tion on rocket construction." 
They said Lee got $1,500 for 
expenses during that meeting 


and e v e n t u a l l y received 
$13,500 during Mexico City 
meetings. They said other 
monies had been paid previ- 
ously. 


Authorities said the spy 


scheme was broken up when 
Lee was arrested in Mexico 
City on an unrelated charge 
Jan. 6 and was found carrying 
three rolls of top secret U.S. 
defense documents. Boyce 


was arrested Sunday in River- 
side, where he was a student 
at the state university. 


They said Boyce and Lee 


had met in a hotel room here 
in November 1976 to photo- 
graph documents in Lee's 
possession. It was that mic- 
rofilm Lee was allegedly try-, 
ing to transmit to Grishin 
when he was arrested, the 
FBI said.

Metric Conversion In U.S. 
Going Slowly, Grudgingly 


How to Avoid Math In Figuring Tax 


By RAY DE CRANE 


I wouldn't go so far as to 


recommend renting a compu- 
ter to help you in preparing 
your income tax return this 
year, but an adding machine 
or a pocket calculator will 
certainly come in handy. 


More mathematical opera- 


tions than ever before are cal- 
led for this year, even on the 
Form 1040A, the simplest of 
all tax returns. 


With the typical adult 


American's dislike for work- 
ing with percentages, decimal 
points and fractions, errors 
are bound to multiply. 


In their attempt to simplify 


taxes for this year, here is 
what Congress has done with 
the matter of deductions. You 
will not have to struggle with 
all the arithmetic in itemizing 
deductions if you want to set- 
tle for another method. 


The amount to be used in 


the "other method" depends 
upon whether you are single 


or the unmarried head of a 
household; married filing a 
joint return, a qualifying 
widow or widower; or if you 
are married and are filing 
separate returns. 


Here is the "easy" way if • 


you are single or the unmar- 
ried head of a household. You 
may take: 1. A minimum 
standard deduction of $1,700. 


2. 16 per cent of adjusted 


gross income, if that figure is 
less than $15,000. 


3. $2,400, if adjusted gross 


income is more than $15,000. 


For married couples filing 


. joint returns there are these 
three choices: 


1. Minimum standard de- 


duction of $2,100. 


2.16 per cent of an adjusted 


gross income below $17,500. 


3. $2,800 if adjusted gross 


income is more than $17,500. 


Married persons filing sepa- 


rately also have three choices, 
along with a very important 
caution: 


1. A minimum standard de- 


duction of $1,050. 


2. 16. per cent of adjusted 


gross, if it. is less than $8,750. 


3. $1,400, if adjusted gross 


income is more than $8,750. 


CAUTION: If one takes the 


minimum standard deduction, 
the other may not take the 
percentage standard deduc- 


tion. If one itemizes deduc- 
tions, the other must also 
itemize.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Met- 


ric is coming. But don't toss 
out your yardstick just yet. 


Passage of the Metric Con- 


version Act of 1975 was de- 
signed to speed up the re- 
placement of inches, miles, 
quarts and pounds with cen- 
timeters, kilometers, liters 
and kilograms. 


In signing the bill 13 months 


ago, President Ford cautioned 
that continued use of the En- 
glish system of measurement 
in the United States "was 
making us an island in a met- 
ric sea." 


But little has happened since 


the new law committed the 
country to going metric volun- 
tarily. 


The new year has brought a 


few changes. In some cities, 
mainly in the Northeast, cal- 
ling the telephone weather 
number gets you tempera- 
tures in both Fahrenheit and 
Celsius. 


Under Celsius, the metric 


temperature measurement, 
water freezes at zero and 
boils at 100, compared with 32 
degrees freezing and 212 de- 
g r e e s b o i l i n g u n d e r 


Fahrenheit. 


T h e W e a t h e r B u r e a u 


weather wire is also pro 
viding radio and television 
stations with Celsius and 
Fahrenheit readings and some 
TV weather forecasters have 
been using them on the air. 


The bureau could convert 


completely to metric as early 
as 1979. Stanley Doore, who 
heflds thf? burpflu conv<?r- 
sion program, says not until 
English measurements are no 
longer provided will Ameri- 
cans really learn metric. 


"Experience in Great Bri- 


tain and other countries has 
shown that people will not 
learn it until they have to, 
until they are forced to go 
'cold turkey.'" he said. 


A second change now in the 


works this year will eventual- 
ly make a fifth of liquor a 
collector's item. Seven major 
distilleries have announced 
plans to convert to a "750 mil- 
1 iliter" size bottle. Quarts 
will be replaced with liters. 


Apart from booze and temp- 


erature, however, the pace of 
metric conversion has been 
slow. 


The new law required Ford 


to appoint a 17-member U.S. 
Metric Board, which was to 
coordinate metrication nation- 
ally. Ford named Louis F. 
Polk, a Dayton, Ohio, banker 
as chairman and sent 16 addi- 
tional names to the Senate for 
confirmation last September. 


And there matters rested 


during the presidential elec- 
tion campaign, when metrica- 
tion was something less than 
a hot issue. Chances are 
President-elect Carter will 
want to choose his own board. 


In the meantime, major gov- 


ernmental decisions on metric 
change have been held up 
waiting for the board to go to 
work. 


Ford has noted that "more 


than 90 per cent of the world's 
people uses metric measure- 
ment in their everyday 
lives." Only Brunei, Burma, 
Liberia, Yemen and the Un- 
ited States are holdouts. 


Most 
American 
school 


children have been learning 
metric, while their parents 
have been ignoring the con- 
version. 


Cancer Victims Desperate While Laetrilists Battle Officials 
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By ROD ANGROVE 


Last Of Three Parts 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Laetrilists describe them- 
selves as patriots assaulting 
the bastions of "officialdom 
and medical orthodoxy." 


Inside the bastions, health 


officials say they are protect- 
ing the public against quac- 
kery and fraud. 


The two sides agree that 


Laetrile, Vitamin B17 and 
amygdalin are substantially 
similar - an extract of ap- 
ricot kernels. 


But while Laetrile propo- 


nents recommend it as a 
treatment and preventive for 
cancer, the other side says 
it's illegal, of unproven effec- 
tiveness, and possibly danger- 
ous. They say users are not 
only wasting money, but prob' 
ably also foregoing proven 
treatment. 


In between are the cancer 


victims, frightened and desp- 


erate. 


Dr. Emil J. Freireich of the 


University of Texas System 
Cancer Center writes that hu- 
mans commonly use the 
psychological technique of de- 
nial of medical problems, de- 
laying consultation with physi- 
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dans. 


"The proponents of un- 


proven or quack remedies de- 
finitely contribute to this pro- 
cess of delaying treatment. 
They offer such things as 
prayer, vitamins, and other, 
relatively harmless • medica- 
tions, which the proponents 
claim can cure, or greatly 
palliate, the cancer patient. 


"Therefore, if individuals 


subject themselves to these 
treatments, they may relieve 
their anxieties, but their can- 
cers, as is so regularly the. 
case, will continue to prog- 


ress. 


Laetrilists cite thousands of 


testimonials of persons who 
say Laetrile was beneficial - 
giving them a feeling of well- 
being, appetite, less pain, and 
in some cases complete re- 
mission of cancer. 


Their promotional efforts 


have snowballed in recent 
years. 


Laetrile's unusual rise in 


prominence can be traced to a 
19S6 meeting of the biochemist 
who patented it, Ernest T. 
Krebs Jr., 63, Of San Francis- 
co, and entrepreneur Andrew 
R.L. McNaughton, 60. 


An arms merchant who free- 


ly admits providing- arms to 
both Israel and Cuba, 
McNaughton said in a recent 
interview that he sought pro- 
jects "on the outer limits of 
scientific knowledge." 


He said he listened to Krebs 


for 2-1/2 hours in a Miami 
Beach drugstore and "found 


Laetrile to be an entrancing 
problem. 


"We didn't have wide av- 


ailability of Laetrile," he 
said. "It was too easy to sup- 
press, so we had to make it." 


McNaughton said He set up 


factories in Mexico, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Switzerland and 
Monte Carlo. Then cameiLaet- 
rile clinics. 


At one point, McNaughton 


supplied a person who led au- 
thorities to believe that or- 
ganized crime figures were in- 
terested. 


McNaughton explained that 


in Montreal his foundation 
furnished Laetrile to the late 
Dr. John A. Morrone of New 
Jersey, who treated the sister 
of Joseph 
"Bayonne 
Joe" 


Zicarelli. 


McNaughton said he later 


met Zicarelli, who "was effu- 
sive in his thanks" and said 
he would do something "to 
help the work." 


He said his nonprofit founda- 


tion received a $100,000 check 
from an unknown person in 
Miami, followed by two more 
totaling $30,000. 


"We just deduced they were 


from Zicarelli," he said. 


Later reports said Zicarelli 


in 
1964 became 
a 
silent 


shareholder in McNaughton's 
Biozymes International, Ltd., 
which made Laetrile in Cana- 
da. But McNaughton said by 
then he had taken out his 
shares and left the firm to 
others. 


"Nobody 
controls 
me," 


McNaughton says indignantly. 
"The Mafia never attempted 
to control Laetrile. If they 
had, Laetrile would have be- 
come legal years ago." 


Another prominent figure in 


the Laetrile story is George 
Kell, 
an 
attorney 
from 


Modesto who told a legislative 
committee earlier this year: 
"I've been able to defend 


clients successfully, except 
one, by contending they are 
treating patients instead of 
cancer." 


Kell has represented one of 


the oldest and most active 
proLaetrile organizations, the 
National Health Foundation, 
founded in 1955. 


The 
largest 
pro-Laetrile 


group is the Committee for 
Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy, Inc., of Los Altos, 
founded in 1972. It was in 1972 
that 
Laetrile 
became 
a 


political issue, says Michael 
L. Culbert, editor of the 
group's 
monthly, 
"The 


Choice." 


The occasion, Culbert said, 


was the first Laetrile court 
case of Dr. John A. Richard- 
son of Albany, a member of 
the John Birch Society. 


Culbert, a Birch Society 


member the past few months, 
said despite the involvement 
of some society members in 


Laetrile, "it's not a Birch pro- 
ject." 


Freedom-of-Choice president 


Robert 
W. 
Bradford, 
45, 


claims there are' almost 500 
chapters nationwide and ab- 
out 28,000 members, including 
1,200 medical professionals, of 
whom 800 are medical doc- 
tors. 


Bradford, also a Birch Socie- 


ty member, said last year's 
committee budget was just 
under 
$100,000, 
with 
the 


money coming from contribu- 
tions and dues. 


Culbert said that one reason 


such a large number of Birch 
Society members are involved 
with Laetrile is that the first 
people who began Richard- 
son's defense fund were fel- 
low members of the society. 
He said they have remained 
interested in the issue because 
it is an example of govern- 
ment interference in their 
lives. 


Another organization is the 


International Association of 
Cancer Victims and Friends 
(IACVF), founded in 1963 by 
the late Cecile Hoffman, to. 
whom McNaughton said he 
gave Laetrile in Canada. 


He said she couldn't pay but 


wanted to do something in re- 
turn. McNaughton urged her 
to go out and "establish a 
foundation and spread the 
gospel" about Laetrile. 


Health officials aren't sure 


what to do about such or- 
ganized and vigorous promo- 
tion. 


FDA 
spokesman 
Wayne 


Pines said the agency "has 
done all it can to label Laet- 
rile as a fraud and a hoax. We 
intend to do more..."

that California has the last 
traces of mounted Marines. 


But it's unlikely these 


Marine horsemen will ever 
see battle. 


Their'appearances, instead, 


consist-of leading parades on 
Washington's Pennsylvania 
Avenue at inaugurals and in 
New Year's Day pageants. 


The unit consists of five men 


and six horses, but only four 
of either appear in public at 
;any one time. And one of the 


mounts may never appear - 
he can't take parade discip- 
line. 


"He goes bananas every 


time he hears band music," 
explains S. Sgt. Philip F. 
brown, the leader of the 
Marine Corps Mounted Color 
Guard. 


While the "Horse Marines" 


consist of but a handful of 
men, it was not so long ago 
mounted Marines played an 
active military .role at Camp 
iPendleton, biggest of the 
Marine bases. 


That was in World War II, 


when Marines on horseback 
patrolled the 196-mile base 


berimeter, submachine guns 
jat the ready. 
I It made sense in the 
predune-buggy era. There 
were fewer problems travers- 
ing 4 miles of sandy Pacific 
coastline, fewer problems 
negotiating mountain terrain 
rising to 3,000 feet. 
' "We have a whole lot of 
pride," said Drown; who took 
jcommand of the unit in April 
11976 after a tour of duty over- 
|seas. "It makes you feel good 
iwhen "people applaud you, 
(when they show you they're 
proud of you and the nation." 


Naturally, the horses are 


'coddled champions. All are 
febony, including El Noche, a 
jformer racehorse. 


I The color guard is a fine 
sight, going through its paces 
at the base stables. The 
horses are decked with white 
headbands, red and gold sad- 
dle blankets with Marine in- 
signia; scarlet and gold leg 
Iwrappings. 
: The riders wear specially 
tailored uniforms of contrast- 
ing blue, set off by white 
gloves, belts and'hats. Two 
riders carry the American 
jand Marine Corps flags, two 
ride with .unsheathed ceremo- 
nial swords. ' 


The men are volunteers. 


Each holds a regular Marine 
job, anything from demolition 
expert to infantry instructor. 


Tax funds are not involved. 


Instead, Marines around the 
world finance the horsemen 
through profits from post ex- 
changes and recreation fees. 


Horse Marines date back 


nearly to the founding of the 
nation. In 1804, mounted 
Marines trekked across 60 
miles of African desert to 
reach Tripoli - but they were 
on camels. 
• However, Marines on horses 
fought the Seminole Indians in 
Florida in the 1830s, disting- 


toished themselves in the Mex- 
ican War and even in cam- 
paigns early in this century in 
Nicaragua and Haiti.

illegal compound at all," said 
Bradford, who appeared at 
the news conference with Dr. 
John A. Richardson of Al- 
bany, who has been tried 
three times for administering 
Laetrile to patients. 


Bradford said Laetrile. also 


known as amygdalin, does not 
appear on the list of prohi- 
bited drugs issued by" the 
FDA, but is the target of 
bureaucratic action by the 
agency. 


"The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration has sought to 
keep it out of interstate ship- 
ment and sale through an in- 
ternal regulation-not a 
law-and now, both the 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals and 
an Oklahoma District Court 
have ordered FDA to prove its 
position on Laetrile, and. 
while doing so, not to interfere 
with the right of American 
cancer patients to have access 
to this substance," he said. 


He said Laetrile is legal as a 


cancer treatment in Mexico 
and 26 other nations and ad- 
ded it is unfair for the govern- 
ment to force 1.000 Americans 
per month to cross the border. 


"The Laetrile movement 


poses a severe threat not only 
to the cancer industry itself 
and the huge pharmaceutical 
cartel overlapped with it, but 
to the majority of the nation's 
$140 billion health bill which 
has to do with the so-called 
degenerative diseases," 
Bradford said. 


"Preventive medicine, nutri- 


tional therapy, vitamins, min- 
erals and enzymes represent 
the probable elimination of 
these killer diseases, and cer- 
tainly 
a 
potentially 
far 


cheaper way to treat them, 
hence the opposition of enorm- 
ous vested interests," he ad- 
ded. 


J. Franklin Salaman of Red- 


wood City, another defendant, 
said the government even has 
begun taking apricot kernels 
off the shelves of health food 
stores in a drive to wipe out 
vitamin 817. 


Richardson 
said he tried 


Laetrile on a woman with a 
cancerous tumor which would 
have required amputation of 
her arm. 
Through various 


treatments, 
including Laet- 


rile, the cancer was elimi- 
nated. 


"This was working beautiful- 


ly. How could I keep it from 
other patients?" he said of 
Laetrile. 


Buford claimed the commit- 


tee has 30,000 members, with 
about 2,000 of them medical 
doctors. 


"The Laetrile movement is 


insisting that cancer is a vita- 
min deficiency disease, that it 
can be eliminated in a single 


generation through prevention 
alone." Bradford said. 


At the news conference but 


not seated up front, was a 
fourth defendant, Andrew R. 
L. McNaughton of San Fran- 


cisco, the son of the chief of 
Canada's armed forces dur- 
ing World War II.

is modeled after similar ones 
carried out successfully in 
several other areas. 


The San Francisco program, 


part of major anti-crime ef- 
fort by the city, will zero in on 
crimes against senior citizens, 
youth crimes, business and 
street crimes and burglaries. 
Part of the attack is to en- 
courage merchants and cus- 
tomers to mark valuable 
items at the time of purchase 
so they will be less attractive 
to thieves. 


Bates said the new crime 


offensive involves no federal 
or state funds and said the 


FBI's role is merely that of 
providing expertise to get the 
plan going. 


"The programs in the other

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Murderer, Denied Execution, Languishes In Prison

SMYRNA, Del. - Long 


before the nation ever heard 
the name of Gary Mark Gil- 
more, long before the Utah 
killer asked to "die like a 
man," Roy Luther Richard- 
son pleaded for his own death. 


"I kept thinking that hang- 


ing would be a real brave 
thing," said Richardson, 
sentenced to death by a Dela- 
ware court for the murder of 
his mother-in-law. 


"I kept thinking I could walk 


to them gallows with my head 
hung low, I could walk tall, 
giving no expression, showing 
I didin't care and showing I 
could live like a man and die 
like a man." 


After his sentencing 16 


months ago, Richardson was 
to be hanged in 10 days. On 
the eighth day, as he awaited 
death in a maximum security 
cell at the Delaware State 
Correction Center here, a 
judge delayed the execution. 


Richardson pleaded, "I'd 


rather spend 15 minutes at the 
end of a rope than 15 years in 
jail." 


Another hanging date was 


assigned and delayed. 


Richardson's attorney, 


David Lukoff, told his client 
he was going to appeal. 


But 10 months before 


Richardson ever heard of 
Gary Gilmore, Richardson 
fought his attorney's appeal, 
telling the court in a signed 
note, "I don't want your appe- 
al or other justice things." 


Richardson wanted to die. 
"I figured that way I 


wouldn't be no bother to no- 
body and nobody would be no 
bother to me," he said in an 
interview last week. 


He did not get his death 


wish. The Delaware death 
penalty was ruled unconstitu- 
tional because of its broad 
nature, and in October, 13 
death row inmates, including 
Richardson, were given non- 
parolable life sentences. 


"The other dudes here were 


happy," said Richardson, a 
slight man of 31 who talks in a 
long Tennessee drawi, "They 
figured if I got hung, then 
they'd start hanging every- 
body. Me, I got no feelings 
about it. Now living and dying 
is all the same." 


Like Gilmore, Richardson 


has spent much of his life in 
institutions. "Sometimes you 
can't ever remember being 


on the streets," he said. He is 
the middle child of five chil- 
dren. His parents were di- 
vorced when he was five 
years old. At the age of 14. the 
same as Gilmore at the time, 
he was sent to a reformatory 
in his home state of Tennessee 
for stealing cigarets from a 
grocery store. 


"When I got sent away I 


figured it wouldn't matter to 
no one," he said. "It was just 
one less mouth to feed." 


Shortly after serving three 


months in the reformatory, he 
was sent back a second time 
for 18 months, then again a 
third time for eight months, 
both times for stealing copper 


tubing. 


At 18, he burglarized a groc- 


ery store and was sent to jail 
for two months. 


Altogether, from age 14 to 


25 Richardson, who finished 
the seventh grade, was never 
out of jail or a mental hospital 
for more than a few months at 
a time. 


During the times he was 


free, he wandered the coun- 
try, picking up odd jobs and 
marrying. His first two mar- 
riages each lasted less than a 
year. 


Then, six years ago, he mar-

IN GG COED'S DEATH 
Reward Increased To $12,000

GARDEN GROVE - "Mrs. 


James Stallcup said Monday 
the reward for information 
leading to arrest and convic- 
tion of her daughter's killers 
has been upped to $12,000. 


She added that she hopes 


the increased reward will "jar 
someone's memory." 


She said the family of the 


19-year-old Cypress College 
coed, found dead in her car 
Dec. 27, is still offering a 
$5,000 reward through the 
police department. 


In addition, police con- 


firmed that a citizen-who has 
asked to remain anonymous- 
is offering another $5,000 and 
Long Beach newspper has 
posted $2,000. 


"I hope that perhaps this 


amount is sufficient to jar 
people's minds enough so that 
someone who saw something 
will come forward," she said. 


Meanwhile, police spokes- 


man said tips on the killing 
are "pouring in" and inves- 
tigators are checking leads. 
No immediate arrests are 
contemplated, however. 


Miss stalloup died of a bro- 


ken neck, and she had been 
sexually assaulted. She was 
reported missing from her 
Katella Avenue-Dale Street 
area apartment on Dec. 19. 
and was found dead eight 
days later behind another loc- 
al a p a r t m e n t s complex. 
Police say a gap of approxi- 
mately three days exists bet- 
ween her disappearance and 
death, which occured about 
Dec. 22. 


Police have issued detailed 


descriptions and artist's re- 
nderings of two men they 
want to question in connection 
with the Stallcup case. 


"We are grateful for the 


way the newspapers and tele- 
vision have been helping, 


"Mrs. Stallcup said. "We 
couldn't have been treated 
more gently. And we know the 
police are doing everything 
they can. 


"It (the murder) is always 


on our minds," she said. 
"Sometimes it gets easier to 
talk about.

Fear And Truth 


The fear tactics of anti-technologists 


who oppose the development of nuclear 
power to help offset our energy shortage 
are being beaten back, the chairman of 
Rockwell International Corp. told the 
American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers at its Pittsburgh meeting in ear- 
ly December. 


The most recent campaigns of the 


anti-technologists - Ralph Nader, for 
example - "have attempted to play on 
the fears of many people in an effort to 
legislate an end to nuclear energy in 
many states across the nation." Willard 
F. Rockwell, Jr. told the assembled soci- 
ety members. But, due to the concerted 
efforts of engineers, scientists and many 
other concerned people, he said, the fear 
tactics of the anti-nuclear power forces 
"failed" as the result of "information 
campaigns designed to demonstrate 
both the safety of nuclear energy and 
the benefits that technology can pro- 
vide." 


As evidence of the success of the infor- 


mation campaign, the Rockwell chair- 
man pointed to the defeat of anti-nuclear 
legislation in seven states this past 
.November. But, lest we become compla- 
cent, he went on to warn that the fight 
for expanded nuclear and other forms of 
energy calls for continued efforts to 
keep the public fully and truthfully in- 
formed of the benefits of technology. 
Such efforts, he emphasized, are the 
only way to eradicate the fear of tech- 
nological progress that much of the pub- 
lic has developed. 


"We should take the legislative efforts 


of the anti-technologists as a warning to 
those of us who are concerned with the 
development and growth of our nation," 
Rockwell said. "We must speak out. We 


must show the American people that 
science and engineering can help solve 
society's major problems, not by apply- 
ing magic formulas," as many imagine, 
but "through arduous study, application 
of principles, development of theories, 
and by spending a lot of time and 
money." 


The energy crunch has shown us, once 


again, that there is no such thing as a 
free lunch. Everything has a price 
which must be paid. That mischevious 
myth, together with a misunderstanding 
of the workings of technology, contri- 
buted to the energy shortage, Rockwell 
noted. People believed they could burn 
more and more energy, without regard 
to how efficiently that energy was used, 
because, as they thought, science and 
engineering would immediately provide 
more and better energy sources. 
"People had faith that science and en- 
gineering could provide the solutions 
that would allow us to eliminate pollu- 
tion without increasing the price, lower- 
big the reserves, or affecting the free 
flow of the energy that's so vital to the 
operation of our nation. 


"But with rising costs, limited funds 


for research and development, and es- 
calating expectations" (he could have 
added mounting taxes, continuing infla- 
tion of the money supply, and proliferat- 
ing bureaucratic interventions), "it was 
little wonder that technology could not 
provide the immediate answer," Rock- 
well concluded. "The general public was 
expecting technology to produce a clean, 
cheap, plentiful fuel from thin air. We 
must show them that we are not in the 
business of producing miracles, but that 
we work to solve problems." 


Russia's Trade Deficit 


An item in a recent issue of the Wall 


Street Journal helps to put the matter of 
"trade deficits," especially those being 
experienced by the Soviet Union and 
other socialist economies, in clearer 
perspective. 


"The Soviet Union's trade deficit with 


capitalist countries," noted the Journal, 
"hit $3.36 billion in 1976's first nine 
months, widening $410 million from 
midyear." 


Of that $3.36 billion, Russian trade 


deficit with capitalist countries, $19.7 
billion was with the United States, the 
Journal went on to explain; meaning, 
when reduced to laymen terms, that the 
Soviet government and economy re- 
ceived $1.97 billion more, in goods and 
services, from the U.S. than the U.S. 
received from the Soviet Union. 


All of which raises an immediate 


question: If we did get an equal amount 
of goods and services from the Soviet 
Union in exchange for ours sent to them, 
as the $1.97 billion trade deficit clearly 
tells us, then, just what did we get in 
exchange? 


Russian rubles? Let's not joke about 


such a serious matter. No private enter- 
priser in his right mind, dealing directly 
with the Soviet Union, would dream of 
accepting the worthless Soviet paper. 


Gold? If so, the news was not reported 


in the media. 


What, then? 
The answer is neither. 
Here, reduced to easily grasped 


terms, is actually what happened: 


Contrary to widespread misunder- 


standing of such matters, goods and 
services from this country are not sold 
.directly to the Soviet Union by U.S. 
private enterprisers but, indirectly, via 
the United States government. Thus, 
when it happens that the Soviet Union 
has a trade deficit, such as that reported 
by the Wall Street Journal, it means 
that U.S. taxpayer money has been used 
to pay the private enterprise producers 
$1.97 billion worth of goods and services 
which, in turn, are then turned over to 
the Soviet Union, either as an outright 
gift or, as another way of doing essen- 
tially the same thing, in the form of 
long-term credit.

Taxing Shocks 


If you've started to think about in- 


come tax due in April, you're in for 
some shocks about what you'll owe Sac- 
ramento. The first shock is that Califor- 
nia is now pushing near-bankrupt New 
York for the dubious distinction of hav- 
ing the stiffest income tax among the 50 
states. 


Shock number two is the jolt accorded 


the growing army of families with work- 
ing wives. Increasingly, they'll be pay- 
ing the top state tax rate. This stiffest of 
all tax rates, you'll recall, was supposed 
to apply to movie stars and top-ranking 
professional athletes, not to ordinary 
people. Our Sacramento politicians, of 
course, don't want to talk about such 
painful things, but taxpayers shouldn't 
let the politicos get off the hook. 


The third shock is that the very stiff 11 


per cent top state income tax for nearly 
all families with working wives is 
superimposed on a hard-biting Social 
Security tax of nearly 12 per cent plus a 
clobbering federal 
income tax of 


perhaps 35 per cent. 


There's a fourth shock for more and 


more people, namely, those who look at 
the way the politicians tax their last 
grand of earnings. This, it is important 
to note, is the critical grand-because it 
reflects the most unpleasant part of 
work; the extra hours of labor, the extra 
pain of commuting, and the extra has- 
sles at the plant or office. About half of 
this last grand of income is soaked up 
just by taxes on income: of which 
California alone takes more than a fifth. 
Why should the state and federal gov- 
ernments gobble up nearly half of this 
painfully earned grand of income? 
This harsh tax bite also explains a good 
part of the Friday or Monday absen- 
teeism, which does so much harm to 
productivity. 


How long will Californians - especial- 


ly the nearly half of all families with 
working wives - keep putting up with 
income taxation that's so onerous? 
No less significant a question concerns 
the outlook for economic growth in 
California. Do you know that more and 
more business firms are passing up 
high-tax California and locating plants 
instead in low-tax states such as Texas? 
And it isn't just firms that are by- 
passing this state. This writer, for ex- 
ample, is impressed with the increasing 
number of his senior business students 
who ask whether they should remain 
here when they can do so much better in 
low-tax state. These students know that 
a job in Texas enables them to avoid 
about $200 a month of state income tax 
since Texas takes no bite out of income. 
Moreover, both sales and property taxes 
are also lower in Texas. Why? Because 
that state provides far fewer "free" 
government services to its citizens. 


A final shock involves inflation. 


Though price escalation has abated 
somewhat in the last year, the upward 
spiraling of prices still operates to shove 
more and more families into brackets 
carrying the top state income tax-rate. 
Again, this.is a situation that results 
solely from the play of politics, and no 
one in Sacramento wants to discuss the 
matter. 


A lot of very practical questions follow 


from the points made above. Take, for 
example, the issue of the property tax 
about which politicians make so many 
noises. Remember, the politicians who 
talk about "property tax relief" don't 
want to cut down the size of state or 
local government. In fact, they general- 
ly favor further growth of- government 
programs, Hence, they want more tax 
dollars to play with. It follows, of 
course, that you may. be suckered into 
going for cuts in the property tax only to 


be faced with paying the stiffest possible 
state income tax in place of the levy on 
your property. 


If Californians don't watch out, they 


may find themselves agreeing with their 
"favorite" state politician who loudly 
proclaims that he'll cut $100 from your 
property tax while speaking only with a 
muted voice that it'll cost you an extra 
$150 in state income tax to cover all the 
goodies that the politician wants to pass 
out. Clearly, that's a bad swap in any 
language.

iINAUGURAL BLUES' 


A Libertarian Look At The Cabinet

Pressure groups for feminists and * 


blacks are understandably piqued at the 
"old boy" nature of Jimmy Carter's 
cabinet, but a look at the personalities 
who will shape Carter's Same Old Deal 
shows that the biggest losers of all will 
be those who cherish individual liberty 
here and around the globe. 


Nothing speaks so clearly about the 


insincerity of Carter, the supposed pillar 
of honesty, as the now-infamous quote 
from his right-hand aide, Hamilton Jor- 
dan, just a few months ago: 


"If after the inauguration you find a 


Cy Vance as secretary of state and a 
Zbigniew Brzezinski as head of national 
security, then I would say we failed. 
And I'd quit. But that's not going to 
happen. You are going to see new faces, 
new ideas. The government is going to 
be run by people you have never heard 
nf ** 


Not being among the 40 million who 


fell for that line last November, I don't 
know whether Carter's supporters feel 
betrayed. But I can't help 4>ut sense an 
even greater threat to personal 
freedoms as one administration gives 
way to another. 


The praise that Henry Kissinger sho- 


wered on his successor, Vance, should 
not have been lost on anyone. Though 
the latter seems unlikely to continue the 
Lone Ranger scheming of Kissinger, 
Vance is part and parcel of the same 
Eastern Establishment which directed 
U.S. foreign policy for at least half a 
century. 


It is a foreign policy bereft of morality 


and principle - though Vance will tell 
us this will no longer be the case. True 
enough, Vance began, to show a distaste 
for the Vietnam War while deputy sec- 
retary of defense for Lyndon Johnson - 
but was that, along with his celebrated 
missions to the strife-torn Dominican 
' 


Republic and the Paris "Peace" Talks, 
the fruit of an overriding principle, or of 
practical necessity? 


Likewise, 
of 
Defense 
Secretary- 


designate Harold Brown, the former 
Robert MeNamara aide, it can be asked, 
do you recognize the evil of military 
interventionism of the type you helped 
direct as secretary of the Air Force in 
1969? Does your support of the Bl 
bomber signal a change in the position 
of the man who appointed you? 


And then there is Theodore Sorensen, 


appointed to head the CIA. As one of 
John Kennedy's top aides, Sorensen is 
well-schooled in the politics of 
international-manipulation - perfect 
training for his new post. 


My God! The only selection Carter 


needs to make this list complete is 
David Halberstam as White House 
biographer! 


On the domestic front, prospects are 


hardly more inviting. 


Named to control the HEW monster is 


the man whose Great Society programs 
helped create it, Joseph Califano, 
former top domestic aide to Lyndon 
Johnson. It is no hyperbole to say that 
from the point of view of small 
government being the best government, 
Carter could not have found a worse 
person in America for HEW than 
Califano. 


Carter turned to the Congress for his 


secretaries of transportation and 
agriculture, and the individuals he 
selected are indeed representative of the 
"gimme politics" of Capitol Hill. 


Brock Adamsrhas been steadfast in his 


support of federal subsidies for un- 
economical transportation concerns. He 
helped draft the Amtrak railroad 
nationalization in 1970, then moved on 
three years later to bring into being 
Conrail, a government-sponsored North- 
east rail consolidation that is already 
knee-deep in red ink. 


He has • continued to push for rail 


subsidies, and for government grants to 
the airline industry to help quiet its 
crafts. He has been a friend to continued 
regulation of the transportation industry 
during a time when many oh both ends 
of the political spectrum have come to 
realize that such regulation only benefits 
the large corporations, now in business. 


It should come as no surprise to read 


in the Wall Street Journal that 
"transportation concerns are generally 
quite pleased with Mr. Carter's selec- 
tion because of Mr. Adams' views on 
financial aid and regulation." 


Those who make their fortunes off 


government subsidies and regulations in 
agriculture should be equally delighted 
with the appointment of Bob Bergland. 


. Bergland as agriculture secretary 


promises a reversal of one of the few 
joyous legacies of Earl Butz: a 
diminishing of government's role on the 
farm. As the Journal noted, Bergland 
"is determined to lead an effort to 
reverse Republican farm policies and 
put the federal government heavily into 
agriculture once again." 


The result is likely to be sharply in- 


creased federal price supports, creation 
of a federal grain reserve and higher 
import duties - all of which will 
translate into higher prices for con- 
sumers. 


A higher overall price level can be 


expected from a return to largely dis-% 
credited Keynesian notions of economic 
fine-tuning, in the person of Charles 
Schultze, new chairperson of the Council 
of Economic Advisers. 


In short, then, what we can expect 
from Carter etal. is a continuation of 


the interventionist foreign policy 
conducted by all recent administrations, 
and a dying out of the few glimmerings 
of hope we saw in the economics of the 
Ford camp.

Chavez Ready 
For Settlement?

WASHINGTON - Soon the Western 


valleys, vineyards and grapes may be 
free of the wrath of clashing forces of 
Teamsters, of Cesar Chavez1 United 
Farm Workers, of whipsawed growers 
and citrus ranchers, of indignant clergy 
of many faiths, and of harassed leaders 
of the free world. 


The bitter war between the truck 


drivers' brotherhood and the slim, open- 
collared Chavez has been one of the 
longest in labor history. It has cost an 
estimated $25 million since the '60s. It 
has even reached into the Vatican, the 
White House and foreign chancelleries. 


I've been told by the highest sources 


in all camps that a peace pact will be 
signed between the Teamsters and the 
United Farm Workers "within the next 
10 or 20 days." 


Thus an era ends. Thus, too, comes 


the signal for a new beginning of a drive 
for the national unionization of 
America's field workers, the counter- 
part of Latin America's and Europe's 
peasants - in the meaningful sense of 
the word. 


Since last May there have been peace 


talks. Some secret. Some breaking into 
the open. Some bitter. But in California 
the other day I was informed that both 
Chavez and the Teamsters' general 
president, Frank (Fitz) Fitzsimmons 
are ready to sign. It all checks out here, 
back home. 


Even in these final days of the strug- 


gle for control of the lettuce, vegetable 
and grape fields, it still isn't smooth 
going. Many pebbles in the shoe, says 
one top AFL-CIO farm workers' source. 
There's the matter of the transference 
of pensions. Of welfare and medical 
facilities. Of the scores of contracts 
between the Teamsters and the growers. 
Of lawsuits and countersuits. Of class 
action in the courts. 


But all sides are weary of the lettuce, 


grape and wine war. Says one high 
Teamster official, "We just don't want 
to awaken to all this each morning.^ We 
do want an honorable settlement." As 
for the 49-year-old Cesar Chavez, he 
envisions greener fields for his 20,000- 
member union to conquer. He seeks one 
big nationwide farm labor organization. 


This Chicano leader knows he has the 


support of some of Jimmy Carter's 
inner circle. Especially in the business 
community - among executives who 
want peace to grow their oranges and 
other citrus in Florida. 


The International Brotherhood of 


Teamsters wisely wants to clear itself of 
the running battles with the slender, 5- 
foot-6, almost ecclesiastical symbol of 
the Chicanes. No longer do the 
Teamsters want to battle the clergy. 
They want to "organize the unor- 
ganized" through their "Western Con- 
ference" led by its chief Andy 
Anderson. 


Cesar Chavez' United Farm Workers 


already have bases in the East - an 
operative committee and organizers in 
Florida and the 6,000-member 
Connecticut-based Puerto Rican-filled 
Associacion de Trabajadores Agricolas 
(agricultural workers). He merged with 
the Hartford union last June. It also has 
units in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York, Massachusetts and Delaware. 


When the California Agricultural 


Labor Relations Board stopped counting 
last February, the brotherhood had won 
115 elections at growers' ranches. 
Chavez' UFW had taken 198. Chavez 
had a majority of wins. But the 
Teamsters still talk for 30,000 field pic- 
kers compared with Chavez' 20,000. 


So, last spring, when the growers, 


furious over being whipsawed by two 
unions, suggested that both sides confer 
with them first 
and them alone, 


everybody got into the closed room. For 
a long time, that lonely man, Teams- 
ters' second vice president Harold Gib- 
bons, the last of the late Hoffa's friends, 
represented the truck drivers. After all, 
he had once been a Socialist. Chavez 
could understand that. There were too 
many other conferees to report here - 
or what their roles were. 


Now the "agreement" calls for the 


Teamsters to get the handlers of field 
equipment, the machinery, the 
automatic pickers and, of course, the 
transportation, processing and wareh- 
ousing hands. Chavez gets his field 
workers. 


If the pact is initialed, everybody gets 


what everybody wants. Chavez gets his 
chance to move nationally - into the 
East across Arizona and Texas. The 
Teamsters roll into industrial territory 
- which is their thing. So the sunbelt 
gets whipsawed by organizers now. 


And just as important to the 


brotherhood is the broad leap forward 
out of the horrendous publicity Chavez 
and his liberal and clerical allies have 
poured on the Teamsters. It's all part of 
the polishing process. It's the making of 
a new image, if possible. 


And, if successful, the Teamsters 


- Brotherhood once again surely can be- 


come the nation's most powerful union. 
It is, after all, the world's biggest. Its 
own press is read, its leaders believe, by 
some five million members and 
families. It has ties with all sides in the 
labor movement. It has pipelines to the 
new White House. Why then, its leaders 
here ask themselves during their discus- 
sions of the Chavez farm workers "prob- 
lem." should they pour out money and 
anguish over what a handful of workers 
compared with their 2.4 million 
iriembers? 


They have a master game plan. It's 


aimed at rewinning the prestige and 
power of the era when ah American 
president, Franklin Roosevelt, kicked 
off his reelection campaign at a brother- 
hood banquet.

New Way To Tax 


It is time again when Uncle Sam de- 


mands his dues. We, the poor taxpayers, 
have no recourse but to fill in that 1040 
and hope that we don't get audited. 
(After all, we all do cheat, little or 
great). 
An article appeared in your newspaper 
about 10 days ago by some professor 
from Hillsdale College. This article pro- 
posed a new way to tax. It is so simple 
and fair that undoubtedly it will fall on 
deaf ears. It's as follows: 


Every individual taxpayer is to be 


taxed 10 per cent of his total income. No 
deductions, no exemptions. Just pay a 
flat 10 per cent of what he earned. 


Businesses also would have a special 


rate (say seven per cent) allowing for 
business costs, overhead etc. (contrary 
to what most of us believe, businesses 
do not make exorbitant profits.) 


People who earn under $5000 per year 


would pay no tax. This system of 10 per 
cent for everyone would be rigidly en- 
forced. I speculate that in implementing 
this system the federal government 
would make more money, not less. We, 
the taxpayer, would be saved the horror 
of doing those income tax forms. Also, 
the average taxpayer pays 25 to 32 per 
cent of his income in taxes as it now 
stands.

People would have more of 
their money to spend and this would 
stimulate one booming economy, no 
need for tax rebates or a huge IRS 
bureacracy to police it. 


As previously stated, the 10 per cent

Had She Been Born 
A Century Later...

WASHINGTON - (NBA) - Presiden- 
tial inaugurations are nothing if not oc- 
casions for eccentrics to flower. People 
have attended the ceremonies imper- 
sonating clowns, kings, Abe Lincoln, 
Napoleon, even Hitler. And then there 
was Dr. Mary E. Walker - a century 
ago she came to some of the parties 
dressed as a man. 


It seems Dr. Mary always wore male 


attire. She once donned tuxedo and top 
hat to astonish Chester A. Arthur at a 
White House reception. Besides this she 
was unsympathetic with the bewilder- 
ment she wrought. When a Chinese 
minister inquired why she wore pants, 
she retaliated immediately by asking 
him why he wore skirts. 


Who was Dr. Mary Walker? A great 


lady in advance of her time, some say. 
Others feel she was an aberration and 
fool. In any event, as the nation pauses 
to change its governmental gears, it is 
as good a time as any to remember one 
of the mostly forgotten faces that helped 
shape the outrageously diverse republic 
of this inaugural season. 


Mary Walker was a small, slender and 


obscure physician from rural New York, 
came to Washington to do her patriotic 
part in' the Civil War. It was still a 
century before women's liberation, and 
the military authorities tried to direct 
the woman into the nursing corps. She'd 
have none of it, demanding instead a 
surgeon's job, and not in Washington 
but out where the war action was. 


There was much consternation and 


gnashing of teeth in the War Depart- 
ment, not to say the medical profession, 
but Dr. Mary was sent to Tennessee, 
with the rank of lieutenant, to become 
the first assistant surgeon to serve in 
the Army in time of combat.

There is some question as to whether 


the doctor's service was as positive as it 
was controversial. Be that as it may, 
she was active enough to be captured as 
a prisoner of war, then important 
enough to be released in exchange for a 
rebel major. Eventually she became the 
first woman to be awarded the Medal of 
Honor. 


Alas, at war's end. Dr. Mary became 


more of a character than a heroine to 
her nation. No doubt because she in- 
sisted on dressing as well as acting like 
men. As Amelia Bloomer, her contem- 
porary, Dr. Mary believed that the 
female garb of the day - crinoline and 
wire hoops - was unhealthy and unsafe. 
She prefered stiff wing collars, long 
coats with tails and pantaloons. 


Hence she was a sensation in the 


worse sense of the word. When she en- 
tered ladies restrooms there were 
screams of protest. Young lads and pro- 
per women hissed at her on the streets. 
Several times she was arrested for "im- 
personating a male." Even colleagues 
in the suffrage movement considered 
her something of a freak, and leaders 
spread wide the word that Dr. Mary was 
wholly self-serving. 


It is probably true that the doctor was 
self-serving. Indeed her promotional ef- 
forts crushed any design she may have 
had on respectability. When she lost a 
small clerical job with the government 
pension office (allegedly for insubordi- 
nation) she took to touring dime 
museums as a sideshow attraction. 
Even near the end of her life, still crav- 
ing attention, she cabled Kaiser Wilhelm 
to offer her New York farm as a site for 
World War I peace talks. 


For all of it, according to her biog- 


rapher, Charles McCool Snyder, and her 
grandniece, Helen Wilson, Dr. Mary was 
a woman to applaud. Her philosophy of 
sexual equality is widespread today, her 
ideas on dress are in every fashion 
store. Had she been born a century later 
she would in large part be in main line 
womanhood. 


But she was born in 1832. And when 


she died, in 1919, she was penniless, 
ostracized and once more obscure. Also 
she died without her Medal of Honor; 
two years previous a military review 
board had revoked it along with those of 
some 911 other Civil War recipients. 


There is now a small move in Congress 


to restore Dr. Mary's medal. Also, some 
feel history should favor her with grea- 
ter dignity. So what if she was a bit 
balmy? As we await our first president 
of our third century, it's'recalled that 
the founders were that way too.

Eldridge Cleaver Talks About 
Mao, Jesus, His Trial, the FBI...

"I shouldn't even be talking about 


this," said Eldridge Cleaver, former 
Black Panther leader turned "born- 
again" Christian. 


Cleaver was referring to the secret 


deal he said he was offered by the 
government in exchange for a guilty 
plea on charges of assault and murder 
stemming from a 1968 gun battle with 
Oakland police. 


It was those charges that caused 


Cleaver to leave the country for a seven- 
year exile that ended Nov. 8, 1975, when 
he voluntarily returned, announcing that 
his action was the result of a 
conversion. 


Cleaver was interviewed after he 


spoke to some 2,000 students at 
Wheaton, (111.) College last week, a 
speaking engagement for which he 
waved his usual $3,500 lecture fee since 
the school was a religious one. 


Q. - You relied on Marx. Engels, 


Mao, and Castro as your heroes in the 
past. Who are your heroes today? 


A. - I've grown wary about heroes 


because I've had the bad experience of 
being burned by them. I think I made a 
very fundamental mistake of idolatry, 
frankly, giving credit and veneration 
that belongs only to God. I don't think 
people should be elevated in that sense. 
I'm only willing to go as far as admir- 
ing people. 


Q. - Whom do you admire? You've 


spoken favorably about Billy Graham, I 
know. 


A. - Billy Graham is one of the people 


I admire. But I don't want to do that in 
the sense that I did in the past - to say, 
well, I no longer admire Fidel Castro or 
Mao Tse-tung or Karl Marx and now I 
admire Billy Graham and X, Y, and Z. I 
don't want to get involved in that. 


If forced to name somebody, I would 


name Jesus Christ ...and I would not 
name anyone else. 


The man out there (referring to an 


office near where the interview was be- 
ing held), I admire him greatly: Mr. 
(Arthur) DeMoss (president of the Na- 
tional Liberty Corp., of Valley Forge, 
Pa.). He came to the jail that I was in 
and gave me a Bible lesson that goes 
beyond any Bible lesson I ever had. He 
also bailed me out of jail. 


And he's been really like a father to 


me. Me and my wife, we sort of regard 
him as a "godfather," if I can say that. 
On Oct. 10 he baptized my wife and 
myself. 


Q. - You accepted violence as a legiti- 


mate tactic in your Black Panther days. 
Is such a tactic still legitimate for 
achieving change today? 


A. - The guide we should follow is laid 


down in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. It says that when political situa- 


tions become intolerable, men justly 
may rise up and overthrow them. But I 
would ask this of those who propose 
violent solutions to problems: 


Have they tried other solutions? If 


they have exhausted all other solutions 
and the situation has become intoler- 
able, then I wouldn't have anything to 
say. But I don't belive this has been 
done with the problems we have today. 


Q. - You've said that the goals of the 


Black Panthers were noble ones but the 
means to achieving them was wrong. 
What goals are you talking about? 


A. - We had a 10-point program that 


demanded employment, housing, medi- 
cal attention, educational facilities, and 
an end to railroading people to jail 
through the judicial system. 


Q. - But the Black Panthers used 


methods to achieve those ends that you 
feel were wrong? 


A. - You just have to face the truth 


that we were wrong in some of our 
attitudes and so were the police. I blame 
the police and the Black Panther Party 
for playing cowboy in dealing with each 
other. They would be saying, "I'm just 
waiting for a chance to blow you away" 
and I would be saying something like 
that, too. That's not the way to carry 
out the politics of change and certainly 
not the way to police the community. 


Q. - But you feel the atmosphere has 


changed enough today that when your 
trial comes May 9, you'll have a good 
chance of being exonerated? 


A. - Look, I don't want to impose that 


kind of a standard and say that the only 
standard for a fair trial is that the 
defendant is exonerated. 


Q. - But you seem to have positive 


feelings about the possible outcome of 
your trial. Why? 


A. - I guess I think we have a pretty 


good defense. The most important thing 
is the FBI's counterintelligence prog- 
ram where they were using pre-emptive 
violence and set-ups to get rid of us. J. 
Edgar Hoover had decided that we were 
a menace to society. 


But the beautiful thing about it was 


that they documented their activities. 
And it's these activities that upset the 
situation in California where the FBI 
was lying to the police in Oakland, tel- 
ling them that we had just received a 
shipment of machine guns. It had the 
Oakland Police running around in ex- 
cess of legality, stopping cars, running 
into houses, searching people, looking 
for these machine guns that didn't exist. 


It's all on record before a legally con- 


stituted Senate Committee. My problem 
is to get that before the court. And that 
ain't easy, man. 


Q. - Can you talk about why your 


attorney dropped out of the case after 
you came home? 


A. - My lawyer was hostile to my 


spiritual conversion. And he was also - 
I don't want to get in trouble here - but 
my lawyer wanted me to accept a very 
small sentence in return for my guilty 
plea and I refused to do it. 


Q. - Did he think he could get a 


reduced sentence? 


A. - It was offered. 
Q. - How short a sentence? Six 


months? 


A. - Yah. But I shouldn't even be 


talking about this. I hope you'll be care- 
ful how you use this. 


Q. - Okay, let's change the subject. 


Have you considered running for politi- 
cal office? 


A. - That's absolutely out. I don't 


want anything like that. I want to write. 
I like a way of functioning that's very 
involved politically but it's not seeking 
an office. I like to criticize politicians 
and talk about them because I think I 
have a knack for that. If they had an 
office like a "court jester" where I 
could go in and watch what they're 
doing (in government) and come out 
and talk about it - I'd love that. 


Q. - Are you considering studying to 


become a minister? 


A. - I've thought about it. People 


have talked to me about it. I think I 
could do it. But it's not something I 
have really considered a possibility. 


Q. - You've talked about a wish for 


America as you've travelled across the 
country. What is it? 


A. - I wish that everybody could have 


a cost-of-living credit card, free tele- 
phone service, free air travel, and a 
home. See, when you look at the com- 
plex technology that's involved in tele- 
phones or air travel, to me it's indisput- 
able that this is part of mankind's over- 
all technological heritage. This was not 
invented by any one individual who can 
claim it as his sole contribution to socie- 
ty. I think we all share in it and we all 
should benefit from it and we should not 
be blocked out of it by some artificial 
tariff that's imposed. 


Q. - Jimmy Carter. Is his election 


encouraging to you and should it be for 
blacks in this country? 


A. - Yes. It speaks of a New South, a 


realignment in the politics of whites. 


Q. - How can we be sure that you 


aren't just conning everybody about 
your change in philosophy and new- 
found religious beliefs? 


A. - I don't worry about that. I think 


that God has to judge people. It used to 
hurt me when people would question me 
and my conversion and the authenticity 
of what I was saying. But there is no 
Scripture that says that everyone can be 
saved - except Eldridge Cleaver. It 
says that any man that accepts Jesus 
can receive a new life. KNT 


The Coming Of Caesarism To America

WASHINGTON - "History will teach 


us," wrote Alexander Hamilton in 1787, 
"that those men who have overturned 
the liberties of republics, the greatest 
number have begun their career by pay- 
ing obsequious court to the people; 
commencing as demagogues and ending 
as tyrants." 


Although he did not use the term 


"Caesar," Hamilton had in mind the 
dictators of the ancient Greek and Ro- 
man republics, all powerful individuals 
who claimed that despotic government 
was imposed and maintained in the 
name of and for the good of the people. 


Hence comes the term "Caesarism." 
In the last 189 years we have seen 


numerous examples of this political dis- 
ease. In modern times, according to 
Prof. Robert Nisbet of Columbia Univer- 
sity in his book, The Twilight of Authori- 
ty (Oxford University Press, New York, 
1975), we have seen the growth of 
Caesarism or what he calls Democratic 
royalism. 


"Royalism always has been in its his-

torical eruption fundamentally populist 
in root..." he writes. "It was the literal 
breakdown of republican institutions un- 
der the burden of war and intolerable 
inflation that brought into being the firsl 
true monarch or Emperor Augustus." 


In this century a procession of wars 


and inflation has done great damage tc 
America's republican institutions. 


The inauguration of Jimmy Carter as 


president brings to power a self-styled 
populist who has claimed a special rela- 
tionship with and will act on behalf of 
"the people." 


During the 1976 presidential campaign 


Mr. Carter claimed a special relation- 
ship with the people, although half voted 
for his opponent. And prior to the inau- 
guration he directed that a special team 
begin sifting ideas submitted by the 
people as a way of maintaining closer 
contact with the people. 


Invoking the people as Mr. Carter has 


done is historically a semantical and 
political device used by the Caesars of 
the ancient world, monarchs of the 17th, 
18th and 19th centuries, and dictators 
and tyrants of this century. Does Mr. 
Carter have such a potential? 


Prof. David Barber of Duke Universi- 


ty, author of The Presidential Charac- 
ter (Prentice Hall'. New York, 1972) 
contends that clues to predicting the 
performance of a president can be found 
not in campaign promises, positions and 
policies, but in looking at character. 


"Character is a force," he writes, 


"the motive power, around which a per- 
son gathers his view of the world and 
from which his style receives its im- 
petus. The issues will change, the 
character of the president will last." 


Barber was asked on national TV two 


days before Jimmy Carter was elected 
how he would conduct himself in power. 


"He will try and be a revered figure, a 


king," Barber replied. 


Combined with his sincere belief that 


God has ordained him to bring America 
out of the moral wilderness, we have a 
combination of factors that make up Mr. 
Carter's character. His well-known into- 
lerance toward opposition, his belief that 
power can solve human problems and 
his aloofness clearly indicate a potential 
for conducting himself in office like a 
Democratic royalist or a Caesar. 


This capacity in Mr. Carter's charac- 


ter could be the basis of the shattering 
very early of his presidency. Already a 
crack is beginning to appear in his 
credibility as he.backtracks on a 
number of campaign promises which 
early on could disillusion many of his 
supporters. His belief in consensus poli- 
tics, trying to1 please all and balance off 
various factions, is a strategy that 


proved the undoing of Lyndon B. John- 
son and Richard M. Nixon. 


There is no real mystery to James 


Earl Carter Jr. if one looks deeply into 
his character. As Hamilton wrote in 
1787: "A dangerous ambition more often 
lurks behind the specious zeal for the 
rights of the people." 
"And I Quote"] 


"There are some worrisome signs, 


and the viewpoints, interpretations and 
comments on these will be adequately 
reflected in the estimate."

dent Ford Monday officially 
recommended increasing the 
pay for about 2.500 govern- 
ment executives, including the 
vice president, Cabinet offic- 
ers, judges and members of 
Congress. He said President- 
elect Carter supports the pay 
hikes. 


But Ford said in a special 


message to Congress that his 
recommendation is linked to 
acceptance by all branches of 
government of a new code of 
conduct with restrictions on 
outside income and post- 


government employment, and 
full public disclosure of fi- 
nances. "I would net recom- 
mend the salary increases if 
there is not a firm commit- 
ment to a new code of con- 
duct," said Ford. He said the 
courts and the executive 
branch already are commit- 
ted to such a code. 


He said he has personally 


talked with Carter on the plan 
and that the President-elect 
"authorized me to say that he 
fully supports my recommen- 
dations" both for executive 
pay and the code of conduct.

Solons Get Luxury 
On Compact Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California legislators are or- 
dering bigger cars this year, 
and it's costing the state 
more money, a legislative 
aide said Monday. 


The state pays 90 per cent of 


the lease cost, up to $225 a 
month, and also provides a 
free gasoline credit card. 


A number of legislators who 


switched to compact cars 
during the gasoline shortage 
two years ago are leasing big- 
ger cars this year, said Gene 
Mansfield, a Joint Rules Com- 
mittee consultant. 


The trend-setter is Assemb- 


lyman Willie Brown, D-San 
Francisco, who leased an Old- 
smobile Skyhawk compact 
two years ago and is changing 
to a luxury Cadillac Seville. 


That's the most dramatic 


example, but others among 
the 55 Assembly members 
who have made their choices 
so far are also picking bigger 
cars, Mansfield said. 


He said some of the 


compacts leased for $180 a 
month, making the state's 90 
per cent share $162. Most of 
the larger cars cost the max- 
imum amount, Mansfield 
said. 


The most popular car among 


Assembly members is the 
$9,000 Oldsmobile Regency 99. 
The car. which sells for $9,000, 
is the choice of 14 Assembly 
members, The Sacramento 
Union reported Monday. 


The Senate Rules Committee 


said no information would be 
given out until all 40 senators 
had made their choices, the 
Union said. 


Mansfield said one reason 


for the bigger cars is that the 
state is getting cheaper leases 
this year because it got a re- 
bate due to slower-than-usual 
depreciation on the auto mar- 
ket last year. 


Another reason, he said, is 


the dwindling cost difference 
between small and big cars.

Brown administration officials 
said Monday the state will 
pay for the legal defense of 
state employes indicted for 
patient deaths at Camarillo 
State Hospital.

Obledo, Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr.'s secretary of health and 
welfare, decided to provide at- 
torneys forfour employes in- 
dicted by the Ventura County 
grand jury on the advice of 
Health Department, director 
Jerome Lackner and depart- 
ment troubkshooter Raymond 
Procunier. 


Eight employes were origi- 


nally indicted, but the Ventu- 
ra County district attorney 
has recommended that four 
indictments be dropped. 


Nance said state law gives 


departments 
discretionary 


power to pay reasonable fees 
for attorneys to defend emp- 
loyes charged with offenses 


allegedly committed in the ex- 
ecution of their duties. 


The indictments were issued 


after two weeks of testimony 
on 12 suspicious deaths at the 
mental hospital and a grand 
jury review of 42 other deaths.

TOKYO (AP) - The World 


Council of Churches is financ- 
ing a Japanese-designed fac- 
tory to produce rubber-soled 
footwear in Vietnam, the 
newspaper Asahi reported on 
Sunday. 


Twelve Japanese technicians 


will help construct the factory 
on the outskirts of Hanoi after 
formal signing of a $2 million 
contract with the Okamotp 
Rubber Co. of Japan, Asahi 
said. It reported the contract 
probably will be signed in 
February.

Total direct costs of the

The increases will take ef- 


fect automatically in 30 days 
unless either house of Con- 
gress acts to -modify or block 
them. 


Ford said the pay increases 


would be the first substantial 
hikes for government execu- 
tives since 1969. But he trim-, 
med slightly the recommenda- 
tions of a special Commission 


on Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial Salaries, led by 
former Commerce Secretary 
Peter G. Peterson. 


Ford said he supported the 


commission's call for a new- 
code of ethics providing for 
full public disclosure of fi- 
nances and prohibiting mem- 
bers of Congress and others 
from receiving honoraria, leg- 
al fees, gifts or the proceeds 
of testimonial dinners for 
their personal use. 


In effect, Ford said, the 


commission was recommend- 


ing "higher salaries in ex- 
change for limitations upon 
other forms of income that 
give rise to questions concern- 
ing ethics or conflicts of in- 
terest." 


However, Ford's budget di- 


rector, James T. Lynn, ack- 
nowledged to reporters that if 
Congress failed to enact a 
rigid new code of ethics, there 
would be nothing to prevent 
its members from receving 
the pay hike, other than their 
responsibilities to their con- 
stituents. 


Lawmaker Moves To Force 
Roll Call Vote On Pay Raises 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


House Minority Leader John 
J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., introduced 
legislation Monday designed 
to force House members to 
vote publicly on whether they 
will receive/a pay raise. 


President Ford included in 


his budget a proposal for pay 
raises for senators, represen- 
tatives, federal judges and 
high officials in the executive 
branch. The pay raise for 
members of Congress would 
be from $44,600 to $57,500 a 
year. 


Under existing law, the 


raises will go in effect in 30 
days unless rejected by the 
House or Senate. A committee 
considering a resolution of 
disapproval could bottle it up 


past the deadline. A petition 
by a majority of the House - 
218 members - would be 
needed to bring the resolution 
to a vote without committee 
action. 


Rhodes' bill would permit 


any member of the House to 
move to discharge a pay raise 
disapproval resolution from 
the committee if the commit- 
tee had considered it for 10 
days without acting. A re- 
corded vote could then be 
forced. 


Rhodes said, "I don't think 


most people are as upset with 
the idea of a merited pay 
raise as they are with the idea 
of members ducking the issue

OCTD Alters 
School Fees 


Students May Pay Bus Costs

SANTA ANA - Under a 


new student fare plan adopted 
Monday by Orange County 
Transit District directors, 
schools will have an opportun- 
ity to shift the cost of riding 
the bus from the schools to 
the students who use the 
buses. 


However, Art Golland, 


OCTD marketing director, 
said that shifting the cost 
from the schools or the stu- 
•dent body as a whole to just 
the student users is not the 
goal of the plan. 


He said the plan eliminates 


much of the transit district's 
administrative costs while as- 
sessing schools a uniform fee 
based on riders instead of en- 
rollment. 


Currently, OCTD has 32 pre- 


paid fare contracts with pri- 
vate and tax-supported 
schools and school districts. 
Each must be independently 
negotiated and administered. 


Additionally, different iden- 


tity cards are issued to the 
students and that adds to the 
printing costs of OCTD and 
the confusion of its drivers, 
said Golland. 


But director Al Hollinden, 


mayor of Fountain Valley, op- 
posed the plan stating it will 
encourage schools to shift the 
cost to the students using the 
buses and place a hardship on 
their families. 


He said he has already re- 


ceived complaints from Mater 
Dei, a private school. He 
suggested phasing in the plan 
to allow parents to prepare 
for the added cost if the 
schools should decide to pass 
the cost along to the students. 


By changing the cost- 


calculating method from an 
enrollment to a ridershio 


basis, Hollinden said, allows 
school districts to stop absorb- 
ing the cost and pass it along 
to those who ride. 


Currently, schools either 


add the cost to registration 
fees or pay it out of general 
funds. 


Spread out on a student 


body basis, the cost per ride 
amounts to 15 to 18 cents 
each, depending on the con- 
tract, compared to the 20 
cents per ride that will be 
charged for each student 
rider. 


Golland defended the plan 


as being more equitable by 
only charging for those that 
ride instead of basing the fee 
on the enrollment. 


Hollinden's suggestion was 


ignored in the 4-1 approval of 
the plan by the board. 


As adopted, the plan calls 


for students of their school to 
purchase reduced fare identi- 
ty cards from the school dis- 
trict for $1 for the fiscal year 
July 1 - June 30. Only full-time 
students would be eligible and 
the schools would be respons- 
ible to check students' eligi- 
bility. 


The card would entitle the 


student to pay 20 cents, in- 
stead of the regular 25-cent 
fare, when using OCTD fixed- 
route buses. 


Or the student with a card 


could purchase one of OCTD's 
regular monthly $10 passes at 
the reduced rate of $8. 


In each case, said Golland, 


added printing costs for spe- 
cial cards and passes would 
be eliminated and uniform 
cards and passes would be 
used. 


The new program will be 


implemented with each of the 
21 contract schools or districts 
as soon as possible, but no 
later than Sept 1.1977. 


Dispute To Delay 
OC Bus Delivery 


SANTA ANA - After Feb. 


15, federally subsidized bus 
operators will have to wait at 
least until March 1978 before 
receiving any new buses, ac- 
cording to Thomas Jenkins, 
Orange County Transit Dis- 
trict planning director. 


Jenkins said the problem is 


the result of federal Urban 
Mass T r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
Administration (UMTA) rules 
and a dispute in the bus 
manufacturing industry. 


,The dispute, which has tied 


up production, involves an 
UMTA program to develop a 
low-floor bus suitable for 
wheelchair passengers as well 
as walking passengers. 


UMTA has -set Feb. 15 as 


the deadline for accepting ap- 
plications to purchase old- 
style buses with federal tax 
funds. 


After that date, UMTA will 


contribute 80 per cent funding 
toward the purchase of new- 
style "interim" buses. 


As a result, General Motors, 


the major bus manufacturer, 
has shut down for six weeks to 
await orders for the new 
buses. It has invested heavily 
in machinery to produce its 
new-style bus design. 


Rohr Corp. is still producing 


old-style buses, but when 


existing orders run out it will 
retool to produce its version of 
the "interim" bus. 


American Motors General, 


the third major producer, has 
said it will not retool for the 
interim bus and has fought 
UMTA through ihe courts 
over the matter. 


Meanwhile, OCTD is plan- 


ning to submit an application 
for 75 of the new buses with 
plans to put them into 
operation in June 1978. 


American Motors General 


and Rohr each built buses 
which they said met UMTA's 
standards, but they refused to 
go into production unless 
UMTA agreed to designate 
their product -as the only one 
eligible for federal funding. 


Instead, UMTA chose to de- 


signate General Motors and 
another Rohr product, with a 
modified "low floor" capaci- 
ty, as eligible for funding. 


American Motors General

$20,000 On City Junkets

BREA - More than $20,000 


in taxpayers' money was 
spent by city council mem- 
bers on conventions and other 
city-related junkets in the one- 
year period between June 30, 
1975, and July 1, 1976, finance 
department records show, 


During the same 12 months, 


$1,100 more tax dollars were 
paid out by councilmen for 
food and drinks consumed 
during city business discus- 
sions outside the council 
chamber. 


•Planning commissioners, 


who are council appointees, 
piled up receipts showing they 
spent more than $600 in city 
funds for travel and dining in 


and around the Southland dur- 
ing the year. 


Of the city's total bill of 


$41,500 for expenses. City 
Manager Wayne Wedin sub- 
mitted vouchers that totaled 
$8,200, while those of his 
former assistant, Mike Davis, 
accounted for $2,832, city re- 


N,cords revealed. 


Trips by the council ranged 


from destinations inside 
California to points in the 
eastern United,States, pacific 
Northwest and:South of the 
Border. 
' 


Air travel was usually tour- 


ist class within the state, and 
first class anywhere outside 
California. Most flights were 
booked through Brea Travel 
Agency. 
' 


Council expenditures are 


kept separate from the $4,702 
expense bill run up by Brea 
Redevelopment Agency which 
actually is comprised of the 
same five councilmen. 


Generally, expense sheets 


submitted to finance officer 
Robert Schreiber during the 
year were not itemized, 
lacked written proof, of pay- 
ment, and were hard to read, 
if not illegible. 


In one councilman's case, 


the time between filing first 
and last vouchers for a single 
trip spanned six weeks. 


Richard Basse, a former 


planning 
commissioner, 


reported expenses of $660 for 
himself and other commis- 
sioners at Southern California 


Planning Congress (SCPC) 
meetings over a seven-month 
period. 


The dinner affairs were held 


in Los Angeles, San Pedro, La 
Mirada, Anaheim, Montebello 
and Pico Rivera and reported 
expenses included only meals 
and transportation, Basse said 
in a phone interview.

Records also revealed coun- 


cilmen spent $600 on dinners 
and drinks during get- 
togethers described on 
vouchers as "after-council 
sessions."

actors who could have met the 
challenges of his role in 'Net- 
work,'" said William Holden, 
his co-star in the film and 
winner of an Oscar in 1953 for

Finch, 60, collapsed of an 


apparent heart attack Friday 
morning at the Beverly Hills 
Hotel, where he had gone to 
meet "Network" director Sid- 
ney Lumet. He died about an 
hour later at the UCLA Medi- 
cal Center.

Academy Awards by secret 
ballot will be announced 
Friday, Feb. 11. 


The night before his death, 


Finch appeared on NBC's 
"Tonight" show with Johnny 
Carson.

Asked by Carson about the 


possibility of winning an 
Oscar, Finch said, "That's 
very exciting if it happens. 
But I don't think creative 
people go into it thinking that 
way. Heaven preserve us 
from an author who as he 
writes his first sentence says 
he is going to win a Pulitzer 
Prize." 


Finch added, however, that 


he would be delighted if he did 
win an Academy Award and 
would regard it as the 
"cream."

Holden said, "I had known 


P e t e r f o r y e a r s a n d 
considered him a friend, but 
our close association in 'Net- 
work' cemented that relation- 
ship. He was a fine actor. If 
you look at his performances 
over the years you can see 
that he was underrated as an 
actor. 


"The reason was that he did 


daring things and made them 
seem so easy. I can't think of 
many actors who could have 
met the challenges of hisTole 
in 'Network.' But .as great as 
he was as an actor, he was 
even greater as a human be- 
ing." 


He was nominated for an Os-

* The NBC series, about the

* The TV Western has fallen 
in hard times and I miss it. I 
rdon't miss the overkill when 
32 shoot-'em-ups rode the 
range. But the gritty realism 
of "The Quest," and earlier 
I'Rawhide," "TJie Wes-, 
lerner" and "Gunsmoke." 
you could almost smell the, 
torse flesh and fetid saloons. 


Some critics say that a gen- 


eration that has been through 
Vietnam, Watergate and pot, 
doesn't believe the Western is 
relevant. I couldn't disagree 
more. The Western, with its 


emphasis on independence 
and determination, has plenty 
to say about how we got 
where we are - besides being 
good entertainment. 


Concern over violence also 


tamed the Western, although 
it doesn't seem to have had 
much more than a cosmetic 
effect on police shows. 


Quentin and Morgan Two 


Person Baudine, played by 
Tim Matheson and Kurt Rus- 
sell, proved no match for their 
Wednesday night competition, 
ABC's "Charlie's Angels," a 
sexual tease with the biggest 
fairy tales since Mother 
Goose. 


"The Quest" never caught 


on, despite an interesting con- 
cept and a sense of reality 
developed by creator Tracy 
Keenan Wynn. Executive pro- 
ducer David Gerber sought to 
inject into it the same 
verisimilitude that makes 
"Police Story" stand out 
among cop shows. 


Perhaps it was the casting. 


Russell, the most charming 
and charismatic, played the 
most phlegmatic part, that of 
a youth raised by the Indians. 
Matheson was the emotional 
and excitable greenhorn 
brother, but did not bring 
enough fire to the role. 


Gerber feels "The Quest'" 


was a casualty of a bad time 
slot and poor handling by 
NBC. 


"They put us on at 10 p.m., a 


late hour for a Western, and 
that hurt," said Gerber. 
"Westerns traditionally have 
grown slowly, but we came 
under pressure for the com- 
petition and didn't get a 
chance to grow in the rat- 
ings." 


He said after the show 


achieved its highest rating the 
network muffed its chance to 
build on that by pre-empting 
the show in the following 
weeks and failing to promote 
it.

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Planes, Land Rovers Change Image Of African Big Game Safaris

NAIROBI, Kenya - The 
wind of change that swept Af- 
rica in the last two decades 
carried 'much away with it, 
including many of the expen- 
sive preoccupations of the col- 
onial era's Bwanas and Mem- 
sahibs. 


But there is one that re- 


mains. It is the big-game 
hunting safari, that elaborate 
exercise in death and danger 
that has fascinated genera- 
tions of rich sportsmen. De- 
spite the changes of govern- 
ments, moneyed hunters still 
visit the green hills of Africa 
to shoot every manner of cre- 
ature from elephant to dik- 
dik. 


They still listen for the lion's 
roar, and they still flee the 
rhino's charge. Porters still 
call them "Bwana," and they 
still sit evenings in a camp 
chair, sipping gin-and-tonic as 
the sun goes down. 


Still, there have been some 
changes since the old days. 
No more "white hunters," for 
example, since many of to- 
day's professional hunters are 
black. Some of the game has 
become endangered and may 
not be shot, and more and 
more areas are closed to 
shooting. It is a luxurious life, 
too, comfortable beyond the 
wildest dreams of the intrepid 
hunters of old. 


"When I first got started in 


this business, we didn't use 
cars," said Sid Downey, 71, 
whose hunting career began 
in the 1920s. "In those days 
we'd set off from Nairobi on 
foot, with maybe 200 porters, 
each one carrying 60 pounds 
on his head. We'd walk fot 
weeks, and I remember some 
safaris that lasted six 
months." 


Now of course, hunters ar- 


rive by air and they travel by 
Land Rover, living in canvas- 
covered luxury, attended by 
platoons of servants. The big- 
gest change, however, has 
been their choice of weapons 
- many take up a camera 
instead of a gun, 
, 


One reason for the change is 


the enormous expense of hunt- 
ing safaris as compared with 
stalking animals photographi- 
cally. But there also has been 
a revulsion against blood 
sports, even among some of 
the professionals. 


"I hunted out here for more 


than 30 years, but one day in 
19611 suddenly realized that I 
didn't like it anymore," said 
Downey. "It happened once 
when a client shot a leopard 
through the stomach, and it 
suffered terribly all night un- 
til I could find it and kill it. 
That just made me sick, and I 
decided that I would do only 
photographic safaris after 
that. That way, instead of tak- 
ing the animal clean away, 
you leave it for hundreds of 
other people to see and enjoy. 


"And," Downey added with 


a smile, "I've found that 
people with cameras are 
generally nicer than people 
with guns." 


Professional hunters usually 


are flexible enough to accept 
camera or gun enthusiasts as 
clients, as long as they can 
pay the price. 


"Lots of our clients want to 


go on photo safaris instead of 
shooting safaris," said J. A. 
Mohammed, one of the grow- 
ing number of young black 
hunters who have joined the 
East Africa Professional Hun- 
ters Association. 


"We still cater mostly to 


hunters, but, if a client wants 
to use a camera, we can hand- 
le that just as well." 


Mohammed and most of the 


other top level hunting and 
photo safari organizers pride 
themselves on the luxury of 
their arrangements, and they 
regard with contempt the in- 
creasing number of tourists 
who make quick trips through 
the game parks in zebra- 
striped vans, spending 
evenings in hotels that 
spealize in group tours. 


"The only real way to do a 


safari is under canvas with all 
the proper amenities," said 
Downey. "These people in the 
vans shout, and honk, and 
crowd the animals and then 
leave. The proper way is to 
take your time and do it seri- 
ously." 
One firm that organizes 


, safaris in the elegant old style 
is Root and Leakey of 
Nairobi,'Which features trips 
in which camera-toting hun- 
ters seek their game on foot, 
"offering the experience and 
atmosphere of safaris under- 
taken by the early explor- 
ers.". ••-. 
•

The firm also offers a unique 


soaring safari, in which 
clients go aloft in a hot-air 
balloon to drift silently over 
game herds. The advantage is 
that aerial phptograpjis may 
be taken without the disturb- 
ance of airplane engines, 


which cause animals to stam- 
pede. 
Root and Leakey's safari 


camps also include such 
amenities as hot showers, in- 
nerspring mattresses, gour- 
met meals, and even ice 


cream from generator- 
powered freezers. 


With such luxuries, big- 


game hunting is no sport for 
the impecunious, whether 
done by foot, balloon, or with 
gun or camera. Photographic 


safaris run around $100 a day, 
with drinks, cigarets, and bal- 
loon rides extra. 


"If you go out with a gun, it 


costs a lot more," said Jock 
Anderson of Root and Leakey. 
"There are the hunting li- 


cences, of course, and you 
need a number of extra people 
such as gun-bearers and skin- 
ners. That can run into a bit 
of money." 


How much money is difficult 


to pin down, because the high- 


ly competitive professional 
hunters are reluctant to quote 
prices to non-clients. But sev-. 
eral association members ag- 
ree that a two week safari 
would cost around $6,000 per 
hunter, not including the air 


fare to Nairobi and such ex- 
tras as hotels, taxidermy, 
guns, and ammunition. 


"Anybody who's really seri- 


ous should plan on spending 
about a month and around 


$15,000 out here," one profes- 
sional hunter said. "But reai- 
ly," he added with a smile, 
"price is not a consideration. 
If you have to ask how much 
it costs, then obviously you 
can't afford it."

MIAMI - About one hour 


before pain-wracked former 
ambassador William D. Paw- 
ley shot himself fatally, a 
group of renowned pain ex- 
perts less than five miles 
away from his home were dis- 
cussing a "bona fide cure" 
for the shingles disease that 
drove Pawley to suicide. 


The treatment - which pro- 


ponents say has close to a 100 
per cent success rate - has 
been known to anesthesiolog- 
ists for nearly 30 years. But 
they have not widely pub- 
licized the "cure." even to 
other physicians in other 
specialties, they said, for fear 
of being labeled "publicity 
hounds" by the medical pro- 
fession. 


However, several South 


Florida neurologists and der- 
matologists - including the 
man who first identified the 
shingles virus under a micro- 
scope - said they were aware 
of the technique, but skeptical 
of the high cure rate cited by 
anesthesiologists. 


Shingles are caused by a 


virus that attacks nerve end- 
ings on the skin, and are 
among the most painful afflic- 
tions known to man. Pawley's 
suicide note indicated he 
could not endure the pain any 
longer, and he shot himself 
once in the chest last Friday 
in the bedroom of his Miami 
Beach home. 


Pawley. a prominent Florida 


industrialist, served as am- 
bassador to Peru and Brazil 
during the Truman Administ- 
ration. 


The morning, shortly before 


the shooting, Dr. Frank Moya 
told his colleagues at a con- 
vention on Miami Beach that 
some shingles sufferers "are 
actually in such great pain 
t h a t they are driven to 
suicide." 


He also delivered a paper on 


the treatment which he says 
had a chance of at least par- 
tially relieving the 80-year-old 
Pawley's excruciating pain, if 
not curing the affliction en- 
tirely. The treatment involves 
injecting the patient with 
anesthesia. 


The shingles virus - identi- 


cal to that of chicken pox - 
causes painful, red blisters to 
break out along the skin 
above nerve endings any- 
where in the body.

Pawley 
had been treated with opiates 
and other pain killers at the 


Ochsner Clinic in New Or- 
leans. 


Ochsner Clinic Director 


Francis Manning said he 
could give out no specific in- 
formation about the treatment 
of Pawley or any other pa- 
tient. He said he did not know 
whether anesthesia injection 
was used at the clinic. 


Anesthesiologists say they 


can cure the disease in the 
first stage 96 to 100 per cent of 
the time by injecting local 
anesthetic into the "sym- 
pathetic" nerve area along 
the spine. Sympathetic nerves 
control the actions of blood 
vessels, sweat glands and hair 
follicles. 


"We're not sure how or why 


it works, but it does," said 


Dr. Alon Winnie, director of 
the pain clinic at the Universi- 
ty of Illinois medical school in 
Chicago. Dr. Winnie, who also 
spoke at the anesthesiology 
seminar in Miami Beach, said 
the technique has cured all 40 
patients he has treated in the 
first phase over the last four 
years. 


The advanced stages - 


Pawley had been afflicted for 
more than a year - are more 
resistant to treatment, par- 
ticularly in the elderly, he 
said. 


However, Dr. Moya, director 


of Mount Sinai Hospital's 
Pain Consultation Clinic in 
Miami Beach, said he is get- 
ting encouraging results by 
treating advanced shingles 


patients with a combination of 
local anesthetic and cortisone. 


Over the past year and a 


half, Dr. Moya said the injec- 
tions have brought "either 
permanent relief or marked 
improvement" to 60 to 75 per 
cent of those suffering from 
the disease's later stages. 
Pawley, he said, "would have 


stood the same chance (of be- 
ing helped) as any other pa- 
tient." 


Dr. Moya and Dr. Winnie 


said that most shingles suffer- 
ers seek help from either der- 
matologists, neurologists or 
internists. Many of those 
specialists are unaware of the 
anesthesia treatment, they 
said.

over and discuss what hap- 
pened.

Collins has avoided publicity 


in deference to relatives of his 
dead raftmates. He declined 
to say what he would tell 
Avon engineers beyond say- 
ing, "I survived." 


In San r'rancisco, his father, 


Kenneth Collins, said, "I think 
they want the advantage of 
his experience. There aren't 
many people who have tested 
rafts for that length of time or 
in those circumstances." 


The 6-foot-3 Collins was one 


of those aboard the 42-foot 
ketch Spirit that splintered 


aTnd sank during a storm Sept. 
27, about 900 miles west of 
San Francisco. Collins, hired 
as navigator and skipper, 
climbed into a canopied raft 
with Camilla Arthur, 21, and 
Jim Ahola, 25, - who later 
were to die. In another raft 
were Durel Miller, 28, and 
Nancy Perry, 21, who were 


rescued after 24 days adrift. 


The shipwreck ended a 16- 


month adventure that began 
after Collins decided to ex- 
plore Pacific isles rather than 
join an accounting firm. He 
said .his natural ability to 
sleep and the. rainwater trap- 
ped in the raft canopy helped 
him survive, though he went 


without food and lost more 
than 30 pounds. 


"He's made a good recov- 


ery," said his mother, Kath- 
ry'n Collins. "He gained back 
his weight and a little more. I 
think he's up to 180 pounds." 


"He still has a strong inter- 


est in sailing," his father 
_said. "He hasn't done any ex-

Organizing 
Load Light 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California's Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board has 
had only five petitions for 
elections since reopening its 
doors six weeks ago, thanks to 
secret negotiations between 
Teamsters and Cesar Chavez. 


The ALRB resumed opera- 


tions Dec. 1 after 10-month 
shutdown when its critics cut 
off funds. 


The five election petitions 


filed since then compares with 
429 farm organizing elections 
in its first five months of oper- 
ation before the shutdown last 
February. 


However, ALRB information 


officer Bill Camp reported 
Sunday, 105 notices have been 
filed by Teamsters and 20 by 
Chavez' United Farm Work- 
ers union for access to 
ranches, a normal prelimi- 
nary before filing for elec- 
tions. 


The shortage of filings is 


caused in part by tha season. 
Farms must be at 50 per cent 
of peak employment or more 
before any union can seek an 
organizing election, which 
limits activity to a few coastal 
and desert regions in Southern 
California.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Idaho's governor Cecil D. An- 
drus, nominee to be secretary 
of the interior, said Monday 
that major oil companies 
should not be allowed to gain- 
an excessive hold over the na- 
tion's coal resources. 


Testifying before the Senate 


Interior Committee, which is 
considering his confirmation 
for the new post, Andrus 
noted as an indication of his 
attitude that in Idaho he had

. to individual companies and 
; required rapid development of 
resources to avoid speculative 


: holdings. 


Andrus was answering Sen. 


Frank Church, a fellow Idaho 
. Democrat, who said he was 
concerned that. Interior's coal 
and oil leasing policies might 
create huge, monopolistic 
energy companies in control 
of fuels that might otherwise 
be competitive. 


Answering other committee 


questions later, Andrus did 
not say directly whether he 
would favor legislation to pre- 
vent the ownership of alterna- 
tive fuels by the same com- 
pany, so-called "horizontal di- 
vestiture." 


But Andrus said "nobody 


should be in a position where 
they could choke off" energy 
supplies. 


And he said federal coal 


leasing policy should encour- 
age small, non-petroleum 
companies to enter coal min- 
ing. 


"I think that's an absolute 


necessity," Andrus said. 


On other topics Andrus said: 
-He owns "some minor 


stocks in Idaho mining com- 
panies" which he would sell 
to avoid any conflict of inter- 
est. An aide said they were 
stocks in silver mining and a 
mutual fund. Andrus agreed 
to make his full financial 
statement public later. 
Lance Taking 
$140,000 Pay 
Cut For Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Georgia banker Thomas B. 
"Bert" Lance is taking a 
$140,000-a-year pay cut to be- 
come director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, 
according to statements filed 
with the Senate on Monday. 


Lance, a close associate of 


President-elect Carter, plans 
to dispose of his $2.8 million 
worth of stock in National 
Bank of Georgia and has ag- 
reed to take no part in any 
federal decision affecting re- 
gulation of banks while he is 
in office. 


Lance, 45, got a warm recep- 


tion from the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, 
which is considering his nomi- 
nation to head OMB.

by 1981, or when he promised 
to do everything possible to 
cut down on paperwork. 


Congressional liberals will 


applaud Lance's view that if 
the government expects to 
gain control of run-away 
spending, it must systemati- 
cally review the whole system 
of tax incentives, that range 
f r o m the oil depletion 
allowance to the tax exemp- 
tion for interest on home 
mortgages. They cost the gov- 
ernment $102 billion a year in 
lost revenue.

Blumenthal, whose confir- 


mation by the Senate is consi- 
dered a certainty, will have 
responsibility for IRS ac- 
tivities as Treasury Secret- 
ary.

those considered, political 
enemies. 


An IRS spokesman in De-

sed during the last session of 
Congress "tightened up the 
whole area of disclosure" of 
IRS files. 


Blumenthal, who retains his 


job as chairman of Bendix 


Corp., until his Senate confir- 
mation, devoted most of his 
effort Monday to defending 
Carter's proposed package of 
economic stimulation before 
the conservative Economic 
Club audience. 


He said the proposals which 


include tax reductions, one- 
time tax rebates and prog- 


rams aimed at creating jobs 
- represents "a carefuiy ba- 
lanced middle road" that will 
increase the rate of economic 
growth without adding to inf- 
lation. 


Those programs will cost 


between $24 billion and $32 
billion, he said. He said the 
Carter administration hopes 


to balance the budget by fis- 
cal 1980, and called, that "an 
attainable goal." 


"The steps we are taking to 


move the economy and 
strengthen the recovery will 
cost money, and we are keen- 
ly aware that the deficit we 
are inheriting from the previ- 
ous administration is exces- 


sively large," he said. 


"But the consensus over the 


broad spectrum of economists 
and businessmen is that under 
present conditions, with much 
under-utilized capacity in the 
economy, it is entirely poss- 
ible to apply this stimulus 
without rekindling the flames 
of inflation."

Cactus-Naping 
Ban Urged In 
State Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Cactus-napers may soon find 
plundering California's desert 
a very prickly proposition. 


There's a move in the 


California Legislature to out- 
law the digging up of cactus 
plants and perhaps even make 
felons out of those who are in 
the lucrative black-market 
cacti business. 


Assemblyman Jerry Lewis, 


a San Bernardino County Re- 
publican whose district in- 
cludes the Joshua Tree Na- 
tional Monument and 10,000 
square miles of cacti-studded 
desert, is authoring bills to 
protect the Joshua trees, yuc- 
ca and barrel cactus of the 
Mojave Desert. 


"Federal and state officials 


say that most of the culprits 
are from Arizona, and that 
many of the plants are sold on 
the black market to landscape 
firms, subdivision developers 
and retail nurseries," Lewis 
says. 


"A healthy Joshua tree, re- 


moved and planted in a yard 
for landscaping, is worth 
$800," Lewis said in an inter- 
view. "A barrel cactus, which 
takes 50 years to replace it- 
self, costs $300 on the mar- 
ket." 


California didn't have much 


trouble with cactus thieves 
until neighboring Arizona pas- 
sed a tough native plants law 
to protect that state's cactus, 
Lewis said. 


In droves, according to 


Lewis, Arizonians cross into 
southeastern California, dig 
up cactus plants, and drive 
home. Some transplant in 
their own yards, others have 
commercial operations. 


"In one month last year, 


when somebody was keeping 
count on the Arizona side, 
close to 50,000 cactus plants 
went across the border. 
That's a lot of cacti in any- 
body's book. 
'"They're coming over and 
ripping off our desert life." 


Lewis has introduced one 


bill as a stop-gap measure. It 
would include native desert 
plants within existing regula- 
tions on the purchase and 
transportation of trees, shrubs 
or boughs. Persons removing 
and transporting more than 
five cacti would have to apply 
with the county sheriff's of- 
fice for validation tags. 


The penalty for violating the 


law would be up to six months 
in jail and a $500 fine. 


Lewis said he planned to in- 


troduce another bill this week 
that would provide for 
harsher penalties, especially 
for repeat offenders and those 
obviously making a living off 
California's cacti. 


For those, he said, "we want 


to make it a felony. We really 
want to lay it on those people. 
If they're in the business, ab- 
solutely, we want them to feel 
(the punishment)."

HARRISBURG, Pa. (APV - 


No matter where you munch 
potato chips - from Min- 
neapolis to Tokyo - the bag 
probably tells you that 
they're fit to eat in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In one of the world's most 


widespread - if not widely 
read - inscriptions, some- 
where near the bottom of the 
bag it says, "Reg. Penna. 
Dept. Agr." 


It's the same with noodles, 


pretzels and corn snacks. 


Back in 1933, a handful of 


Pennsylvania agriculture offi- 
cials decided to require a seal 
of approval on all packages of 
macaroni, spaghetti, pretzels, 
potato chips and snacks made 
from cornmeal sold in the 
state. 


"As a matter of economics, 


it's easier for the manufac- 
turer to print that label on all 
his products, rather than just 
on those shipped to Pennsyl- 
vania," said Joseph Brennan, 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Bureau of Foods and Chemis- 
try.

Farmland 


'Protection' 


Bills Introduced 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 


legislative campaign to pre- 
serve California's best farm- 
land from urban sprawl was 
renewed Monday in the state 
Assembly. 


A measure virtually identi- 


cal to a bill that died last 
summer in the state Senate 
was introduced by Assembly- 
man Charles Warren, D-Los 
Angeles. 


Rival bills, by Assemblyman 


«)an Boatwright, D-Concord, 
ana Sen. George Zenovich, D- 
Fcesno, will be introduced 
'soon. These bills would grant 
more local control in the zon- 
ing of agricultural land, and 
encompass non-prime farm- 
land and grazing land as well. 


Warren, chairman of the Re- 


sources, Land Use and Ener- 
gy Committee, has said that 
according to a federal land 
census, California lost 673,000 
cropland acres between 1969 
and 1974. 


There are about 10 million 


acres of prime farmland left. 


Under Warren's bill, cities 


would have to draw a line to 
where their planned develop- 
ments would take them in 10 
years, then stick to it. 


That amendment won the 


League of California Cities' 
endorsement of his old bill 
last year, but entrenched 
county governments' opposi- 
tion. 


A state-level review would 


be required of land that would 
be proposed for development, 
which Warren said is the "on- 
ly enforceable rule that an as- 
sessor can't ignore." 


Warren has said he is willing 


to talk with cattlemen over 
inclusion of prime grazing 
land if they will support the 
bill. But Warren said in an 
interview, "Most of the graz- 
ing land is in the Williamson 
Act n o w , a n d it's n o t 
threatened" with develop- 
ment. 


Landowners who use the 


Williamson Act pay lower tax- 
es on their agriculture land, 
but must agree not to sub- 
divide the property. Critics of 
the act say it has not done 
enough to preserve farm 
lands. 


Boatwright, chairman of the 


Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee, and Zenovich, 
plan to introduce bills that 
have been prepared by the 
California Chamber of Com- 
merce with the support of 
county government and big 
farmers. 


These bills, similar to a me- 


asure once proposed by 
Zenovich, would apply to all 
farm and ranch land in the 
state, not just the best crop- 
land. 


"Farmland is farmland, 


whether you grow tomatoes or 
graze cattle. If you preserve 
farmland, you should pre- 
serve all of it," Boatwright 
has said. 


The Boatwright-Zenovich 


proposal, as outlined in inter- 
views last month, would cover 
some 28 million acres, includ- 
ing the 10 million acres of 
prime growing land. All cities 
and counties would have to 
adopt plans to preserve ag- 
riculture land by April 1979 
for state review. 


Warren said the competing 


measure would deluge the 
state with more than 500 plans 
from cities and counties. He 
also said he was suspicious of 
any plan backed by what he 
called "fast-buck" interests. 


Warren's bill is AB 222.

3,400 Pennsylvania bakeries 
also are licensed. So are 242 
baked-goods manufacturers 
outside the United States. 


The number grows each 


year, because no producer 
wants to risk having products 
seized by Pennsylvania ag- 


riculture agents. 


If an agent finds a baked 


product being sold without the 
label, the manufacturer usual- 
ly is notified not to send any 
more products until he is 
licensed, Brennan said. 


But exceptions are made, he 


added, particularly for over- 
seas bakers. "It's pretty 


much 
a 
judgment 
call, 


Brennan said. "We usually al- 
low them to sell their products 
until they're granted their 
license. Unless, of course, 
there's a health hazard." 


Brennan said Connecticut 


has a similar licensing prog- 
ram, but requires only the 
company's license number on 


the package. 


The labeling program appa- 


rently began because out-of- 
state bakery products were 
becoming popular. But it 
hasn't been extended to other 
products, probably because of 
the heavy paperwork in- 
volved. 


Producers of milk, frozen 


desserts and soft drinks have 
to be licensed, but don't have 
to show any label. 


Leroy Corbin, Pennsyl- 


vania's chief of food control, 
said he rarely hears a com- 
plaint about the state's re- 
quirement. 


"I get as many calls from 


non-bakers who want the label 


on their product," he said. 
"They determine it to be an 
endorsement." 


Bat it's illegal for the label 


to appear on non-bakery or 
non-noodle products, Brennan 
said. "We don't intend it as 
an endorsement. It just means 
whether the manufacturer is 
licensed or not."

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Steve 
Busby could be sitting so pret- 
ty right now, relaxing in the 
fame and financial security of 
baseball free agency, looking 
ahead to a bright future of 
unlimited possibility.

man fighting a lonely battle. 
And nobody knows what his 
future will be.

Starr became members of the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame 
Monday, along with Forrest 
Gregg and Bill Willis/and all 
three expressed the opinion- 
from their own particular 
viewpoints-that the college 
player draft is a necessity. 


Gifford and Sayers, once 


star running backs for the 
New York Giants and Chicago 
Bears, respectively, and 
Starr, the former quarterback 
and presently head coach of 
the Green Bay Packers, were 


present at Monday's official 
announcement of their elec- 
tion. Gregg, once an offensive 
line star for the Packers and 
now the head coach of the 
Cleveland Browns, and Willis, 
who starred on both lines for 
the Cleveland Browns, could 
not attend the news confer- 
ence held the morning of the 
National Football League's 
Pro Bowl. 


All five, chosen by the Hall's 


29-member Board of Selec- 
tors, will be inducted into the 
shrine at Canton, Ohio, on Ju- 
ly 30. 


Gifford, now a television net- 


work sportscaster, Sayers, the 
athletic director at Southern 
Illinois University and Starr 
expressed opinions of the NFL 
college draft, threatened by 
legal entanglements, from a 
personal standpoint.

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NEW YORK (AP) - Not 


long ago they were bouncing 
those red, white and blue balls 
in places like Memphis, Salt 
Lake City and San Diego. Now 
they're in the National 
Basketball Association, and 
they're making their presence 
felt. 


"The ABA clubs, and the 


ABA players, have something 
to prove this season-that 
they belong," said Tiny 
Archibald of the New York 
Nets. 


And in one-half season, 


they've proven it beyond a. 
shadow of a doubt. 


Six of, the NBA's top 13 scor- 


ers played in the American 
Basketball Association last 
season, and another, George 
McGinnis of Philadelphia, 
made his mark in the ABA 
before jumping leagues two 
years ago. 


Denver, one of the four 


teams absorbed intact when 
the ABA packed its bags last 
summer, is leading its 
division, while former ABA 
players are playing prominent 
roles on each of the other divi- 
sion leaders as well as a 
number of additional playoff 
contenders. 


John Williamson of the Nets 


summed up the feelings of the 
e x - A B A p l a y e r s u p o n 
becoming members of pro 
basketball's establishment. 


"I'm a player, a good play- 


er," he said. "I feel I'm an 
established pro. Maybe I 
don't have the name of some 
of the NBA players, but that 
just gives me a little more 
incentive. If that's the case. 
I'll just have to go out and 
show them what I can do." 


Williamson, among others, 


has certainly shown them. De- 
spite being hampered by an 
injured finger and playing on 
a team with myriad problems, 
he's averaging 22 points a 
game to rank 12th in the NBA. 


Other ex-ABAers among the

.home Olympic coverage will 
be little more than a Com- 
munist propaganda spectacu- 
lar," Pisani said.

TV and "film, rights.

Canadian Official Looks Ahead 
No separation of Quebec 


from Canada and a possible 
increase of energy fuels from 
Canada to the U.S. were pre- 
dicted by Jean Chretien, 
Canadian minister of Indus- 
try, Trade and Commerce, 
Monday. 


He is on a visit to Southern 


California to promote trade 
between Canada and the U.S: 


"Presently trie volume of 


trade between California and 
Canada is at $1.2 billion to $1.4 
billion," he said. This is di- 
vided about evenly between 
imports and exports. 


Shoe Imports 
Decision Now 
Up To Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pre- 


sident Ford will leave it to 
President-elect Carter to de- 
cide whether to preserve 
10,000 jobs in the domestic 
shoe industry at a cost to 
American consumers of $170 
million or more per year. 


Administration aides say 


there's not enough time left 
for Ford to decide whether to 
raise tariffs on imported 
shoes, even if he wanted to. "I 
think it's highly unlikely he'll 
be acting on it," said L. Wil- 
liam Seidman, Ford's 
economic coordinator. Ford 
rejected tariff relief for the 
industry last February. 


Nearly two weeks ago, the 


International Trade Commis- 
sion, a government advisory 
group, recommended that the 
President impose a 40 per 
cent tariff for the next three 
years on any imported shoes 
in excess of 265 million pair 
per year. 


The current tariff on im- 


ported shoes is 10 per cent. 
Imports last year were about 
380 million pair, or 46 per cent 
of total American consump- 
tion. That's up from 41.2 per 
cent in 1975 and 30.1 per cent 
in 1970. 


The rise in imports has con- 


tributed to the closing of 274 
plants with the loss of 70,000 
jobs in the past 10 years, ac- 
cording to industry estimates. 
Current employment is 
151,000. 


Timeplan Interest 
SAN FRANCISCO - (BW) 


- Bank of America an- 
nounced that now in Northern 
California and Jan 24 in 
Southern California, it will 
charge simple interest on new 
direct Timeplan consumer 
loans. 


Chretien said that if more 


natural gas and oil are found 
in Canada the exportation of 
these fuels to the U.S. could 
be increased. He was optimis- 
tic about more discoveries. 


He is from Quebec and said 


that the recent election in 
Quebec was not really voting 
in a group which favors sep- 
aration from Canada as much 
as it was to get rid of the 
politicians that were in office. 


A referendum in Quebec is 


expected and Chretien expects 
the vote to favor Quebec re- 
maining part of Canada. 


Agriculture products are the 


major export from California 
to Canada and raw materials 
are the major export from 
Canada to California. 


"We welcome foreign in- 


vestment. We need large 
amounts of capital to develop 
our natural resources. The 
U.S. is the biggest customer 
we have and Canada is the 
biggest customer the U.S. 
has," he said. 


The Southern California trip 


is part of a cross-country 
campaign, Chretien said. He 
was in Chicago before coming 
to California. He will be in 
Texas next and other parts of 
the country will be visited la- 
ter, he said. 


The inflation rate in Canada 


dropped from 11 plus per cent 
before wage and price con- 
trols were established in Oct. 
1975. The next 12 months after 
the controls were im- 
plemented the inflation rate 
dropped to 5.6 per cent, he 
said. 


He would not predict what 


would happen when the con- 
trols were lifted. He said that 
it would depend on what 
method was used to eliminate 
the control. "We will an- 
nounce some morning what 
we did the night before. You 
can't tell about these things in 
advance," he said. 


If the experience in the Un- 


ited States is any example, 
the inflation rate in Canada 
will jump when the controls 
are lifted. These types con- 
trols boosted the U.S. inflation 
rate which jumped to double- 
digit after controls were 
lifted. 


The Canadian dollar has 


drooped in relation to the U.S. 
dollar. "It is now lower than 
your dollar," Cretein said. 


"You had a recession while 


we had a period of no-growth 
and we paid a big price for 
the no-growth," he said. 


Canadian controls were 


voted in for a three-year 
period but the politicians said 
that the controls could be re- 
moved before that period 
ended. 


Chrysler Plant Walkout Halted 


DETROIT (AP) - The Un- 


ited Auto Workers and the 
Chrysler Corp. reached tenta- 
tive agreement this morning, 
f i v e minutes before a 
scheduled walkout over local 
issues. 


More than 800 members of 


UAW Locals 1424 and 1269 at 
the trim plant in Lyons, 
Mich., had been scheduled to 
strike at 9 a.m. 


Strike deadlines loom this 


week at four other auto plants 
where the UAW union wants 
to resolve local contract is- 
sues impeding settlement of 
new contracts. Involved are 
two General Motors plants 
and two other Chrysler 
facilities. 


The biggest target this week 
is the GM Saginaw Steering 
Gear plant. Some 8,650 mem- 
bers of UAW Local 699 at 
Saginaw are'set to leave their 
jobs at 11 a.m. Thursday if 
there is no local contract ag- 
reement. 
The plants are among 111 


facilities still without local 
contracts which supplement 
the national contracts worked 
out last fall. They include 58 
Chrysler facilities and 53 GM 
plants. 


A total of 4,400 Chrysler 


workers have set strike dead 
lines. They include In- 


dianapolis Electric, for today, 
and the Fostoria, Ohio, foun- 
dry, for Friday. 


The other GM facility is a 
parts warehouse in Los 
Angeles involving 350 work- 
ers. The strike deadline in Los 
Angeles is 1 p.m. Wednesday. 


Budd Agreement 


DETROIT (AP) - The Un- 


ited Auto Workers and the 
Budd Co. reached a tentative 
national agreement early 
Monday on a three-year con- 
tract covering 10,000 Budd 
workers, officials said. 
The agreement must be 


ratified by local unioas at the 
plants involved. Those are De- 
troit Local 306; Philadelphia 
Local 813 and 92; Gary, Ind., 
Local 112; and Clinton, Mich., 
Local 39. 


The new agreement, if 


ratified, would extend to Jan. 
17,1980. The previous contract 
expired at midnight Jan. 15. 


A spokesman said the con- 


tract provisions were similar 
economically to the contracts 
ratified last year at the Big 
Three auto companies. 
Details of the new pact were 


not announced. 


Budd is an international sup- 
plier to the automotive, truck- 
ing and railway industries. 


State Tax Collections Jump 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


State tax collections grew at* 
faster rate last year, primari- 
ly due to a relatively faster 
growth in income taxes, the 
Census Bureau says. 


The bureau reported Sunday 
that state tax collections 
gained $9.1 billion, or 11.3 per 
cent, to $89.3 billion. State tax 
collections had grown by 8 per 
cent in 1975. 


The strongest growth was 
registered in individual in- 
come taxes, which advanced 
$2.6 billion, or 14 per cent, to 


$21.5 billion. Individual in- 
come taxes accounted for 24 
per cent of all state tax collec- 
tions last year, compared with 
23.5 per cent in 1975. 


The biggest revenue source 


for states is still sales taxes, 
however, which account for 
53.1 per cent of state tax col- 
lections. Sales tax receipts 
grew $4 billion, or 9.3 per 
cent, to $47.4 billion. 


Corporate income taxes 


were up 9.3 per cent to $7.3 
billion. 


Antitrust Probe 
Of Accounting 
Firms Sought 


WASHINGTON AP - A Se- 
nate subcommittee wants the 
Justice Department to investi- 
gate whether the nation's 
largest accounting firms have 
been involved in antitrust vio- 
lations in their role as inde- 
pendent auditors. 


In a report made public 


over the weekend, the sub- 
committee said the committee 
structure of the American In- 
stitute of Certified Public Ac- 
countants provides the so- 
called "Big Eight" account- 
ing firms "with an opportuni- 
ty to promote anti-competitive 
practices by meeting together 
privately and establishing im-' 
portant auditing and account- 
ing policies." 


The subcommittee referred 


to "excessive concentration" 
in the supply of auditing and 
accounting services to public- 
ly owned corporations. 


Sen. Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., 


chairman of the subcommit- 
tle on reports, accounting and 
management of the Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, 
said the subcommittee study 
was prompted by recent inst- 
ances of corporate failures 
and wrongdoing which had not 
been reflected in auditors' 
reports.

thur Andersen & Co.; Arthur 
Young & Co.; Coopers & Lyb- 
rand; Ernst & Ernst; Haskins 
& Sells; Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Co.; Price, 
Waterhouse & Co., and 
Touche, Ross & Co. 


The Justice Department had 


no immediate comment on the 
report.

"The absence of more big oil 


strikes may signal trouble 
ahead for the U.S.S.R.'s 
petroleum industry," the 
Journal said in this week's 
issue. "The 
number of Soviet 


oil-producing regions with de- 
clining flows is mounting and 
now exceeds gainers. If west- 
ern Siberia fails to achieve 


future production goals, there 
would almost certainly be a 
shortfall for the entire na- 
tion." 


According to the Journal's 


survey, 7.8 million barrels of 
oil per day of new oil- 
producing capacity will be 
needed by 1980 to compensate 
for declining yields elsewhere. 


Another 2.98 million barrels 


daily will be required to meet 
the 12.8 million barrel per day 
goal in 1980, it said.

political status of the zone. 


Leor said another two weeks 


would be needed to determine 
whether a substantial oilfield 
had been struck. 


American oilmen are going to 
do their best to find the oil 
and gas we need to fuel this 
nation," Lawrence said. 


Oil output is expected to av- 


erage 8,148,000 barrels daily 
this year, up four-tenths per 
cent over 1976. 
The all-time 


peak was 9,477,000 barrels per 
day in 1972.

VIENNA, Austria (AP) - 


The chief executive of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) 
said Monday he hoped OPEC 
oil ministers would meet, "the 
sooner the better," to deal 
with problems arising from 
the new two-tier oil price sys- 
tem. 


Ali Mohammed Jaidah of 


Qatar, OPEC secretary gener- 
al, said he knew of no formal 
requests for such a special 
meeting. But he said he would 
not rule out the possibility 
that consultations leading to a 
meeting might begin soon. 


Asked about reports that 


Iraq has already demanded a 
special OPEC conference, 
Jaidah said the Iraqis 
suggested only that OPEC oil 
experts meet to discuss the 
price split. 


Jaidah, who took over the 


post Jan. 1, talked to repor- 
ters at the Vienna airport af- 
ter arriving here from Lon- 
don. 


He minimized the effect of 


the price split on the 
organization, saying "OPEC 
is in no danger. I would not 
have taken the job if it is." 


At a mid-December meeting, 


11 of the 13 OPEC countries 
agreed on a 10 per cent crude 
oil price increase Jan. 1, and 
an additional 5 per cent 
increase July 1. Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates 
chose instead to limit their 
total increase to 5 per cent. 


Saudi Arabia has since 


announced plans to boost its 
production to undercut the 
sales of other OPEC members 
in an attempt to bring down 
their prices. 


The Saudi underselling 


apparently has already hurt 
some countries in the OPEC 
majority. Iran, the cartel's 
No. 2 producer, announced 
last week that its oil exports 
dropped by 38 per cent in the 
first nine days of January.

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Dow Moves Downward 


London Sugar 
Prices Soar 


LONDON (AP) - Sugar 


prices soared Monday on the 
London Terminal Market, 
mainly on reports that The 
Philippines is selling large 
amounts of raw sugar to Chi- 
na, dealers said. 


The London daily price 


Monday was set at 135 pounds 
a metric ton, 14 pounds higher 
than Friday's close at 121 
pounds. A metric ton is equi- 
valent to about 2,200 pounds. 


The latest increase brought 


the London price to the equi- 
valent of 11 1/2 cents a pound. 
Only two weeks ago, sugar 
was traded in New York at 
7.9-8.1 cents a pound. 


An announcement Friday by 


Imelda Marcos, wife of Philip- 
pine President Ferdinand 
Marcos, said the government 
had sold 500,000 metric tons to 
China at 12.5 cents a pound 
under what was described as 
a friendship agreement. 


Other reports circulating on 


the London market said The 
Philippines also is negotiating 
with the Soviet Union for the 
sale of 450,000 metric tons of 
sugar. Some sources said the 
deal has already been con- 
cluded. 


Power Shortage 
Shuts Auto Plant 


DETROIT (AP) - Chrysler 


Corp. indefinitely shut down a 
Detroit-area car assembly 
plant and engine line midway 
through the first shift Monday 
due to electric power shor- 
tages caused by the frigid 
weather. 


A spokesman for the auto- 


maker said more than 11,000 
hourly workers would be tem- 
porarily idled by the shut- 
downs. 


Affected are the Hamtramck 


compact Aspen-Volare plant, 
where 9,800 workers are emp- 
loyed, and the six-cylinder en- 
gine line at the Trenton plant, 
which has 1,500 workers. The 
assembly plant produces 1,840 
cars a day. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Prime 


rate increases by two major 
banks kept the stock market 
on the defensive Monday. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrial stocks, off 32.49 
points in the first two weeks 
of the year, gave up another 
4.91 to 967.25.

Butz Sees More 
Aid To Farmers 
LAKE CRYSTAL, Minn. 


.(AP) - Former Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz pre- 
dicts the federal government 
will get deeper into agricul- 
ture again under the Democ- 
ratic administration of Jimmy 
Carter. 


He said that the administra- 


tion likely would establish 
higher target prices for crops 
and pay higher crop loan 
rates. 


Butz, airing his views at a 


news conference and farm 
forum, said that "if the ad- 
ministration doesn't raise the 
loan rates, it will renege on a 
campaign promise of Jimmy 
Carter. Of course, he's al- 
ready reneging on other cam- 
paign promises...The Democ- 
ratic platform guaranteed the 
cost of production and a profit 
for farmers." 


Butz, who served as secret- 


ary under Presidents Nixon 
and Ford, said the Agriculture 
Department should eliminate 
what he called welfare prog- 
rams in the USDA, and ad- 
ded: "Two-thirds of the 
budget for the department 
goes to welfare. The Agricul- 
ture Department is feeding 
students at the University of 
Minnesota whose parents are 
d r i v i n g around in new 
Buicks." 


He said the choice of Robert 


Bergland of Minnesota to be 
the new agriculture secretary 
was an "excellent one, if you 
have to have a Democrat." 


He noted Bergland is a 


farmer, has spent six years in 
Congress on the House Ag- 
riculture Committee "and has 


integrity. He always took the 
position he said he would on 
legislation." 


Butz said he foresees some 


kind of grain reserve program 
but fears that farmers may be 
harassed by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA). 


"There's no way we can 


feed 215 million people if the 
EPA comes out to ban all 
herbicides and pesticides on 
the market," said Butz. 


Dollar Weakens 
Against Most 
Currency Abroad 


LONDON (AP) - The dollar 


weakened slightly against 
most major European curren- 
cies Monday. 


The pound gained marginal- 


ly to $1.7140 from $1.7112 late 
Friday. A dealer said it 
seemed likely that the Bank of 
England sold some sterling in 
the market to build up its de- 
pleted dollar reserves. 


In trading for West German 


marks, the dollar remained 
little changed at 2.3945, com- 
pared with 2.3940 Friday. De- 
spite the small movement, 
trading volume in the mark 
was at times quite heavy, 
dealers said. 


While the dollar remained 


little changed against the 
Swiss franc at 2.4928, it eased 
slightly against the French 
franc to 4.9805 from 4.9857. In 
trading for .yen, the dollar fell 
to 291.57 from 291.92. 


2 Banks Raise Prime 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
nation's sixth and ninth 
largest commercial bank said 
Monday they would raise their 
prime lending rate by Vi-point 
Tuesday to 6V4 per cent. 


The action by the First Na- 


tional Bank of Chicago and 
Morgan Guaranty of New 
York took it out of the two-tier 
prune rate structure in effect 
since mid-November. 


The prime rate is a bank's 


charge on loans to its most 
credit-worthy corporate cus- 
tomers. While it is not linked 
directly to consumer or mor- 
toage loans, its movements 
can signal the direction of in- 
terest rate in general. 


While most major banks in- 


cluding the first-ranked Bank 
of America had kept their 
prime rate at 6% per cent, 


others, including First Nation- 
al of Chicago and sixth-ranked 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. of 
New York, maintained a 6 per 
cent rate. 


First National Bank of 


Chicago President Richard L. 
Thomas said the increase re- 
flects a "significant increase 
in short-term money rates"; 
over the past few days. 


In addition, Thomas said, 


the bank believes "interest 
rates have bottomed out" and 
the trend for the near future 
will be upward. 


Thomas said financial obser- 


vers are concerned that 
President-elect Carter's 
stimuli to an already improv- 
ing economy might prove too 
great.

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NATIVE AMERICAN LEGACYSTUDIED 


Pre-Mission Coast Indians Led Peaceful Lives, Ate Simply

Mention the word "Indian" and what 


comes to mind is the Hollywood image 
of the noble savage: a painted, be- 
feathered warrior whose main diver- 
sions were burning people at the stake 
and shooting flaming arrows at wagon 
trains. 


Movies may not have always been 


kind to the redman, but at least they 
have done much to immortalize him - 
or rather to immortalize the Indian of 
the plains. 


But here in Orange County, for exam- 


ple, dwelt a different kind of Indian, one 
whose gentle nature reflected the benign 
conditions of the area. 


Glossed over in history books, 


maligned as indolent "diggers"1 who 
looked to the mission padres for physi- 
cal as well as spiritual salvation, these 
earliest of coastal settlers have much of 
interest and value to tell us, according 
to archaeologist Jane Gothold. 


ARTIFACTS DISPLAYED 


As founder and now curator of the 


Pacific Coast Archaeological Society 
(PCAS), Mrs. Gothold has put together 
a display of local Indian artifacts for the 
Natural History Museuin of Orange 
County, temporarily headquartered at 
Bay view School in Santa Ana Heights. 


Though "there are still lots of unans- 


wered questions," Mrs. Gothold and her 
colleagues have been able to construct a 
fairly detailed picture of pre-mission In- 
dian life, which she related recently to 
members of Laguna Beach Branch of 
the American Association of University 
Women.

Males Dominate 
Math, Science 
Career Areas 


BERKELEY (AP) - Sex stereotyping 


is keeping women from taking advan- 
tage of careers which demand a math 
and science background, a University of 
California report claims. 


The truth is, girls are just as gifted as 


boys at mathematics, says Nancy Krein- 
berg, author of the report appearing in 
the current Public Affairs Report pub- 
lished by UC Berkeley's Institute of 
Governmental Studies. 


"Stereotyping on the basis of sex be- 


gins early in the nursery and the home 
and is later reinforced in the classroom 
by textbooks, activities and teachers' 
attitudes," Miss Kreinberg said. 


The message that comes across is that 


girls are neither good at or interested in 
math - "boys invent things, whereas 
girls only use what boys invent," she 
said, v 


The result is that most women stop 


taking math as soon as it no longer is a 
requirement. That appears to be one of 
the key reasons, she said, why even 
college-educated women continue to 
work in a very narrow range of occupa- 
tions, many in low-paying, dead-end pos- 
itions. 


Meanwhile, jobs are going begging 


that require math training. For inst- 
ance, for the next few years there will 
be three jobs available for every 
graduate in the field of ceramic en- 
gineeering, she said. Math-related fields 
dominated by men include auto 
mechanics, roofing, carpentry and sur- 
veying. 


"All of these fields are traditionally 


male dominated and higher paying than 
the conventional female jobs of clerk, 
salesperson, nurses aide or typist," she 
added. 


To break the pattern, it is essential to 


eliminate the conditions that limit wo- 
men's options - at home, in school and 
on the job, she said. 


The report suggests establishment of 


special math and science education cen- 
ters for women. Miss Kreinberg is pro- 
ject coordinator of math and science 
education for women at the Berkeley 
campus. 


She finds encouragement in such 


things as the upswing in enrollment in 
calculus courses at Mills College in 
neighboring Oakland after a preparat- 
ory program was instituted. 


Another positive sign, she says, is the 


biannual career conference for girls 
from 12 to 18 years old. About 900 per- 
sons attended the 1976 conference, which 
points out opportunities in math and 
science for women.

Orange County Indians didn't bother 
much with clothing, the Whittier resi- 
dent said; a fact that "horrified" the 
first Spanish explorers.

IGLOO-LIKE HOMES 


Indian homes were igloo-like affairs 


with tiers of rushes and vines over bent- 
stick frames, the woman said. Mud was 


probably slapped on for insulation in 
cold weather. 


Except for the "beds," there was no 


furniture, and household utensils were 
made of stone, bone and shells. When 
these were broken or of no further use 
they were relegated to trash heaps cal- 
led middens that were just outside the 
dwellings. 


Eventually a midden would become 


too large, and rather than starting a 
new one, the resident Indian would 
simply move his house, related Mrs. 
Gothoid. 


Countless generations engaging in 


such practice cover a wide area, making 
it seem as if a large Indian nation 
existed. 


Actually, the archaeologist explained, 


county natives were grouped into sever- 
al small family tribes of 25 or 30 closely 
related individuals. Spouses, however, 
were chosen from outside one's own 
tribe, thus a very loose network of In- 
dians was formed.

people was monotonous and dull, 
according to Mrs. Gothold.

Dried Flowers Make Attractive 
Arrangements, Potpourri Sachet 


By LYNN AND JOEL RAPP 


Dear Mother Earth: Do you know how 


to dry flowers? - T.S., Philadelphia, 
Pa. 


Dear T.S.: It's very easy and lots of 


fun to dry flowers, grasses and gourds. 


First, cut them before they are com- 


pletely developed, strip them of leaves 
or vines, bunch them loosely and sus- 
pend them head downward in cool, airy 
shade. Never try to dry them artificial- 
ly, and allow plenty of time for natural 
drying out. 


Flower petals for a potpourri should 


be picked before they are full-blown. 
Spread out on paper or cheesecloth in a 
dry airy spot without sunlight. Turn the 
petals every day for about a week until 
they are thoroughly dry. Roses are the 
usual basis of a potpourri, and red roses 


retain color better than yellow or pink. 
Jasmine, mignonette, heliotrope 
(violets), geraniums and any other frag- 
rant flower petals are equally good. 


When the petals are dry, measure 


them arid to each quart of dried flowers 
add an ounce of orris root and a half 
teaspoon each of your favorite spices, 
cinnamon, mace, coriander and clove. 
Shake or stir the mixture delicately to 
amalgamate it without breaking the pet- 
als. Store the mixture in an airtight 
earthenware container until it is well 
blended. Then make sachets for your 
linens and clothes, and to give as gifts.

was acorns, which were gathered in 
nearby mountain forests. 


This fact has led to a major point of 


controversy among archaeologists, she 
said. Since artifacts have been found in 
mountains as well as along the coast, 
many surmise that two distinct groups 
of Indians lived in Orange County. 


Mrs. Gothold, on the other hand, 


theorized that the natives confined their 
permanent settlements to the coast, 
merely camping in the mountains dur- 
ing acorn-gathering time. 


After the oak tree nuts were collected, 


they were ground and leached of their 
bitter tannic acid, she continued. 
Grinding was accomplished with granite 
mortars and pestles, and the tiny bits of 
rock left in the acorn grit wore Indian 
molars down to the gum line. 


The tannic acid was removed by pour- 


ing boiling water over the ground acorns 
that were put in shallow, leaf-lined holes 
dug in sand. 


Gathering, said the archaeologist, was 


the province of women \v ho would utilize 
basket cradle boards tied to their backs 
to bring along their infant children. Lit- 
tle girls were made to practice with 
miniature cradle boards, because those 
inept at the art of papoose-carrying 
could easily find themselves with empty 
boards. 


MEN HUNTED 


While the women kept busy gathering 


and grinding, the men made weapons 
and hunted to provide an occasional 
respite from their bland fare. 


Rabbits were brought down with 


slightly curved "rabbit sticks," said 
Mrs. Gothold, which were thrown at the 
quarry. Or the men would beat the 
bushes" with the sticks, driving the fle- 
eing creatures into waiting nets. 


Because our local Indians were not 


war-like and hunted mainly small game, 


they didn't need many stone ar- 
rowheads, she stated, which accounts 
for their present scarcity. Instead, the 
men would sharpen sticks to shoot from 
their bows or throw as spears with the 
help of atlatls. 


When wood rats wers bagged, th^ hind 


legs were removed and presented to 
children as treats, the archaeologist con- 
tinued. Then the fur was singed off, the 
skin peeled off and the carcass was 
pounded to a pulp and thrown into a pot 
of boiling water. The pulverued bones in 
this "rat soup" supplied calcium. 


SEAFOOD 


The sea was also an important food 


source for the Indians, providing a 
smorgasbord of shell fish including sea 
snails, clams and abalone. 


But it was toasted grasshoppers that 


the natives considered to be a particu- 
larly special culinary delight, served up 
crunchy like popcorn. 


From basket fragments found in cavss 


and other clues, archaeologist conjec- 
ture that initially Indian cooking was a 
slow and tedious business. Rocks were 
heated in fire, then dropped into baskets 
containing food and stirred until they 
cooled. The process was repeated until 
the meal was ready, Mrs. Gothold said. 


The coastal Indians "had no clay with 


which to make pottery," but eventually 
they discovered that steatite (soapstone) 
was available on Catalina Island. It was 
soft and thereby easy to chisel into con- 
tainers, yet able to withstand heat with- 
out cracking. 


According to Mrs. Gothold, a steatite 


slab with a hole in it to accomodate a 
stick served later as a handy frying pan 
or "comal" with handle. 


The stone was also fashioned into 


beads that, along with small shells, de- 
corated ceremonial vessels.

DEAR READERS — Topping the list of today's 


favorite past Pointers is a way to make a quick hot 
lunch for yourself on laundry or ironing day. "Iron 
yourself a sandwich. For the best of toasty cheese 
sandwiches put a slice of cheese between two slices of 
bread. Lightly spread soft butter or margarine on the 
outside of the bread slices. Wrap in aluminum foil, being 
sure the loose ends are carefully folded over twice. This 
can be done in the morning while preparing hubby's or 
the children's lunches to carry to work or shcool. Put in 
the refrigerator and then take out when you have the 
urge for lunch. Put your hot iron on top of the package, 
leave it on one minute, turn the package over and let the 
iron rest on it another minute."

Set Up Trade Route 


(Continued from Page 1) 
Mrs. Gothold conjectured 


that steatite was responsible 
for the establishment of a re- 
gular trade route between the 
coastal and Catalina Indians. 


The 26-mile journey was 


made, she said, in canoes 
fashioned from tule that grew 
in the Back Bay and along the 
banks of the Santa Ana River. 
Any open spaces were filled in 
with tar. 


Trade was also carried on 


with desert tribes that wanted 
such items as shells that only 
the sea could offer. Orange 
County Indians, in turn, 
received clay pipes and obsi- 
dian from the inhabitants of 
the Little Lake-Inyo area. The 
glassy volcanic rock made 
fine sharp'-edged "butcher 
knives," Mrs. Gothold said. 


Life, of course, wasn't all 


work for the Indians who, ac- 
cording to the archaeologist, 
entertained themselves with 
music. 


A primitive orchestra 


included such instruments as 
rasps, gourd, clam and 
abalone shell rattles, snail 
shell whistles and vari-noted 
"recorders" made by poking 
holes in the hollow leg bones 
of large birds. 


Although "missionaries 


noted a curious absence of 
drums," native 
percussion- 


ists could have kept the beat 


by knocking two sticks 
together, said Mrs. Gothold. 


Preserving this area's cul- 


tural heritage is an important 
endeavor of PCAS and the 
Laguna Beach AAUW, accord- 
ing to Katherine. Lindeman, 
president of the women's 
group.

the volunteer staff of the new 
county natural history 
museum, members are en- 
gaged in presenting paleon- 
thological and archaeological 
programs to fourth, fifth and 
sixth graders in South County 
schools.

Most economists consider a 


growth rate Of 4 per cent a 
year necessary to keep crea- 
tion of jobs even with growth 
in the labor force. Measured 
quarterly, unemployment has 
now risen from 7.4 per cent in 
the April-June period to 8 per 
cent* in the final quarter of 
1976. Unemployment fell from 
81 per cent in November to 
7.9 per cent in December.

volved. ' 


A police affidavit filed in 


court said Adamson admitted 
placing the bomb underneath 
Bolles' car in a hotel parking 
lot here. Robison helped deto- 
nate the dynamite, according 
to the affidavit.

said, who had been asked to kill 
the reporter by wealthy 
Phoenix rancher and liquor 
magnate Kemper Marley Sr.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Democratic leaders of Con- 
gress say they are eager to 
convert President Ford's $440 
billion budget into a Jiromy 
Carter model. But they can't 
really start for about a month 
- that's how long it will take 
the incoming /administration to 
study Ford's proposals. 


And they concede the con- 


version can't be complete. 


The budget that Ford sub- 


mitted to Congress on Monday 
would raise government spend- 
ing by $29 billion, or 7 per cent, 
over the current year's levels. 
But it would cut back some 
social programs with strong 
support in the incoming pemo- 
cratic administration and Con- 
gress. 


Carter and his allies on 


Capitol Hill agree that they will 
be able to draft amendments to 
Ford's proposals only in 
selected areas. There is simply 
not enough time for a new 
administration to review the 
workings of scores of federal 
agencies and prepare a whole 
hew budget that could be put 
into effect by Oct. 1, when 
fiscal 1V78 begins. 


"We must remember there 


is a limit to what a new ad- 
ministration can do," House 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Robert N. Giaimo, D-Conn., 
told reporters Monday. "Much 
of what is in (Ford's) budget 
must remain and become a 
base of the budget adopted." 


While Giaimo said he ex- 


pects Congress and the Carter 
administration to move "to- 
ward faster economic growth 
and substantially different 
budget priorities," he pre- 
dicted it would take at least one 
year and perhaps two for the 
outgoing Republican administ- 
ration's budget emphasis to be 
reversed totally, or even sub- 
stantially. 


Senate Budget Committee 


Chairman Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine, said Congress and 
the Carter administration 
"now have our work cut out for 
us." 


But he said that Congress' 


new budget procedures pro- 
vide for more orderly review of 
the fiscal plan and, if neces- 
sary, changes. 


"More than previous firs- 


tyear presidents, Mr. Carter 
will have an opportunity to 
make a substantial impact on 
the fiscal 1978 plan which is 
finally adopted," Muskie said. 


Ford's budget contained re- 


commendations for some $12 
billion reductions in programs. 
A Carter spokesman said 
perhaps S3 billion of these cuts 
could be reconsidered by the 
new administration. 


Giaimo singled out as "un- 


realistic" several of Ford's 
proposed cutbacks, including 
. proposals to cut the food stamp 
program by 1900 million and 
child nutrition'programs by 
ll.l billion.

the attorney argued. 


But Lake dismissed the ob- 


jection, noting that anyone 
trying to forge such a will 
would have to go to great ex- 
pense to prove its authentici- 
ty.The judge also deferred until 
July 18 seven motions pertain- 
ing to one of the Las Vegas 
wills, the so-called Mormon 
will found in Salt Lake City 
that names former Utah gas 
station owner Melvin Dum- 
mar as a beneficiary.

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Pope Approves Church Merger 
Rejects Anglican Suggestion He Step Down 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - 


Pope Paul VI has approved in 
principle an historic proposal 
to reunite the Anglican and 
Roman Catholic churches, 
Vatican o," _als said Monday. 


But they described as unfor- 


tunate a plea by a leading 
Anglican newspaper that Pope 
Paul, 79, resign in favor of a 
younger man to help heal 
Christian divisions. 


A joint high-level commis- 


sion of Catholic and Anglican 
scholars is scheduled to pub- 
lish a document Thursday 
proposing that the Pope be 
recognized as over-all pat- 
riach as a way to end the 443- 
year-old schism. 


The reunification document, 


to be released in London, is 
not binding on either church 
but is meant as the basis for 
further discussion by bishops, 
theologians and ordinary be- 
lievers on both sides. It will 
probably be years before a 
decision is made. 


A ranking Vatican official 


said Pope Paul personally 
cleared the document. But as 
with similar documents in the 
past, he said, the pontiff de- 
clined giving full approval 
pending further study and 
consideration by bishops and 
scholars around the world. 


The worldwide Anglican 


Communion, which includes 
the Protestant Episcopal 


Church in the United States, 
has 60 million members. The 
Roman Catholic Church has > 
580 million members. 


The Anglican Church was 


founded in 1534 by King Henry 
VIII of England who broke 
with papal authority and es- 
tablished himself as head of 
the new church. 


The report of the 21-member 


commission suggests recogni- 
tion of papal supremacy be- 
cause among Christian 
churches only the Church of 
Rome claims and exercises 
universal primacy. In 
Catholic theology, the Pope is 
the bishop of Rome as succes- 
sor of the apostle Peter. 


Father Duprey said Bri- 


tain's Anglican weekly 
Church Times committed a 
"faux pas" Sunday by pub- 
lishing an editorial calling on 
Pope Paul to resign and

Pope Paul, who will be 80 in

offense, the FBI said Monday. 


Andrew D. Lee, 25, of Palos 


V e r d e s E s t a t e s , w a s 
arraigned Monday by U.S. 
Magistrate Tom Goodwin in 
Laredo, Tex. and was ordered 
held without bond. Chris- 
topher J. Boyce. 23, of Rancho 
Palos Verdes, was arraigned 
here by U.S. Magistrate John 
Kronenberg. 


Both men were charged with 


conspiracy to commit espion- 
age. 


In denying bond for Boyce, 


U.S. District Court Judge 
Manuel Real also refused to 
place a "gag order" on the 
trial. 


"They're not going to talk. 


You're not going to talk," he 
told defense attorney Edward 
Polaski. "What's the need of 
a gag order?" 


If convicted as charged, 


Boyce and Lee could be im- 
prisoned for any term, includ- 
ing life, or could be put to 
death under federal law. 


The FBI complaint said the 


two men began their scheme 
to sell the secrets to the 
Soviets early in 1975. 


The FBI alleges they eventu- 


ally sold classified informa- 
tion on U.S. rocket secrets to 
the Soviets for at least $17,500. 


In its complaint, the FBI 


said Boyce worked from July 
1974 to December 1976 as a 
security clerk at TRW Inc., an 
aerospace firm in suburban 
Redondo Beach, where he had. 
access to "highly classified in- 
telligence communications, 
documents and hardware." 


Under the scheme, the com- 


plaint said, Boyce would get 
information from TRW and 
Lee would establish a contact 
with the Russian Embassy in 
Mexico City and sell the clas- 
sified information. 


The FBI said the two men 


got a total of $17,500 for the 
information they funneled to 
Russia via Lee's contact, a 
man identitied as Boris 
Grishin, a science attache at 
the Soviet Embassy. 


FBI officials said Lee, who 


was given a code name, met 
with Russian agents seven 
times in Mexico City and once 
in Vienna, Austria, during the 
period from June 1975 to this 
month. 


At the meeting in Vienna, 


the. FBI said, the Soviet 
agents gave Lee a list of 
items they wanted Boyce to 
provide, including "informa- 
tion on rocket construction." 
They said Lee got $1,500 for 
expenses during that meeting 


and eventually received 
$13,500 during Mexico City 
meetings. They said other 
monies had been paid previ- 
ously. 


Authorities said the spy 


scheme was broken up when 
Lee was arrested in Mexico 
City on an unrelated charge 
Jan. 6 and was found carrying 
three rolls of top secret U.S. 
defense documents. Boyce 


was arrested Sunday in River- 
side, where he was a student 
at the state university. 


They said Boyce and Lee 


had met in a hotel room here 
in November 1976 to photo- 
graph documents in Lee's 
possession. It was that mic- 
rofilm Lee was allegedly try- 
ing to transmit to Grishin 
when he was arrested, the 
FBI said.

ric is coming. But don't toss 
out your yardstick just yet. 


Passage of the Metric Con- 


version Act of 1975 was de- 
signed to speed up the re- 
placement of inches,' miles, 
quarts and pounds with cen- 
timeters, kilometers, liters 
and kilograms. 


In signing the bill 13 months 


ago, President Ford cautioned 
that continued us« of the En- 
glish system of measurement 
in the United States 
"was 


making us an island in a met- 
ric 
sea." 


But little has happened since 


the new law committed the 
country to going metric volun- 
tarily. 


The new year has brought a 


few changes. In some cities, 
mainly in the Northeast, cal- 
ling the telephone weather 
number gets you tempera- 
tures in both Fahrenheit and 
Celsius. 


Under Celsius, the metric 


temperature measurement, 
water freezes at zero and 
boils at 100, compared with 32 
degrees freezing and 212 de- 
g r e e s b o i l i n g u n d e r 


Fahrenheit. 


The W e a t h e r B u r e a u 


weather wire is also pro- 
viding radio and television 
stations with Celsius and 
Fahrenheit readings and some 
TV weather forecasters have 
been using them on the air. 


The bureau could convert 


completely to metric as early 
as 1979. Stanley Doore, who 
naadft the- -bureau, conver- 
sion program, says not until 
English measurements are no 
longer provided will Ameri- 
cans really learn metric. 


"Experience in Great Bri- 


tain and other countries has 
shown that people will not 
learn it until they have to, 
until they are forced to go 
'cold turkey,'" he said. 


A second change now in the 


works this year will eventual- 
ly make a fifth of liquor a 
collector's item. Seven major 
distilleries have announced 
plans to convert to a "750 mil- 
liliter" size bottle. Quarts 
will be replaced with liters. 


Apart from booze and temp- 


erature, however, the pace of 
metric conversion has been 
slow. 


The new law required Ford 


to appoint a 17-member U.S. 
Metric Board, which was to 
coordinate metrication nation- 
ally. Ford named Louis F. 
Polk, a Dayton, Ohio, banker 
as chairman and sent 16 addi- 
tional names to the Senate for 
confirmation last September. 


And there matters rested 


during the presidential elec- 
tion campaign, when metrica- 
tion was something less.than 
a hot issue. Chances are 
President-elect Carter will 
want to choose his own board. 


In the meantime, major gov- 


ernmental decisions on metric 
change have been held up 
waiting for the board to go to 
work. 


Ford has noted that "more 


than 90 per cent of the world's 
people uses metric measure- 
ment in their everyday 
lives." Only Brunei, Burma, 
Liberia, Yemen and the Un- 
ited States are holdouts. 


Most 
American 
school 


children have been learning 
metric, while their parents 
have been ignoring the con- 
version.

appear on the list of prohi- 
bited drugs issued by the 
FDA, but is the target of 
bureaucratic action by the 
agency. 


"The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration has sought to 
keep it out of interstate ship- 
ment and sale through an in- 
ternal regulation-npt a 
law-and now, both the 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals and 
an Oklahoma District Court 
have ordered FDA to prove its 
position on Laetrile, and, 
while doing so, not to interfere 
with the right of American 
cancer patients to have access 
to this substance," he said. 


He said Laetrile is legal as a 


cancer treatment in Mexico 
and 26 other nations and ad- 
ded it is unfair for the govern- 
ment to force 1,000 Americans 
per month to cross the border. 


"The Laetrile movement 


poses a severe threat not only 
to the cancer industry Itself 
and the huge pharmaceutical 
cartel overlapped with it, but 
to the majority of the nation's 
1140 billion health bill which 
has to do with the so-called 
degenerative diseases," 
Bradford said. 
"Preventive medicine, nutri- 


tional therapy, vitamins, min- 
erals and enzymes represent 
the probable elimination of 
these killer diseases, and cer- 
tainly

cheaper way to treat them, 
hence the opposition Of enorm- 
ous vested interests," he ad- 
ded. 


J. Franklin Salaman of Red- 


wood City, another defendant, 
said the government even has 
begun taking apricot kernels 
off the shelves of health food 
stores in a drive to wipe out 
vitamin B17. 


Richardson said he tried 


Laetrile on a woman with a 
cancerous tumor which would 
have required amputation of 
her arm. Through various 
treatments, 
including Laet- 


rile, the cancer was elimi- 
nated. 


"This was working beautiful- 


ly. How could I keep it from 
other patients?" he said of 
Laetrile. 


Buford Claimed the commit- 


tee has 30.000 members, with 
about 2,000 of them medical 
doctors. 


"The Laetrile movement is 


insisting that cancer is a vita- 
min deficiency disease, that it 
can be eliminated in a single 


generation through prevention 
alone," Bradford said.

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Murderer, Denied Execuf/o/i, Languishes In Prison

SMYRNA, Del. - Long 


before the nation ever heard 
the name of Gary Mark Gil- 
more, long before the Utah 
killer asked to "die like a 
man," Roy Luther Richard- 
son pleaded for his own death. 


"I kept thinking that hang- 


ing would be a real brave 
thing," said Richardson, 
sentenced to death by a Dela- 
ware court for the murder of 
his mother-in-law. 


"I kept thinking I could walk 


to them gallows with my head 
hung low, I could walk tall, 
giving no expression, showing 
I didin't care and showing I 
could live like a man and die 
like a man." 


After his sentencing 16 
months ago, Richardson was 
to be hanged in 10 days. On 
the eighth day, as he awaited 
death in a maximum security 
cell at the Delaware State 
Correction Center here, a 
judge delayed the execution. 


Richardson pleaded, "I'd 
rather spend 15 minutes at the 
end of a rope than 15 years in 
jail." 


Another hanging date was 


assigned and delayed. 


Richardson's attorney, 
David Lukoff, told his client 
he was going to appeal. 
But 10 months before 
Richardson ever heard of 
Gary Gilmore, Richardson 
fought his attorney's appeal, 
telling the court in a signed 
note, "I don't want your appe- 
al or other justice things." 
Richardson wanted to die. 
"I figured that way I 


wouldn't be no bother to no- 
body and nobody would be no 
bother to me," he said in an 
interview last week. * 
He did not get his death 


wish. The Delaware death 
penalty was ruled unconstitu- 
tional because of its broad 
nature, and in October, 13 
death row jnmates, including 
Richardson, were given iron- 
parolable life sentences. 
"The other dudes here were 
happy," said Richardson, a 
slight man of 31 who talks in a 
long Tennessee drawl, "They 
figured if I got hung, then 
they'd start hanging every- 
body. Me, I got no feelings 
about it. Now living and dying 
is all the same." 
Like Gilmore, Richardson 
has spent much of his life in 
institutions. "Sometimes you 
can't ever remember being 


on the streets," he said. He is 
the middle child of five chil- 
dren. His parents were di- 
vorced when he was five 
years old. At the age of 14, the 
same as Gilmore at the time, 
he was sent to a reformatory, 
in his home state of Tennessee 
for stealing cigarets from a 
grocery store. 


"When I got sent away I 


figured it wouldn't matter to 
no one," he said. "It was just 
one less mouth to feed." 
Shortly after serving three 
months in the reformatory, he 
was sent back a second time 
for 18 months, then again a 
third time for eight months, 
both times for stealing copper 


tubing. 


At 18, he burglarized a groc- 


ery store and was sent to jail 
for two months. 


Altogether, from age 14 to 


25, Richardson, who finished 
the seventh grade, was never 
out of jail or a mental hospital 
for more than a few months at 
a time. 
During the times' he was 


free, he wandered the coun- 
try, picking up odd jobs and 
marrying. His first two mar- 
riages each lasted less than a 
year. 


Then, six years ago, he mar- 


ried his third wife, Judy, and 
attempted, he said, to do hon- 


est work and stay out of jail. 
But it was that marriage that 
led to his death penalty. 


On Feb. 12,1975, he went to 


his mother-in-law's house in 
Wilmington, Del., to find his 
wife, "who was acting like she 
was trying to avoid me." 


"I was drinking," he recal- 


led, "I had a gun with me 
because her family threatened 
me before. I thought nobody 
was home, so I put a ladder to 
the window and climbed in the 
second floor. 


"Sue (his mother-in-law) 


and her boyfriend were there. 
He came in first and called 
for her. She told me to get out 
and then she started to call 


IN EXECUTION CHAIR 
Witness Says Gary 'Didn't Quiver' 
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POINT OF THE MOUN- . 
TAIN, Utah (AP) - Here is a 
transcript of remarks made 
by literary agent Lawrence 
Schiller at a news conference 
at the prison minutes after the 
execution Monday of Gary 
Mark Gilmore. 
Schiller, who bought book 
and movie rights from Gil- 
more, was one of the witnes- 
ses Gilmore invited to the ex- 
ecution. 
These are Schiller's words, 
starting with his description 
of the witnesses going to the 
execution site: 


We drove to the shed. We 
saw a black tent to the right 
which covered the doors. We 
were informed that Gary al- 
ready was inside. We then 
went inside ... 
There was a normal chair, 
green covered. Gary was al- 
ready in it. 
There were not tight shack- 
le*. I believe they were made 
of nylon, synthetic, very loose. 


There was the warden, the 
priest, a doctor and three or 
four other additional mem- 
bers around him in red coats. 
To the left, behind a wooden 
barricade that had been put 
up, there were approximately 
20 other people. We were 
asked to stand behind a line. 
Gary was talking to the pris- 
on officials and the warden. 
He was calm, I believe, di- 
rect. We could not overhear 
his conversation.... 
We went behind the line and 
a gentleman from the prison 
started to pass out cotton ... 
A gentleman came to us and 
asked us to go over to Gary. 
He was approximately 25 feet 
from us ... 
He could have moved in the 
chair if he had wished. He did 
not. I believe the first person 
was Vern DAmico. He spoke 
to Vern privately. That is a 
matter between-those two. 
The-next was Mr. Robert 
Moody who shook his. left 
hand. I was third, and Mr. 
Ronald Stanger, who hugged 
him around the neck was 
fourth, and all of the conver- 
sations I believe are private. 
We were then asked to re- 
turn behind the line. The war-

den then read what I believe 
was a legal order firmly and 
to the point. Gary looked at 
him,

The warden asked Gary 


what his last words were, or 
something to that effect.

Gary. He was wearing a black 
T-shirt, White pants and red, 
white and blue tennis shoes ... 


He did not quiver when the 


hood was placed over him. He 
did not move or try to deny its 
coverance. We could not hear 
anything being said. I believe 
then additional prison person- 
nel moved away. The priest, 
Father Thomas Meersman ... 
was quite emotional. He gave 
Gary some rites, I believe, 
prior to the hood being put on. 
I believe Gary joked with him 
but joked in a serious way. 


Rites were then given after 


the hood was placed. The 
black target with ... a white 
circle ... was pinned to Gary's 
black T-shirt. 


The priest and. other people 


moved back and out of the 
corner of my eye, I believe 
.the warden gave the signal. I 
did not hear anything, but I 
saw some type of a movement 


I cannot say with accuracy 


whether he gave a signal or 
not, then bang, bang, bang, 
three noises. I heard threo 
noises in quick-, rapid succes- 
sion! 


There was a slight move- 


ment in the hands, not up- 
wardly, not downwardly, but 


in a very calming manner, 
and slowly red blood emerged 
from under the black T-shirt 
onto the white slacks. 


It seemed to me that his 


' body still had a movement in 
it for approximately 15 to 20 
seconds. It is not for me to 
determine whether that is an 
after death or a prior to death 
movement. 
' I believe the minister and 
the doctor proceeded torwards 
Gary ... I believe the heart- 
beat was taken first with a 
stethoscope, then his pulse 
was taken. 


I believe the warden then 


went forward. The warden al- 
so surveyed the scene which 
was not brightly lit. There 
was light on Gary. We were in 
darkness, but not the light 
where he could not see the 
people in darkness ...

loosened 
something behind 


Gary's body and looked be- 
hind the body, for what pur- 
pose I do not know. 


A few moments then ... the 


doctor checked the pulse and 
so forth. 


A prison official came to- 


wards us and said, "Would 
you like to leave?" 


I believe also after the war- 


den went forward he then 
went to the phone and made a 
call. My watch read five mi- 
nutes after eight as we pro- 
ceeded out, with Vern DAmico 
first. The stretcher was com- 
ing in. 


We left quickly in rapid suc- 
cession. Vern did not look 
back and I do not believe any- 
one else in the party did 
When we had originally dri- 
ven out, one of the priests had 
been with us. He did not re- 
turn with us even though his 
briefcase was in the car. 
We were then driven to a 
point. We were asked what we 
wanted to do. The prison did 
not impose any instructions or 
guidelines and not at any time 
limit us, any members of the 
family or myself, in any way. 


We parked here and we 


jointly discussed that we 
would like to come forwart 
and make a statement and 
that the statements of Vern 
and the attorneys would be 
personal. They did not want to 
contribute any facts. 


the police, so I pulled the 
phone out of the wall. She 
began hitting me with it. And 
I told her to stop or I would 
shoot her. She told me I didn't 
have the guts. 


"That got me angry, so I 


shot her. Then I figured I'd 
get 10 to 12 years for attemp- 
ted murder and that was as 
bad as murder. So I shot her 
two more times. 


"I figured it would be better 


with no witnesses, so I tried to 
shoot her boyfriend, and I 
missed. Then he turned out 
the light, out I found him in 
the dark and pulled his head 
to me and put the gun to his 
temple and shot. The gun 
didn't go off, and I got mad- 
der. So, I put him against the 
wall and put the gun on his 
heart and shot him." 


The bullet missed the boyf- 
riend's heart and he lived. 


Richardson escaped, fleeing 


to Ohio. He gave himself up a 
Week later because "I got 


lired of running." 


His attorney, Lukoff, de- 


fended Richardson with an in- 
sanity plea supported by two 
psychiatrists, the experts 
said he was a paranoid 
schizophrenic. The jury said 
he was a murderer. 


"When they convicted me," 
said Richardson, smiling 
broadly, "I said thank you to 
the judge, real nice, I thought. 
He was a good judge and 
when he said you'll be hanged 
•till you're dead and may God 
have mercy on your soul, I 
thought he was real sincere 
aboutlt." 


Despite public opinion-polls 
that show a majority of 
Americans favoring the death 
penalty, time and tune again 
laws calling for executions 
have been struck down as un- 
constitutional. 


A new, more highly .defined 


death penalty law will be sub- 
mitted to the Delaware legis- 
lature.

Reward Increased To $12,000 


at Arthur Murray.

.GARDENGROVE- Mrs. 
James Stallcup Mid Mondaj 
the reward for informatior 
leading to arrest and convic- 
tion of her daughter's killers 
has been upped to $12,000. 


She added that she hopes 


the increased reward will "jar 
someone's memory." 


She said the family of the 


19-year-old 'Cypress College 
coed, found dead in her car 
Dec. 27, is still offering a 
|5,000 reward through the 
police department. 


In addition, police con* 


firmed that a citizen-who has 
asked to remain anonymous- 
is offering another $5,000 and 
Long Beach newspper has 
posted 12,000. 


"I hope that perhaps this 


amount is sufficient to jar 
people's minds enough so that 
someone who saw something 
will come forward," she said. 


Meanwhile, police spokes- 


man said tips on the killing 
are "pouring in" and inves- 
tigators are checking leads. 
No immediate arrests are 
contemplated, however. 
~ Miss Stallcup died of a bro- 
ken neck, and she had been 
sexually assaulted. She was 
reported missing from her 
Kartells Avenue-Dale Street 
area apartment on Dec. 19, 
and was found dead eight 
days later behind another loc- 
al 
apartment 
complex. 


Police say a gap of approxi- 
mately three days exists bet- 
ween her disappearance and 
death, which occured about 
Dec. 22. 
'Police have issued detailed 
descriptions and artists' re- 
nderings of two men they 
want to question in connection 
with the Stallcup case. 


"We are grateful for the 


way the newspapers and tele- 
vision have been helping," 


Mrs. 
Stalcup said. "We 


couldn't have been treated 
more gently. And we know the 
police are doing everything 
they can. 


"It (the murder) is always 


on our minds," she said. 
"Sometimes it gets easier to 
talk about. But we'll all be so 
relieved when the police get 
these people off the streets." 


Betty Currier, spokesman 


for Childrens Hospital of 
Orange County, said donations 
to the Janet Stallcup Memo- 
rial Fund "are nearing the 
$1,000 mark. 


"There has been a lot of 


response," she said. "There 


have been a few $100, dona- 
tions, but the average has 
been about $10. People send 
notes, and it's clear they're 
giving all they can." 


The fund was set up by 


friends and neighbors of the 
Stallcups on the day before 
the slain girl's funeral. Miss 
Stallcup was studying to be a 
nurse and had planned to 
work at the hospital.

Fear And Mi 


The fear tactics of anti-tecnnotogi'sts 


who oppose the development of nuclear 
power to help offset our energy shortage 
are being beaten back, the chairman of 
Rockwell International Corp. told the 
American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers at its Pittsburgh meeting in ear- 
,(y December. 


The most recent campaigns of the 


anti-technologists - Ralph Nader, for 
example - "have attempted to play on 
the fears of many people in an effort to 
legislate an end to nuclear energy in 
many states across the nation," Willard 
F. Rockwell, Jr. told the assembled soci- 
ety members. But, due to the concerted 
efforts of engineers, scientists and many 
other concerned people, he said, the fear 
tactics of the anti-nuclear power forces 
"failed" as the result of "information 
campaigns designed to demonstrate 
both the safety of nuclear energy and 
the benefits that technology can pro- 
vide." 


As evidence of the success of the infor- 


mation campaign, the Rockwell chair- 
man pointed to the defeat of anti-nuclear 
legislation in seven states this past 
November. But, lest we become compla- 
cent, he went on to warn that the fight 
for expanded nuclear and other forms of 
energy calls for continued efforts to 
keep the public fully and truthfully in- 
formed of the benefits of technology. 
Such efforts, he emphasized,, are the 
only way to eradicate the fear of tech- 
nological progress that much of the pub- 
lic has developed. 


"We should take the legislative efforts 


of the anti-technologists as a warning to 
those of us who are concerned with the 
development and growth of our nation." 
Rockwell said. "We must speak out. We 


must show the American people that 
science and engineering can help solve 
society's major problems, not by apply- 
ing magic formulas," as many imagine, 
but "through arduous study, application 
of principles, development of theories, 
and by spending a lot of time and 
inoney." 


The energy crunch has shown us, once 


again, that there is no such thing as a 
free lunch. Everything has a price 
which, must be paid. That mischevious 
myth, together with a misunderstanding 
of the workings of technology, contri- 
buted to the energy shortage, Rockwell 
noted. People believed they could burn 
more and more energy, without regard 
to how efficiently that energy was used, 
because, as they thought, science and 
engineering would immediately provide 
more and better energy sources. 
"People had faith that science and en- 
gineering could provide the solutions 
that would allow us to eliminate pollu- 
tion without increasing the price, lower- 
ing the reserves, or affecting the free 
flow of the energy that's so vital to the 
operation of our nation. 


"But with rising costs, limited funds 


for research and development, and es- 
calating expectations" (he could have 
added mounting taxes, continuing infla- 
tion of the money supply, and proliferat- 
ing bureaucratic interventions), "it was 
little wonder that technology could not 
provide the immediate answer," Rock- 
well concluded. "The general public was 
expecting technology to produce a clean, 
cheap, plentiful fuel from thin air. We 
must show them that we are not in the 
business of producing miracles, but that 
we work to solve problems." 


Russia's Trade Deficit 


Aa item ia a recent Issue of the Wall 


Street Journal helps to put the matter of 
"trade deficits," especially those being 
experienced by the Soviet Union and 
other socialist economies, in clearer 
perspective. 


"The Soviet Union's trade deficit with 


capitalist countries," noted the Journal, 
"hit S3.36 billion in 1976's first nine 
months, widening $410 million from 
midyear." 


Of that 13.36 billion, Russian trade 


deficit with capitalist countries, $19.7 
billion was with the United States, the 
Journal went on to explain; meaning, 
when reduced to laymen terms, that the 
Soviet government and economy re- 
ceived $1.97 billion more, in goods and 
services, from the U.S. than the U.S. 
received from the Soviet Union. 


All of which raises an immediate 


question: If we did get an equal amount 
of goods and services from the Soviet 
Union in exchange for ours sent to them, 
as the $1.97 billion trade deficit clearly 
tells us, then, just what did we get in 
exchange? 


Russian rubles? Let's not joke about 


such a serious matter. No private enter- 
priser in his right mind, dealing directly 
with the Soviet Union, would dream of 
accepting the worthless Soviet paper. 


Gold? If so, the news was not reported 


in the media. 


What, then? 
The answer Is neither. 
Here, reduced to easily grasped 


terms, is actually what happened: 


Contrary to widespread misunder- 


standing of such matters, goods and 
services from this country are not sold 
.directly to the Soviet Union by U.S. 
private enterprisers but, indirectly, via 
the United'States government. Thus, 
when it happens that the Soviet Union 
has a trade deficit, such as that reported 
by the Wall Street Journal, it means 
that US. taxpayer money has been used 
to pay the private enterprise producers 
$1.97 billion worth of goods and services 
which, in turn, are then turned over to 
the Soviet Union, either as an outright 
gift or. as another way of doing essen- 
tially the same thing, in the form of 
long-term credit.

Taxing Shocks 


If you've started to think about in- 


come tax due in April, you're in for 
some shocks about what you'll owe Sac- 
ramento. The first shock is that Califor- 
nia is now pushing near-bankrupt New 
York for the dubious distinction of hav- 
ing the stiffest income tax among the 50 
states. 


Shock number two is the jolt accorded 


the growing army of families with work- 
ing wives. Increasingly, they'll be pay- 
ing the top state tax rate. This stiffest of 
all tax rates, you'll recall, was supposed 
to apply to movie stars and top-ranking 
professional athletes, not to ordinary 
people. Our Sacramento politicians, of 
course, don't want to talk about such 
painful things, but taxpayers shouldn't 
let the politicos get off the hook. 


The third shock is that the very stiff 11 


per cent top state income tax for nearly 
all families with working wives is 
superimposed on a hard-biting Social 
Security tax of nearly 12 per cent plus a 
clobbering federal income tax of 
perhaps 35 per cent. 


There's a fourth shock for more and 


more people, namely, those who look at 
the way the politicians tax their last 
grand of earnings. This, it is important 
to note, is the critical grand-because it 
reflects the most unpleasant part of 
work; the extra hours of labor, the extra 
pain of commuting, and the extra has- 
sles at the plant or office. About half of 
this last grand of income is soaked up 
just by taxes on income: of which 
California alone takes more than a fifth. 
Why should the state and federal gov- 
ernments gobble up nearly half of this 
painfully earned grand of income? 
This harsh tax bite also explains a good 
part of the Friday or Monday absen- 
teeism, which does so much harm to 
productivity. 


How long will California^ - especial- 


ly the nearly half of all families with 
working wives - keep putting up with 
income taxation that's so onerous? 
• 


No less significant a question concerns 
the outlook for economic growth in 
California. Do you know that more and 
more business firms are passing up 
high-tax California and locating plants 
instead in low-tax states such as Texas? 
And it isn't just firms that are by- 
passing this state. This writer, for ex- 
ample, is impressed with the increasing 
number of his senior business students 
who ask whether they should remain 
here when they can do so much better in 
low-tax state. These students know that 
a job in Texas enables them to avoid 
about $200 a. month of state income tax 
since Texas takes no bite out of income. 
Moreover, both sales and property taxes 
are also lower in Texas. Why? Because 
that state provides far fewer "free" 
government services to its citizens. 


A final shock involves inflation. 


Though price escalation has abated 
somewhat in the last year, the upward 
spiraling of prices still operates to shove 
more and more families into brackets 
carrying the top state income tax-rate. 
Again, this is a situation that results 
solely from the play of politics, and no 
one in Sacramento wants to discuss the 
matter. 


A lot of very practical questions follow 


from the points made above. Take, for 
example, the issue of the property tax 
about which politicians make so many 
noises. Remember, the politicians who 
talk about "property tax relief" don't 
want to cut down the size of state or 
local government. In fact, they general- 
ly favor further growth of government 
programs, Hence, they want more tax 
dollars to play with. It follows; of 
course, that you may be suckered into 
going for cuts in the property tax only to 


be faced with paying the stiffest possible 
state income tax in place of the levy oh 
your property. 


If Californians don't watch out, they 


may find themselves agreeing with their 
"favorite" state politician who loudly 
proclaims that he'll cut $100 from your 
property tax while speaking only with a 
muted voice that it'll cost you an extra 
$150 in state income tax to cover all the 
goodies that the politician wants to pass 
out. Clearly, that's a bad swap in any 
language.

WASHINGTON - Soon the Western 


Valleys, vineyards and grapes may be 
free of the wrath of clashing forces of 
Teatnsters, of Cesar Chavez' United 
Farm Workers, of whlpsawed growers 
and citrus ranchers, of indignant clergy 
of many faiths, and of harassed leaders 
of the free world. 


The bitter war between the truck 


drivers' brotherhood and the slim, open- 
collared Chavez has been one of the 
longest in labor history. It has cost tin 
estimated S25 million since the '60s. It 
has even reached into the Vatican, the 
White House and foreign chancelleries. 


I've been told by the highest sources 


in all camps that a peace pact will be 
signed-between the Teamsters and the 
United Farm Workers "within the next 
10 or 20 days." 


Thus an era ends. Thus, too, comes 


the signal for a new beginning of a drive 
for the natipnal .unionization of 
America's field workers, the counter- 
part of Latin America's and Europe's 
peasants - in the meaningful sense of 
the word. 


Since last May there have been peace 


talks. Some secret. Soir* breaking into 
the open. Some bitter. Fut in California 
the other day I was informed that both 
Chavez and the Teamsters' general 
president, Frank (Fitz) Fitzsimmons 
are ready to sign. It all checks out here,' 
back home. 


Even In these final days of the strug- 


gle for control of the lettuce, vegetable 
and grape fields, it still isn't smooth 
going. Many pebbles in the shoe, says 
one top AFLrCIO farm workers' source. 
There's the matter of the transference 
of pensions. Of welfare and medical 
facilities. Of the scores of contracts 
between the Teamsters and the growers. 
Of lawsuits and couhtersuiU. Of class 
action in the courts. 


But all sides are weary of the lettuce,

This. Chicano leader knows he has the

They want to "organize the unor- 
ganized" through their "Western Con- 
ference" led by its chief Andy 
Anderson. 


Cesar Chavez* United Farm Workers 


already have bases in the East - an 
operative committee end organizers in 
Florida and the 6,000-member 
Connecticut-based Puerto Men-filled 
Association de Trabajadoree Agrkolas 
(agricultural workers). He merged with 
toe-Hartford union last June. It also has 
units in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York, Massachusetts and Delaware. 


When the California Agricultural 


Labor Relations Board stopped counting 
last February, the brotherhood had won 
115 elections at growers' ranches. 
Chavez' UFW had taken 198. Cbavtz 
bad a majority of .wins. But the

Way TQ Tax 


It If time again when Uncle Sam de- 


mands hit dues, ffe, the poor taxpayers, 
have no recount but to fill in that IMO 
and hope that we don't get audited. 
(After all, we all do cheat, little or 
great), 
An article appeared in your newspaper 
about 10 days ago by some professor 
from Hilladale College. This article pro- 
posed a new way to tax. It is so simple 
and fair that undoubtedly it will fall on 
deaf ears. It's as follows: 


Every individual taxpayer Is to be 


taxed 10 per cent of his total income. No 
deductions, no exemptions. Just pay a 
flat 10 per cent of what he earned. 


Businesses also would have a special 


rate (say seven per cent)' allowing for 
business costs, overhead etc. (contrary 
to what most of us believe, businesses 
do not make exorbitant profits.) 


People who earn under $5000 per year 


would pay no tax. This system of 10 per 
cent for everyone would be rigidly en- 
forced. I speculate that in implementing 
this system the federal government 
would make more money, not less. We, 
the taxpayer, would be saved the horror 
of doing those income tax forms. Also, 
the average taxpayer pays 25 to 32 per 
cent of his income in taxes as it now 
stands.

People would have more of 
their money to spend and this would 
stimulate one booming economy, no 
need for tax rebates or a huge IRS 
bureacracy to police it. 


As previously stated, the 10 per cent

Another point in question, what about 


those increased Social Security taxes

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Presiden- 
tial inaugurations are nothing if not oc- 
casions for eccentrics to flower. People 
have attended the ceremonies imper- 
sonating clowns, kings, Abe Lincoln, 
Napoleon, even Hitler. And then there 
was Dr. Mary E. Walker - a century 
ago she came to some of the parties 
dressed as a man. 


It seems Dr. Mary always wore male 


attire. She once donned tuxedo and top 
hat to astonish Chester A. Arthur at a 
White House reception. Besides this she 
was unsympathetic with the bewilder- 
ment she wrought. When a Chinese 
minister inquired why she wore pants, 
she retaliated immediately by asking 
him why he wore skirts. 


Who was Dr. Mary Walker? A great 


lady in advance of her time, some say. 
Others feel she was an aberration and 
fool. In any event, as the nation pauses 
to change its governmental gears, it is 
as good a time as any to remember one 
of the mostly forgotten faces that helped 
shape the outrageously diverse republic 
of this inaugural season. 


Mary Walker was a small, slender and 


obscure physician from rural New York, 
came to Washington to do her patriotic 
part in the Civil War. It was still a 
century-before women's liberation, and 
the military authorities tried to direct 
the woman into the nursing corps. She'd 
have none of it, demanding instead a 
surgeon's Job, and not in Washington 
but out where the war action .was.

There is some question as to whether 


the doctor's service was as positive as it 
was controversial. Be that as it may, 
she was active enough to be captured as 
a prisoner of war, then important 
enough to be released in exchange for a 
rebel major. Eventually she became the 
first woman to be awarded the Medal of 
Honor. 


Alas, at war's end, Dr. Mary became 


more of a character than a heroine to 
her nation. No doubt because she in- 
sisted on dressing as well as acting like 
men. As Amelia Bloomer, her contem- 
porary, Dr. Mary believed that the 
female garb of the day - crinoline and 
wire hoops - was unhealthy and unsafe. 
She prefered stiff wing collars, long 
coats with tails and pantaloons. 


Hence she was a sensation in the 


worse sense of the word. When she en- 
tered ladies restrooms there were 
screams of protest. Young lads and pro- 
per women hissed at'her on the streets. 
Several times she was arrested for "im- 
personating a male." Even colleagues 
in the suffrage movement considered 
her something of a freak, and leaders 
spread wide the word that Dr. Mary was 
wholly lelf-serving. , 


It is probably true that the doctor was 
self-serving. Indeed her promotional ef- 
forts crushed any design she may have 
had on respectability. When she lost a 
small clerical job with the government 
pension office (allegedly for insubordi- 
nation) she took to touring dime 
museums as a sideshow attraction. 
Even near the end of her life, still crav- 
ing attention, she cabled Kaiser Wilhelm 
to offer her New York farm as a site for 
World War I peace talks. 
For all of it, according to her biog- 
rapher, Charles McCool Snyder, and her 
grandniece, Helen Wilson, Dr. Mary was 
a woman to applaud. Her philosophy of 
sexual equality is widespread today, her 
ideas on dress are in every fashion 
store. Had she been born a century later 
she would in large part be in main line 
womanhood. 
Bat she was born in 1832. And when 
she died, in 1919, she was penniless, 
ostracized <and once more obscure. Also 
she died without her Medal of Honor; 
two years previous a military review 
board had revoked it along with those of 
some 911 other Civil War recipients. 
There is now a small move in Congress 
to restore Dr. Mary's medal. Also, some 
feel history should favor her with grea- 
ter dignity. So what if she was a bit, 
balmy? As we await our first president 
of our third century, it's recalled that 
the founders were that way too.

"I shouldn't even be talking about 
this," said Eldridge Cleaver, former 
Black Panther leader turned "born- 
again" Christian. 
Cleaver was referring to the secret 
deal he said he was offered by the 
government in exchange for a guilty 
plea on charges of assault and murder 
stemming from a 1968 gun battle with 
Oakland police. 
It was those charges that caused 
Cleaver to leave the country for a seven- 
year exile that ended Nov. 8,1975, when 
he voluntarily returned, announcing that 
his action was the result of i «aligious 
conversion.

Cleaver was Interviewed after he 
spoke tp some 2,000 students at 
Wheaton, (111.) College last week, a 
speaking engagement for which he 
waved his usual $3,500 lecture fee since 
the school was a religious one. 
Q. - You relied on Marx, Engels, 
Mao, and Castro as your heroes in the 
past. Who are your heroes today? 


A. - I've grown wary about heroes 
because I've had the bad experience of 
being burned by them. I think I made a 
very fundamental mistake of idolatry, 
frankly, giving credit and veneration 
that belongs only to God. I don't think 
people should be elevated in that sense. 
I'm only willing to go as far as admir- 
ing people. 
Q. - Whom do you admire? You've 
spoken favorably about Billy Graham, I 
know. 
A. - Billy Graham is one of the people 
I admire. But I don't want to do that in 
the sense that I did in the past - to say, 
well, I no longer admire Fidel Castro or 
Mao Tse-tung or Karl Marx and now I 
admire Billy Graham and X, Y, andZ. I 
don't want to get involved in that. 


If forced to name somebody, I would 
name Jesus Christ ...and I would not 
name anyone else. 
The man out there (referring to an 
office near where the interview was be- 
ing held), I admire him greatly: Mr. 
(Arthur) DeMoss (president of the Na- 
tional Liberty Corp., of Valley Forge, 
Pa.). He came to the jail that I was in 
and gave me a Bible lesson that goes 
beyond any Bible lesson I ever had. He 
also bailed me out of jail. 


And he's been really like a father to 
me. Me and my wife, we sort of regard 
him as a "godfather," if I can say that. 
On Oct. 10 he baptized my wife and 
myself. 
Q. - You accepted violence as a legiti- 
mate tactic in your Black Panther days. 
Is such a tactic still legitimate for 
achieving change today? 
A. -The guide we should follow Is laid 
down in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. It says that when political situa- 


tions become intolerable, men justly 
may rise up and overthrow them. But I 
would ask this of those who propose 
violent solutions to problems: 


Have they tried other solutions? If 


they have exhausted all other solutions 
and the situation has become intoler- 
able, then I wouldn't have anything to 
say. But I don't betlve this has been 
done with the problems we have today. 


Q. - You've said that the goals of the 


Black Panthers were noble ones but the 
meins to achieving them was wrong. 
What goals are you talking about? 


A. - We had a 10-point program that 


demanded employment, housing, medi- 
cal attention, educational facilities, and 
an end to railroading people to jail 
through the judicial system. 


Q. - But the Black Panthers used 


methods to achieve those ends that you 
feel were wrong? 


A. - You just have to face the truth 


that we were wrong in' some of our 
attitudes and so were the police. I blame 
the police and the Black Panther Party 
for playing cowboy in dealing with each 
other. They would be saying, "I'm just 
waiting for a chance to blow you away" 
and I would be .saying something like 
that, too. That's not the way to carry 
out the politics of change and certainly 
not the way to police the community. 


Q. - But you feel the atmosphere has 


changed enough today that when your 
trial comes May 9, you'll have a good 
chance of being exonerated? 
' 


A. - Look. I don't want to impose that 


kind of a standard and say that the only 
standard for a fair trial is that the 
defendant is exonerated. 


Q. — But you seem to have positive 


feelings about the possible outcome of 
your trial. Why? 


A. - I guess I think we have a pretty 


good defense. The most important thing 
is the FBI's counterintelligence prog- 
ram where they were using pre-emptive 
violence and set-ups to get rid of us. J. 
Edgar Hoover had decided that we were 
a menace to society. 


But the beautiful thing about it was 


that they documented their activities. 
And 'it's these activities that upset the 
situation in California where the FBI 
was lying to the police in Oakland, tel- 
ling them that we had just received a 
shipment of machine guns. It had the 
Oakland Police running around in ex- 
cess of legality, stopping cars, running 
into houses, searching people, looking 
for these machine guns that didn't exist. 


It's all on record before a legally con- 
stituted Senate Committee. My problem 
is to get that before the court. And. that 
ain't easy, man. 


Q. - Can you talk about why your 
attorney dropped out of the case after 
you came home? ' 


A. - My lawyer was hostile to my 
spiritual conversion. And he was also - 
I don't want to get In trouble here - but 
my lawyer wanted me to accept a very 
small sentence in return for my guilty 
plea and I refused to do it. 
Q. - Did he think he could get a 
reduced sentence? 
A. - It was offered. 
Q. - How short a sentence? Six 
months? 
A. - Yah. But I shouldn't even be 
talking about this. I hope you'll be care- 
ful how you use this. 
Q. - Okay, let's change the subject. 
Have you considered running for politi- 
cal office? 
A. - That's absolutely out. I don't 
want anything like that. I want to write. 
I like a way of functioning that's very 
involved politically but it's not seeking 
an office. I like to criticize politicians 
and talk about them because I think I 
have a knack for that. If they had an 
office like a "court jester" where I 
could go in and watch what they're 
doing (in government) and come out 
and talk about it - I'd love that. 
Q. - Are you considering studying to 
become a minister? 
A. - I've thought about it. People 
have talked to me about it. I think I 
could do it. But it's not something I 
have really considered a possibility. 


Q. - You've talked about a wish for 
America as you've travelled across the 
country. What is it? 
A. - I wish that everybody could have 
a cost-of-living credit card, free tele- 
phone service, free air travel, and a 
home. See, when you look at the com- 
plex technology that's involved in tele- 
phones or air travel, to me it's indisput- 
able that this is part of mankind's over- 
all technological heritage. This was not 
invented by any one individual who can 
claim it as his sole contribution to socie- 
ty! I think we all share in it and we all 
should benefit from it and we should not 
be blocked out of it by some artificial 
tariff that's imposed. 
Q. - Jimmy Carter. Is his election 
encouraging to you and should it be for 
blacks in this country? 
A. - Yes. It speaks of a New South, a 
realignment in the politics of whites. 
Q. - How can we be sure that you 
aren't just conning everybody about 
your change in philosophy and new- 
found religious beliefs? 
A. - I don't worry about that. I think 
that God has to judge people. It used to 
hurt me when people would question m* 
and my conversion and Urn authenticity 
of what I was saying. But then is no 
Scripture that says that everyone can be 
saved - except Eldridge) Cleaver. It 
says that any nun that accepts Jesus 
can receive a new life.

The Coming Of Caesarism To America

WASHINGTON - "History will teach 


us," wrote Alexander Hamilton in 1787, 
"that those men who have overturned 
the liberties of republics, the greatest 
number have begun their career by pay- 
ing obsequious court to the) people; 
commencing as demagogues and ending 
as tyrants." 


Although he did not use the term 


"Caesar," Hamilton had in mind the 
dictators of the ancient Greek and Bo- 
man republics, all powerful individual! 
who claimed that despotic government 
was Imposed'and maintained in the 
name of and for the good of the people. 


Hence comes the term "Caesarism." 
In the last 189 years we have seen 


numerous examples of this political dis- 
ease. In modern times, according to 
Prof. Robert Nisbet of Columbia Univer- 
sity in his book, Tbe Twilight of Authori- 
ty (Oxford University Press, New York, 
1975), we have seen the growth of 
Caesarism or what he calls Democratic 
royalism, 
"Royalism always has been in its hi* 


torical eruption fundamentally populist 
in root,.." he writes. "It was the literal 
breakdown of republican institutions un- 
der the burden of war and intolerable 
inflation that brought into being the firs) 
true monarch or Emperor Augustus." 


In this century a procession of wars 


and inflation has done great damage tc 
America's republican institutions. 


The inauguration of Jimmy Carter as 


president brings to power a §elf-styled 
populist who has claimed a special rela- 
tionship with and will act on behalf of 
"the people." 


During the 1976 presidential campaign 


Mr. Carter claimed a special relation- 
ship with the people, although half voted 
for his opponent. And prior to the inau- 
guration he directed that a Special team 
begin sifting ideas submitted by the 
people as a way of maintaining closer 
contact with the people. 


Invoking the people as Mr. Carter has 


done is historically a semantical and 
political device used by the Caesars of 
the ancient world, monarchs of the 17th, 
18th and 19th centuries, and dictators 
and tyrants of this century. Does Mr. 
Carter have such a potential? 


Prof. David Barber of Duke Universi- 


ty, author of The Presidential Charac- 
ter " (Prentice Hall. New 'York, 1972) 
contends that clues to predicting the 
performance of a president can be found 
not in campaign promises, positions and 
policies, but in looking at character. 


"Character is a force," he writes, 


"the motive power, around which a per- 
son gathers his view of the world and 
from which his style receive! its im- 
petus, The issue* wilbchange, the 
character of the president will last." 


Barber was asked on national TV two 


days before Jinviy Carter was elected 
how he would conduct himself in power.

WASfflNGTON AP - Presi- 


dent Ford Monday officially 
recommended increasing the 
pay for about 2,500 govern- 
ment executives, including the 
vice president, Cabinet offic- 
ers, judges and members of 
Congress. He said President- 
elect Carter supports the pay 
hikes; 


But Ford said in a special 


message to Congress that his 
recommendation is linked to 
acceptance by all branches of 
government of a new code of 
conduct with restrictions on 
outside income and post- 


government employment, and 
full public disclosure of fi- 
nances. "I would not recom- 
mend the salary increases if 
there is not a firm commit- 
ment to a new code of con- 
duct," said Ford.

Solons Get Luxury 
On Compact Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California legislators are or- 
dering bigger cars this year, 
' and it's costing the state 


more money, a legislative 
aide said Monday. 


The state pays 90 per cent of 


the lease cost, up to $225 a 
month, and also provides a 
free gasoline credit card. 


A number of legislators who 


switched to compact cars 
during the gasoline shortage 
two years ago are leasing big- 
ger cars this year, said Gene 
Mansfield, a Joint Rules Com- 
mittee consultant. 


The trend-setter is Assemb- 


lyman Willie Brown, D-San 
Francisco, who leased an Old- 
smobile Skyhawk compact 
two years ago and is changing 
to a luxury Cadillac Seville.. 


That's the most dramatic 


example, but others among 
the 55 Assembly members 
who have made their choices 
so far are also picking bigger 
cars, Mansfield said. 


He said some of the 


compacts leased for $180 a 
month, making the state's 90 
per cent share $162. Most of 
the larger cars cost the max- 
imum amount, Mansfield 
said. 


The most popular car among 


Assembly members is the 
$9,000 Oldsmobile Regency 99. 
The car, which sells for $9,000, 
is the choice of 14 Assembly 
members, The Sacramento 
Union reported Monday. 
The Senate Rules Committee 


said no information would be 
given out until all 40 senators 
had made their choices, the 
Union said. 


Mansfield said one reason 


for the bigger cars is that the 
state is getting cheaper leases 
this year because it got a re- 
bate due to slower-than-usual 
depreciation on the auto mar- 
ket last year. 


Another reason, he said, is 


the dwindling cost difference 
between small and big cars.

Edmund Brown 
Jr.'s secretary of health and 
welfare, decided to provide at- 
torneys forfour employes in- 
dicted by the Ventura County 
grand jury on the advice of 
Health Department director 
Jerome Lackner and depart- 
ment troubleshooter Raymond 
Procunier. 


Eight employes were origi- 


nally indicted, but the Ventu- 
ra County district attorney 
has recommended that four 
indictments be dropped. 


Nance said state law gives 


departments discretionary 
power to pay reasonable fees 
for attorneys to defend emp- 
loyes charged with offenses 


allegedly committed in the ex- 
ecution of their duties. 


The indictments were issued 


after two weeks of testimony 
on 12 suspicious deaths at the 
mental hospital and a grand 
jury review of 42 other deaths.

Ford said he supported the

their personal use. 


In effect, Ford said, the 


commission was recommend- 


ing "higher salaries in ex- 
change for limitations upon 
other forms of income that 
give rise to questions concern- 
ing ethics or conflicts of in- 
terest." 


However, Ford's budget di- 


rector, James T. Lynn, ack- 
nowledged to reporters that if 
Congress failed to enact a 
rigid new code of ethics, there 
would be nothing to prevent 
its members from receving 
the pay hike, other than their 
responsibilities to their con- 
stituents. 


Lawmaker Moves To Force 
Roll Call Vote On Pay Raises 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


House Minority Leader John 
J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., introduced 
legislation Monday 'designed 
to force House members to 
vote publicly on whether they 
will receive a pay raise. 


President Ford included in 


his budget a proposal for pay 
raises for senators, represen- 
tatives, federal judges and 
high officials in the executive 
branch. The pay raise for 
members of Congress would 
be from $44,600 to $57,500 a 
year. 


Under existing law, the 


raises will go in effect in 30 
days unless rejected by the 
House or Senate. A committee 
considering a resolution of 
disapproval could bottle it up 


past the deadline. A petition 
by a majority of the House - 
218 members - would be 
needed to bring the resolution 
to a vote without committee 
action. 


Rhodes' bill would permit 


any member of the House to 
move to discharge a pay raise 
disapproval resolution from 
the committee if the commit- 
tee had considered it" for 10 
days without acting. A re- 
corded vote could then be 
forced.

OCTD Alters 
School Fees 
Students May Pay Bus Costs 


By CHARLES ROBERTS

SANTA ANA - Under a 


new student fare plan adopted 
Monday by Orange County 
Transit District directors, 
schools will have an opportun- 
ity to shift the cost of riding 
the bus from the schools to 
the students who use the 
buses. 


However, Art Golland, 


OCTD marketing director, 
said that shifting the cost 
from the schools or the stu- 
dent body as a whole to just 
the student users is not the 
goal of the plan. 


He said the plan eliminates 


much of the transit district's 
administrative costs while as- 
sessing schools a uniform fee 
based on riders instead of en- 
rollment. 


Currently, OCTD has 32 pre- 


paid fare contracts with pri- 
vate and tax-supported 
schools and school districts. 
Each must be independently 
negotiated and administered. 


Additionally, different iden- 


tity cards are issued to the 
students and that adds to the 
printing costs of OCTD and 
the confusion of- its drivers, 
said Golland. 


But director Al Hqllinden, 


mayor of Fountain Valley, op- 
posed the plan stating it will 
encourage schools to shift the 
cost to the students using the 
buses and place a hardship on 
their families. 


He said he has already re- 


ceived.complaints from Mater 
Dei, a private school. He 
suggested phasing in the plan 
to allow parents to prepare 
for the added cost if the 
schools should decide to pass 
the cost along to the students. 


By changing the cost- 


calculating method from an 
enrollment to a ridershio 


basis, Hollinden said, allows 
school districts to stop absorb- 
ing the cost and pass it along 
to those who ride. 


Currently, schools either 


add the cost to registration 
fees or pay it out of general 
funds. 


Spread out on a student 


body basis, the cost per ride 
amounts to 15 to 18 cents 
each, depending on the con- 
tract, compared to the 20 
cents per ride that will be 
charged for each student 
rider. 


Golland defended the plan 


as being more equitable by 
only charging for those that 
ride instead of basing the fee 
on the enrollment. 


Hollinden's suggestion was 


ignored in the 4-1 approval of 
the plan by the board. 


As adopted, the plan calls 


for students or their schools to 
purchase reduced fare identi- 
ty cards from the school dis- 
trict for $1 for the fiscal year 
July 1 - June 30. Only full-time 
students would be eligible and 
the schools would be respons- 
ible to check students' eligi- 
bility. 


The card would entitle the 


student to pay 20 cents, in- 
stead of the regular 25-cent 
fare, when using OCTD fixed- 
route buses. 


Or the student with a card 


could purchase one of OCTD's 
regular monthly $10 passes at 
the reduced rate of $8. 


In each case, said Golland, 


added printing costs for spe- 
cial cards and passes would 
be eliminated and uniform 
cards and passes would bo. 
used. 


The new program will bo 


implemented with each of the 
21 contract schools or districts 
as soon as possible, but no 
later than Sept 1. 


Dispute To Delay 
OC Bus Delivery 


SANTA ANA - After Feb. 


15, federally subsidized bus 
operators will have to wait at 
least until March 1978. before 
receiving any new buses, ac- 
cording to Thomas Jenkins, 
Orange County Transit Dis- 
trict planning director. 


Jenkins said the problem is 


the result of federal Urban 
Mass T r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
Administration (UMTA) rules 
and a dispute in the bus 
manufacturing industry. 


The dispute, which has tied 


up production, involves an 
UMTA program to develop a 
low-floor bus suitable for 
wheelchair passengers as well 
as walking passengers. 


UMTA has set Feb. 15 as 


the deadline for accepting ap- 
plications to purchase old- 
style buses with federal tax 
funds. 


After that date, UMTA will 


contribute 80 per cent funding 
toward the purchase of new- 
style "interim" buses. 


As a result, General Motors, 


the major bus manufacturer, 
has shut down for six weeks to 
await orders for the new 
buses. It has invested heavily 
in machinery to produce its 
new-style bus design. 


Rohr Corp. is still producing 


old-style buses, but when 


existing orders run out it will 
retool to produce its version of 
the "interim" bus. 


American Motors General, 


the third major producer, has 
said it will not retool for the 
interim bus and has fought 
UMTA through the courts 
over the matter. 


Meanwhile, OCTD is plan- 


ning to submit an application 
for 75 of the new buses with 
plans to put them into 
operation in June 1978. 


American Motors General 


and Rohr each built buses 
which they said met UMTA's 
standards, but they refused to 
go into production unless 
UMTA agreed to designate 
their product -as the only one 
eligible for federal funding. 
, 


Instead, UMTA chose to de- 


signate General Motors and 
another Rohr product, with a 
modified "low floor" capaci- 
ty, as eligible for funding. 


American Motors General 


claimed political interference 
by General Motors, which did 
not produce a "low floor" bus 
as part of the special UMTA 
program but went ahead with 
plans for a bus of a modified 
design incorporating features 
of both old and new style 
buses.

Industry observers agree 
that Finch, who died Friday, 
could well become the first 
person to win the best actor 
award posthumously. 
Prior to his death he was. 
considered a certain nominee 
for his role as the network 
newsman who threatens to kill 
himself on the air. 
"Kcan't think of many 
actors who could have met the 
challenges of his role in 'Net- 
work,'" said William Holden, 
his co-star in the film and 
winner of an Oscar in 1953 for 
"StalaglT." 
Finch, 60, collapsed of an 
apparent heart attack Friday 
morning at the Beverly Hills 
Hotel, where he had gone to 
meet "Network" director Sid- 
ney Lumet He died about an 
hour later at the UCLA Medi- 
cal Center. 


Nominations for the 
Academy Awards by secret 
ballot will be announced 
Friday, Feb. 11. 


The night before his death, 
Finch appeared on NBC's 
"Tonight" show with Johnny 
Carson.

Asked by Carson about the 
possibility of winning an 
Oscar, Finch said, "That's 


" very exciting if it happens. 


But I don't think creative 
people go into it thinking that 
way. Heaven preserve us 
from an author who as he 
writes his first sentence says 
he is going to win a Pulitzer 
Prize." 
Finch added, however, that 


he would be delighted if he did 
win an Academy Award and 
would regard it as the 
"cream." 
Holden said, "I had known 
Peter for years and 
considered him a friend, but 
our close association in 'Net- 
work' cemented that relation- 
ship. He was a fine actor. If 
you look at his performances 
over the years you can see 
that he was underrated as an 
actor. 


"The reason was that he did 


daring things and made them 
seem so easy. I can't think of 
many actors who could have 
met the challenges of his role 
in 'Network.' But as great as 
he was as an actor, he was 
even greater as a human be- 


ting." 


He was nominated for an Os- 


car in 1972 for his portrayal of 
a homosexual Jewish doctor 
in "Sunday, Bloody Sunday." 
Some critics regarded it as 
one of the great screen per- 
formances of the. time. . 


He also appeared in the re- 
make of "Lost Horizon," 
"The Kelson Affair" and 
"Far From the Madding 
Crowd." 


Finch wa» last seen last Sun- 
day as Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzah Rabin in the NBC film 
"Raid on Entebbe," about

HOLLYWOOD - Whisky, 


voiced Lucille Ball, of the 
ginger cotton-candy hair and 
guttural laugh, is a strong 
woman. 


It follows, therefore, that af 


ter 25 successful years as one 
of television's funniest com- 
mediennes, she has very"defi- 
nite ideas about what is funny 
and what is not. 


"All in the Family," for 


example, isn't. 


"I talked with Carroll 


O'Connor about it," Ball 
says, "and although I admire 
his performance, I object to 
the show's bringing certain 
words - the racial epithets - 
back into our vocabulary, 
words that the kids hear their 
parents laughing at. 


"When that happenes, the 


kids cant wait to get to the 
playground and use those 
words. 


"Comics all over are using 


those words again, and I ob- 


ject. There's plenty of pre- 
judice in the world without 
telling kids those kinds of 
jokes.

"I think any kind of racial 


put-down is wrong. 'But this is 
the very essense of comedy,' 
people say to me. Maybe so, 
but it bothers me."

NAIROBI, Kenya - The

It is the big-game 
hunting safari, that elaborate 
exercise in death and danger 
that has fascinated genera- 
tions of rich sportsmen. De- 
spite the changes of govern* 
ments, moneyed hunters still 
visit the green hills of Africa 
to shoot every manner of cre- 
ature from elephant to dik- 
dik. 


Tney stifl listen for the lion's 
roar, and they still flee the 
rhino's charge. Porters still 
can them "Bwana," and they 
•till sit evenings -in a camp 
chair, sipping gta-and-tonic as 
the son goes down. 


Still, there have been some 
changes since the old days. 
No more "white hunters," for 
example, since many of to- 
day's professional hunters are 
black. Some of the game has 
become endangered and may 
not be shot, and more and 
more areas are closed to 
shooting. It Is a luxurious life, 
too, comfortable beyond the 
wildest dreams of the intrepid 
hunters of old. 


"When I first got started in 


this business, we didn't use 
cars," said Sid Downey, 71, 
whose hunting career began 
in the 1920s. "In those days 
we'd set off from Nairobi on 
foot, with maybe 200 porters, 
each one carrying 60 pounds 
on his head. We'd walk Tor 
weeks, and I remember some 
safaris that lasted six 
months." 


Now of course, hunters ar- 


rive by air and they travel by 
Land Rover, living in canvas- 
covered luxury, attended by 
platoons of servants. The big- 
gest change, however, has 
been their choice of weapons 
- many take up a earner* 
instead of a gun. 


One reason for the change ta 
the enormous expense of hunt- 
ing safaris as compared with 
ttflVlng an^Tm^f photographi- 
cally. But there also has been 
a revulsion against blood 
sports, even among some of 
the professionals. 
• 


"I hunted out here for more 


than 90 years, but one day in 
19511 suddenly realized that I 
didn't like it anymore," said 
Downey. "It

costs a lot more," said Jock

need a number of extra people 
such as gun-bearers and skin- 
ners. That can run into a bit 
of money." 


How much money is difficult 
to pin down, because the high- 


ly competitive professional 
hunters are reluctant to quote 
prices *to non-clients. But sev- 
eral association members ag- 
ree that a two week safari 
would cost around $6,000 per 
hunter, not including the air 


fare to Nairobi and such ex- 
tras as hotels, taxidermy, 
guns, and ammunition. 


"Anybody who's really seri- 


ous should plan on spending 
about a month and around 


$15,000 out here," one profes- 
sional hunter said. "But real- 
ly," he added with a smile, 
"price is not a consideration. 
If you have to ask how much 
it costs, then obviously you 
can't afford it."

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SHINGLES DISEASE 'CURE' MAY LOWER SUICIDE RATE

MIAMI - About one hour 


before pain-wracked former 
ambassador William D. Paw- 
ley shot himself fatally, a 
group of renowned pain ex- 
perts less than five miles 
away from his home were dis- 
cussing a "bona fide cure" 
for the shingles disease that 
drove Pawley to suicide. 


< 
The treatment - which pro- 


ponents say has close to a 100 
per cent success rate - has 
been known to anesthesiolog- 
ists for nearly 30 years. But 
they have not widely pub- 
licized the "cure," even to 
other physicians in other 
specialties, they said, for fear 
Of being labeled "publicity 
hounds" by the medical pro- 
fession. 


However, several South 


Florida neurologists and der- 
matologists - including the 
man who first identified the 
shingles virus under a micro- 
scope - said they were aware 
of the technique, but skeptical 
of the high cure rite cited by 
anesthesiologists. 


Shingles art caused by a 


virus that attacks nerve end- 
ings on the skin, and are 
among the most painful afflic- 
tions known to man. fawley's 
suicide note indicated he 
could not endure the pain any 
longer, and he shot himself 
once in the chest last Friday 
in the bedroom of his Miami 


' Beach home. 


Pawley, a prominent Florida 


Industrialist, served as am- 
bassador to Peru and Brazil 
during the Truman Administ- 
ration. 


The morning, shortly before 


the shooting, Dr. Frank Moya 
told his colleagues at a con- 
vention on Miami Beach that 
some shingles sufferers "are 
actually in such great pain 


, that they are driven to 


suicide." 


He also delivered a paper on 


the treatment which he says 
had a chance of at least par- 
tially relieving the 80-year-old 
Pawley's excruciating pain, if 
not curing the affliction en- 
tirely.

Anesthesiologists say they 


can curs the disease In the 
first stage 96 to 100 per cent of 
the time by injecting local 
anesthetic into the "sym- 
pathetic" nerve area along 
the spine. Sympathetic nerves 
control the actions of blood 
vessels, sweat glands and hair 
follicles. 


"We're not sure how or why 


it works, but it does," said 


Dr. Alon Winnie, director of 
the pain clinic at the Universi- 
ty of Illinois medical school in 
Chicago. Dr. Winnie, who also 
spoke at the anesthesiology 
seminar in Miami Beach, said 
the technique has cured all 40 
patients he has treated in the 
first phase over the last four 
years. 


The advanced stages - 


Pawley had been afflicted for 
more than a year - are more 
resistant to treatment, par- 
ticularly in the elderly, he 
said. 


However, Dr. Moya, director 


of Mount Sinai Hospital's 
Pain Consultation Clinic in 
Miami Beach, said he is get- 
ting encouraging results by 
treating advanced shingles 


patients with a combination of 
local anesthetic and cortisone. 


Over the past year and a 


half, Dr. Moya said the injec- 
tions have brought "either 
permanent relief or marked 
improvement" to 60 to 75 per 
cent of those suffering from 
the disease's later stages. 
Pawley, he said, "would have

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Bruce Collins, the 23-year-old 
mariner who survived a 28- 
day shipwreck ordeal on a 
raft in the Pacific Ocean, is 
working on ways to improve 
liferaft technology. 


Collins recently went to Lon-, 


don to spend several weeks 
discussiijg his experiences 


and recommendations for 
liferaft improvement with en- 
gineers at Avon Inflatables 
Ltd. - makers of the raft on 
which he survived but two 
companions died. 


"They asked me to come 


over and discuss what hap- 
pened. There are no strings 
attached," he said in a tele- 


phone interview, noting that 
he has not been asked to en- 
dorse the raft and is not look- 
ing for a Job. 


Collins has avoided publicity 


in deference to relatives of his 
dead raftmates. He declined 
to say what he would tell 
Avon engineers beyond say- 
ing, "I survived." 


In San Francisco, his father, 


Kenneth Collins, said, "I think 
they want the advantage of 
his experience. There aren't 
many people who have tested 
rafts for that length of time or 
in those circumstances." 


The 6-foot-3 Collins was,one 


of those aboard the 42-foot 
ketoh Spirit that splintered 


and sank during a storm Sept. 
27, about 900 miles west of 
San Francisco. Collins, hired 
as navigator and skipper, 
climbed into a canopied raft 
with Camilla Arthur, 21j and 
Jim Ahola, 25, - who later 
were to die. In another raft 
were Durel Miller, 28, and 
Nancy Perry, 21, who were 


rescued after 24 days adrift. 


The shipwreck ended a 16- 


month adventure that began 
after Collins decided to ex- 
plore Pacific isles rather than 
join an accounting firm. He 
said his natural ability to 
sleep and the rainwater trap- 
ped in the raft canopy helped 
him survive, though he went 


without food and lost more 
than 30 pounds. 


"He's made a good recov- 


ery," said his mother, Kath- 
ryn Collins. "He gained back 
his weight and a little more. I 
think he's up to 180 pounds." 


"He still has a strong inter- 


est in sailing," his father 
jsald. "He hasn't done any ex-

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California's Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board has 
had only five petitions for 
elections since reopening its 
doors six weeks ago, thanks to 
secret negotiations between 
Teamsters and Cesar Chavez. 


The ALRB resumed opera- 
tions Dec. 1 after 10-month 
shutdown when its critics cut 
off funds. 


The five election petitions 


filed since then compares with 
429 farm organizing elections 
in its first five months of oper- 
ation before the shutdown last 
February. 


However, ALRB information 


officer Bill Camp reported 
Sunday, 105 notices have been 
filed by Teamsters and 20 by 
Chavez' United Farm Work- 
ers union for access to 
ranches, a normal prelimi- 
nary before filing for elec- 
tions. 
The shortage of filings is 


caused in part by the season. 
Farms must be at 50 per cent 
of peak employment or more 
before any union can-seek an 
organizing election, which 
limits activity to a few coastal 
and desert regions in Southern 
California. 


But the off-and-on closed- 


door negotiations since last 
May between Chavez' union 
and Teamsters to settle their 
jurisdictional battle may be a 
more important reason for the 
lack of filings, ALRB officials 
say.

TwoSuperport Licenses To Be Approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Transportation Secretary Wil- 
liam T. Coleman Jr. said 
Monday he will sign licenses 
to build the nation's first two 
superports but will not make 
the substantial changes re- 
quested by the oil companies 
that want to build the 


facilities. 


A spokesman for Coleman's 


office said the secretary 
would sign the documents 
sometime before midnight. 
Coleman planned a final 
meeting with officials of his 
Deep'Water Ports Office Mon 
day night before signing ific 


documents. 
Coleman told reporters he 


would make only one substan- 
tial change in the license, con- 
ditions. He said he would ex- 
tend the time for the oil com- 
panies to decide whether to go 
ahead with construction from 
the original 90 days to six and 


one-half months. 
The outgoing transportation 
secretary said the oil 
companies that wish to build 
the oil tanker unloading 
facilities off the coasts oi 
Louisiana and Texas had re- 
quested a meeting with him to 
liscuss the conditions he im- 


posed on the licenses. 
Coleman announced on Dec. 
17 that he would approve the 
licenses as long as the oti 
company owners agreed to 
take steps to protect the envi- 
ronment and as long as they 
agreed to operate the port in a 
competitive 'manner. 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
Cactus-napen may soon find 
plundering California's desert 
a very prickly proposition, 
there's a move in the 
California Legislature to out- 
law the digging up of cactus 
plants and perhaps even make 
felons out of those who are in 
the lucrative black-market 
cacti business. 


Assemblyman Jerry Lewis, 
a San Bernardino County Re- 
publican whose district in- 
cludes the Joshua Tree Na- 
tional Monument and 10,000 
square miles of cacti-studded 
desert, is authoring bills to 
protect the Joshua trees, yuc- 
ca and barrel cactus of the 
Mojave Desert. 
"Federal and state officials 
say that most of the culprits 
are from Arizona, and that 
•many of the plants are sold on 
the black market to landscape 
firms, subdivision developers 
and retail nurseries," Lewis 
says. 


"A healthy Joshua tree, re- 


moved and planted in a yard 
for .landscaping, is worth 
'$800," Lewis said in an inter- 
view. "A barrel cactus, which 
takes 50 years to replace it- 
self, costs 1300 on the mar- 
ket." 
California didn't have much 
trouble with cactus thieves 
until neighboring Arizona pas- 
sed a tough native plants law 
to protect that state's cactus, 
Lewis said. 


In droves, according to 


Lewis, Ariionians cross into 
southeastern California, dig 
up cactus plants, and drive 
home. Some transplant in 
their own/yards, others have 
commercial operations. 


"In one month last year, 


when somebody was keeping 
count on the Arizona .side, 
dose to 50.080 cactus plants 
went across the border. 
That's a tot of cacti in any- 
body's book. 
"They're coming over and 


ripping off our desert life." 
Lewis has introduced one 
bill as a stop-gap measure. It 
would include native desert 
plants within existing regula- 
tions on toe purchase and 
transportation of treat, shrubs 
or boughs. Persons removing 
and transporting more than 
five cacti would have to apply 
with the county sheriff's of- 
fice for validation tags. 
The penalty for violating the 
law would be up to six months 
in jaU and a 1600 fine. 
Lewis said he'planned to in* 


.traduce another bill this week 
that would provide for 
harsher penalties, especially 
for repeat offenders and those 
obviously making a living off 
California'! cacti. 
For those, he said, "we want 


to make it a felony. We really 
want to lay | on those people. 
If they're in the business, ab- 
solutely, we want them to feel

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP). - 


No matter where you munch 
potato chips - from Min- 
neapolis to Tokyo - the bag 
probably tells you that 
they're fit to eat in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In one of the world's most 


widespread - if not widely 
read - inscriptions, some- 
where near the bottom of the 
bag it says, "Reg. Penna. 
Dept. Agr." 


It's the same with noodles, 


pretzels and corn snacks. 


Back in 1933, a handful of 


Pennsylvania agriculture offi- 
cials decided to require a seal 
of approval on all packages of 
macaroni, spaghetti, pretzels, 
potato chips and snacks made 
from cornmeal sold in the 
state. 


"As a matter of economics, 


it's easier for the manufac- 
turer to print that label on all 
his products, rather than just 
on those shipped to Pennsyl- 
vania," said Joseph Brennan, 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Bureau of Foods and Chemis- 
try.

New Farmland 
'Protection' 


Bills Introduced 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 


legislative campaign to pre- 
serve California's best farm- 
land from urban sprawl was 
renewed Monday in the state 
Assembly. 


A measure virtually identi- 


cal to a bill that died last 
summer in the state Senate 
was introduced by Assembly- 
man Charles Warren, D-Los 
Angeles. 


Rival bills, by Assemblyman 


Dan Boatwright, D-Concord, 
and Sen. George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno, will be introduced 
'soon. These bills would grant 
more local control in the zon- 
ing of agricultural land, and 
encompass non-prime .farm- 
land and grazing land as well. 


Warren, chairman of the Re- 
sources, Land Use and Ener- 
gy Committee, has said that 
according to a federal land 
census, California lost 673,000 
.cropland acres between 1969 
and 1974. 


There are about 10 million 


aeries of prime farmland left. 


Under Warren's bill, cities 


would have to draw a line to 
where their planned develop- 
ments would take them in 10 
years, then stick to it. 


That amendment won the 


League of California Cities' 
endorsement of his old bill 
last year, but entrenched 
county governments' opposi- 
tion. 


A state-level review would 


be required of land that would 
be proposed for development, 
which Warren said is the "on- 
ly enforceable rule that an as- 
sessor can't ignore." 


Warren has said he is willing 


to talk with cattlemen over 
inclusion of prime grazing 
land if they will support the 
bill. But Warren said in an 
interview, "Most of the graz- 
ing land is in the Williamson 
Act now, and it's not 
threatened" with develop- 
ment. 


Landowners who use the 


Williamson Act pay lower tax- 
es on their agriculture land, 
but must agree not to sub- 
divide the property. Critics of 
the act say it has not done 
enough to preserve farm 
lands. 


Boatwright, chairman of the 


Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee, and Zunovich, 
plan to introduce bills that 
have been prepared by the 
California Chamber of Com- 
merce with the support of 
county government and big 
farmers. 


These bills, similar to a me- 


asure once proposed by 
Zenovich, would apply to all 
farm and ranch land in the 
state, not just the best crop- 
land. 


"Farmland Is farmland, 


whether you grow tomatoes or 
graze cattle. If you preserve 
farmland, you should pre- 
serve all of it," Boatwright 
has said. 


The Boatwright-Zenpvich 


proposal, as outlined in inter- 
views last month, would cover 


/ some 2> million acres, includ- 


ing the 10 million acres of 
prime growing land. All cities 
and counties would have to 
adopt plans to preserve ag- 
riculture land by April 1979 
for state review. 


Warren said the competing 


measure would deluge the 
state with more than 900 plans 
from cities and counties. He 
ato said to wa* suspicious of 


who saw the label on a bag of 
breadsticks made in Genoa, 
Italy. 


The label does not necessari- 


ly mean that Pennsylvania 
has inspected the baker, but it 
guarantees that Pennsyl- 
vania's standards have been 
used for the inspection. 


The label appears on items 


made by 916 U.S. bakeries 
outside Pennsylvania. Some 
3,400 Pennsylvania bakeries 
also are licensed. So are 242 
baked-goods manufacturers 
outside the United States. 


The number grows each 


year, because no producer 
wants to risk having products 
seized by Pennsylvania ag- 


riculture agents. 


If an agent finds a baked 


product being sold without the 
label, the manufacturer usual- 
ly is notified not to send any 
more products until he is 
licensed, Brennan said. 
But exceptions are made, he 
added, particularly for over- 
seas bakers. "It's pretty 


much 
a 
Judgment 
call, 


Brennan said. "We usually al- 
low them to sen their products 
until they're granted their 
license. Unless, of course, 
there's a health hazard." 


Brennan said Connecticut 


has a similar licensing prog- 
ram, but requires only the 
company's license number on 


the package. 
The labeling program appa- 


rently began because out-of- 
state bakery products were 
becoming popular. But it 
hasn't been extended to other 
products, probably because of 
the heavy paperwork in- 
volved. 


Producers of milk, frozen 


desserts and soft drinks have 
to be licensed, but don't have 
to show any label. 


Leroy.Corbin, Pennsyl- 


vania's chief of food control, 
said he rarely hears a com- 
plaint about the state's re- 
quirement. 


"I get as many calls from 


non-bakers who want the label 


on their product," he said. 
"They determine it to be an 
endorsement." 


But it's illegal tor the label 


to appear on non-bakery or 
non-noodle products, Brennan 
said. "We don't intend it as 
an endorsement. It just means 
whether the manufacturer is 
licensed or not."

SEATTLE (AP) - Mel 


Blount and his merciless band 
of bandits simply stole the 
show. 


The Pittsburgh Steelers' 


cornerback intercepted two 
Jim Hart passes in the final 
period Monday night, one of 
them killing a National Foot- 
ball Conference scoring threat 
and the other setting up Ken 
Anderson's game-clinching 
touchdown pass, helping the 
American Football Confer- 
ence to a 24-14 victory in the 
27th Pro Bowl game. 


But the bald Blount, one of 


eight Pittsburgh players on 
the AFC squad coached by 
Chuck Noll, was not the only 
Steelers player who made 
things miserable for Hart and 
robbed the NFC blind. 


Linebacker Jack Lambert 


picked off a Hart pass in- 
tended for Minnesota rookie 
Sammy White in the fourth 
period, and safety Mike 
Wagner intercepted Hart 
again just 10 seconds later on 
a toss aimed at Dallas' Drew 
Pearson. 


And Pittsburgh safety Glen 


Edwards intercepted a pass 
by NFC starting quarterback 
Roger Staubach, also intended 
for Pearson, stopping a drive 
late in the first period. 


"It's a good feeling," said 


Blount, who was named the 
Player of the Game in a con- 
test he once thought he would 
skip. 


"I hurt my ankle in the first 


day of practice and really had 
my mind set on going home. I 
didn't want to ruin my career 
in one game," said Blount, 
the first defensive player 
since Kansas City's Willie 
Lanier in 1972 to be named the 
game's most valuable player. 


"The guys (his Pittsburgh 


teammates and coaches) 
wanted me to hang around, 
especially Joe Greene," he 
said. "I think that was one of 
the reasons I stayed. I told 
my teammates before the 
game, 'I'm gonna go out and 
get the MVP,' and it just hap- 
pened." 


In all, the AFC intercepted 


six NFC passes, five of them 
off St. Louis' Hart in the sec- 
ond half. The six thefts were a 
Pro Bowl record, as was the 
two-team total of seven.

ance," said Hart, who com- 


pleted only six of 17 passes for 
53 yards before a Pro Bow!

NEW YORK (AP) - In 
testimony before a federal 
judge in Chicago, owner Wal- 
ter O'Malley of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers baseball 
team saw fit to say: "I'm not 
the commissioner. But it's up 
to the commissioner to do it. I 
would have done precisely 
what he did." 
The comment, elicited last 


week during the case of Oak- 
land owner Charles 0. Finley 
against baseball Commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn, came in 
response to a question by Fin- 
ley's lawyer about how to de- 
termine what's in the best in- 
terests of baseball. 
That phrase, "best interests 


of baseball," has come up in 
two controversial decisions 
made by Kuhn in the past 
seven months. One was the 
voiding of Finley's $3.5 mill- 
ion sale of three players; the 
other was the suspension of 
Atlanta owner Ted Turner for 
violating the commissioner's 
directive about pursuing free- 
agent players. 


Kuhn didn't say his actions 
were in the best interests of 
O'Malley, the powerful and 
persuasive long-time owner. 
But they were. 
Authority Supported 


O'Maley testified that he 
agreed with Kuhn's action in 
the Finley case. He also said 
he supports Kuhn's authority 
to act as he did in the Turner 
case. 
There are those who say that 
without Q'MaUey's support, 
the Finley sales would have 
gone through and Turner 
would 
not 
have 
been 


suspended. 


(The Finley case wound up 


its testimony last week, and a 
decision is expected by early 
spring. The date for the start 
of the Turner suspension has 
not yet been set.

long ago they were bouncing 
those red, white and blue balls 
in places like Memphis, Salt 
Lake City and San Diego. Now 
they're in the National 
Basketball Association, and 
they're making their presence 
felt. 


"The ABA clubs, and the 


ABA players, have something 
to prove this season-that 
they belong," said Tiny 
Archibald of the New York 
Nets. 


And in one-half season, 


they've proven it beyond a 
shadow of a doubt. 


Six of the NBA's top 13 scor- 


ers played in the American 
Basketball Association last 
season, and another, George 
McGinnis of Philadelphia, 
made his mark in the ABA 
before jumping leagues two 
years ago. 


Denver, one of the four 


teams absorbed intact when 
the ABA packed its bags last 
summer, is leading its 
division, while former ABA 
players are playing prominent 
roles on each of the other divi- 
sion leaders as well as a 
number of additional playoff 
contenders. 


John Williamson of the Nets 
summed up the feelings of the 
e x - A B A players upon 
becoming members of pro 
basketball's establishment. 


"I'm a player, a good play- 


er," he said. "I feel I'm an 
established pro. Maybe I 
don't have the name of some 
of the NBA players, but that 
just gives me a little more 
incentive. If that's the case, 
I'll just have to go out and 
show them what I can do." 


Williamson, among others, 
has certainly shown them.' De- 
spite being hampered by an 
injured finger and playing on 
a team with myriad problems, 
he's averaging 22 points a 
game to rank 12th in the NBA. 


Other ex-ABAers among the 
top scorers include Billy 
Knight of Indiana, who ranks 
third with a 25.6 average; 
David Thompson of Denver, 
fifth at 24.5; McGinnis, tied 
for eighth at 22.5; George 
Gervin of San Antonio and 
Dan Issel of Denver, tied for 
10th at 22.4, and Ron Boone of 
Kansas City, 13th at 21.9. 


Former ABA players also fe- 
ature prominently in the other 
statistical categories, too. 


Bobby Jones of Denver leads 


the NBA in field goal 
percentage at .588, Artis Gil- 
more of Chicago and Maurice 
Lucas of Portland are among 
the top five rebounders, six of 
the top 10 in blocked shots are 
exABAers and Don Buse of 
Indiana leads the league in 
both blocked shots and as- 
sists. 


Why are they doing so well? 


The extra incentive of 
wanting to prove themselves 
to NBA diehards is unqestion- 
ably the major factor, but In- 
diana Coach Bobby Leonard 
says the very instability of the 
ABA helped the league's play- 
ers. 


"There was a tremendous 


amount of insecurity con- 
nected with the ABA opera- 
tion last year," Leonard said. 
"The players didn't even 
know if they would have jobs 
from one day to the next. Now 
that the uncertainty is over 
and they're in the NBA, they 
are a lot more relaxed-and 
that makes them better bas- 
ketball players." 


The ex-ABAers are having 
their effect on the team stand- 
ings as well as the individual 
lists.

The Denver Nuggets, who 


had the best record in pro 
basketball the past two years 
when they were in the ABA, 
are on top of the Midwest Di- 
vision with a 29-12 mark, best 
in the 22-team NBA.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pre- 
sident Ford will leave it to 
President-elect Carter to de- 
cide whether to preserve 
10,000 Jobs in the domestic 
shoe industry at a cost to 
American consumers of $170 
million or more per year. 


Administration aides say 


(here's not enough time left 
for Ford to decide whether to 
raise tariffs on imported 
shoes, even if he wanted to. "I 
think it's highly unlikely he'll 
be acting on it," said L. Wil- 
liam Seidman, Ford's 
economic coordinator. Ford 
rejected tariff relief for the. 
industry last February. 


Nearly two weeks ago. the 
International Trade Commis- 
sion, a government advisory 
group, recommended that the 
President impose a 40 per 
cent tariff for the next three 
years on any imported shoes 
in excess of 265 million pair 
per year. 


The current tariff on im- 


ported shoes is 10 per cent. 
Imports last year were about 
380 million pair, or 46 per cent 
of total American consump- 
tion. That's up from 41.2 per 
cent in 1975 and 30.1 per cent 
in 1970, 


The rise In Imports has con- 


tributed to the closing of 274 
plants with the loss of 70,000 
jobf in the past .10 years, ac- 
cording to industry estimates. 
Current employment is 
151,000.

Russ Oil Production Sets Record 
TULSA, Okla. (AP) - Rus-

Soviet oil and gas production 


was slightly below the official 
goal of 10.4 million barrels, 
the Tulsa-based trade 
magazine said. Production in 
1975 averaged 9.82 million 
barrels per day. 


Gas production in the 


U.S.S.R. climbed from 10.2 
trillion cubic feet to 11.3 trill- 
ion cubic feet. 


"The absence of more big oil 


strikes may signal trouble 
ahead for the U.S.S.R.'s 
petroleum industry," the 
Journal said in this week's 
issue. "The number of Soviet 
oil-producing regions with de- 
clining flows is mounting and 
now exceeds gainers. If west- 
ern Siberia fails to achieve 


future production goals, there 
would almost certainly be a 
shortfall for the entire na- 
tion." 


According to the Journal's 


survey, 7.8 million barrels of 
oil per day of new oil- 
producing capacity will be 
needed by 1980 to compensate 
for declining yields elsewhere. 


Another 2.98 million barrels 


daily will be required to meet 
the 12.8 million barrel per day 
goal in 1980, it said.

The Journal also is predict- 


ing 10,065 wildcat wells will be 
drilled in 1977, up 1,020 from 
last year and the most since 
1966 when 10,313 were drilled. 
"This is an 11.3 per cent 


jump in wildcatting-which 
should tell the country that 
Traces Of Oil 
Found In Sinai 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli 
drillers have found traces of 
oil at a site in the occupied 
Sinai Desert and will know in 
about two weeks whether it 
is a substantial find, oil offi- 
cials said Monday. 
The drill at A-tur, on the 


Gulf of Suez, hit oil at 650 
meters, said Israel Leor, the 
government official in charge 
of oil exploration. 


Newspaper reports said a 


Canadian prospecting firm 
joined the Israeli company 
Paz after the find was made, 
indicating that the site had 
aroused interest. 


Officials confirmed the 


Canadian involvement, but de- 
clined to name the company. 
Identities of foreign com- 
panies working in Sinai are 
usually kept secret because of 
possible embarrassments 
arising from the disputed 
political status of the zone. 


Leor said another two weeks 


would be needed to determine 
whether a substantial oilfield 
had been struck. 


American oilmen are going to 
do their best to find th« oil 
and gas we need to fuel this 
nation." Lawrence said. 


Oil output is expected to av- 


erage 8,148,000 barrels daily 
this year, up four-tenths per 
cent over 1976. The all-time 
peak was 9,477,000 barrels per 
day in 1972. 


The upturn'in production 


will be helped by arrival of 
the first Prudhoe Bay oil from 
Alaska later this year. 


Particular bright spots for 


drilling this year include the 
Rocky Mountain Overthnist 
Belt, Alaskan North Slope..

Basin, the Journal predicted.

Russ Sign Big Sugar Pact 


(AP)-The Soviet Union has 


signed a contract with the 
Philippines for delivery here 
of 800,000 metric tons of sugar 
in the first six months of 1977, 
Soviet officials said Tuesday. 


The contract was signed 


within the ."last few days," 
they said, 
s 


An official of Prodintorg, the 


Soviet agency which deals 
with sugar imports, confirmed 
reports of the large purchase 
from the Philippines, but he 
did not give the price. 


Sugar prices soared Monday 


on the London market due to 
reports of large sales by the 
Philippines to China and the 
Soviet Union. 


The Soviet Union's sugar 


purchase follows an announce- 
ment earlier this month that 
the 1978 sugar beet crop was 
85 million tons, two million 
tons short of the 1973 record. 


Purchase of additional sugar 


by the Soviet Union may be 
for re-export. The Soviet Un- 
ion has been an exporter of 
sugar and if it intends to re- 
main a member of the Inter- 
national Sugar Agreement it 
must show a net export posi- 
tion to maintain its export 
quota. 


In Manila, diplomatic 


sources said a sale of this size 
probably would force some 
delay in supplying sugar to 
U.S; refiners under a long- 
term contract calling for 1.35 
million short tons a year. 


But a Philippine government 


official who handles sugar 
sales said there will be no 
such problems. "I think we 
can meet it, but it means pro- 
per programming ... and 
scheduling," said the official, 
who asked not to be quoted by 
name. 


Details of the Soviet contract 


were unavailable in the 
Philippine capital. 


Negotiators from Sucrest 


Corp., one of the major 
American buyers currently in 
Manila for talks on the supply 
contract, could not be reached 
for comment. 


The announcement in Mos- 


cow came four days after a 
disclosure by Imelda Marcos, 
wife of Philippine President 
Ferdinand .E. Marcos, that 
she had sold 750,000 tons of 
sugar to the Soviets and to 


Presley Reveals

China. She said Moscow had 
bought one-half million tons 
and Peking 250,000. 


Mm. Marcos told members 


of the press she did not know 
the price of the Russian sale 
but that it would be "a good 
price, surely better than the 
market price." That was about 
seven cents a pound when the 
contract was negotiated. 


She said the sale to China 


was at a friendship price" of 12 
cents a pound. A previous 
barter arrangement with Pek- 
ing for 200,000 metric tons of 
sugar in exchange for oil al- 
ready had been announced. 


The Philippine first lady said 


the friendship price of sugar, 
plus the purchase of Chinese oil 
at $7.20 a barrel, meant an 
average price for the sugar of 
35-40 ents a pound. 


Sung Shu-Minn, commercial 


attache at the Chinese embas- 
sy in Manila, said he new 
nothing of that reported sale. 
"We read in the newspapers 
about the sugar deal. We don't 
know anything else," Sung 
said. 


Sources in other embassies 


said they also had been unable 
to confirm the transaction. 


The Philippines currently 


holds 900,000 tons of unsold 
. sugar in warehouses in the 
central

growing areas and is expecting 
a bumper crop this growing 
season. 


One source said that even if 


the country exports 1.8 million 
short tons — which the source 
said is improbable — this 
year's crop will add 400,000 
tons tm the inventory; 


Butz Sees More 
Aid To Farmers 


Randall Presley, president 


of the Presley Companies, 
Newport Beach, announced 
that the new hydrogen 
machine referred to at the an- 
nual meeting has been com- 
pleted arid several non-public 
demonstrations of short dura- 
tion have been made by the 
inventor. 


One such demonstration of 


12 minutes duration has re- 
cently been witnessed by Dr. 
H.I. Mann of the Presley 
Companies. That demonstra- 
tion was not sufficiently in- 
strumented to make it poss- 
ible to prove that the machine 
is of any value to the com- 
pany at this time, nor does the 
Presley Companies know of 
any plans on the part of the 
inventor to provide conclusive 
tests of that machine. 
, 


"The inventor has offered to 


have a machine built for the 
company, for which Uve com- 
pany would not be required to 
make payment until tests 
have been completed demon- 
strating that the machine 
meets the definition set forth 
in the license agreement. The' 
company is considering this 
offer. However, it believes 
that the machine now being 
demonstrated should be tested 
in accordance with acceptable 
scientific procedures which 
would conlusively determine 
whether the process has any 
value. 
"Our company is prepared to 
participate in such a test 
program if it were undertaken 
forthwith." he said. 


LAKE CRYSTAL, Minn. 
(AP) - Former Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz pre- 
dicts the federal government 
will get deeper into agricul- 
ture again under the Democ- 
ratic administration of Jimmy 
Carter. 


He said that the administra- 


tion likely would establish 
higher target prices for crops 
and pay higher crop loan 
rates. 


Butz, airing his views at a 


news conference and farm 
forum, said that "if the ad- 
ministration doesn't raise the 
loan rates, it will renege on a 
campaign promise of Jimmy 
Carter. Of course, he's al- 
ready reneging on other cam- 
paign promises.. .The Democ- 
ratic platform guaranteed the 
cost of production and a profit 
for farmers." 


Butz, who served as secret- 
ary under Presidents Nixon 
and Ford, said the Agriculture 
Department should eliminate 
what he called welfare prog- 
rams in the USDA, and ad- 
ded: "Two-thirds of the 
budget for the department 
goes to welfare. The Agricul- 
ture Department is feeding 
students at the University of 
Minnesota whose parents are 
driving -around in new 
Buicks." 


He said the choice of Robert 
Bergland of Minnesota to be 
the new agriculture secretary 
was an "excellent one, if you 
have to have a Democrat."

He noted Bergland is a 


farmer, has spent six years in 
Congress on the House Ag- 
riculture. Committee "and has 
integrity. He always took the 
position he said he would on 
legislation." 


Butz said he foresees some 


kind of grain reserve program 
but fears that farmers may be 
harassed by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA). 
"There's no way we can 


feed 215 million people if the 
EPA comes out to ban all 
herbicides and pesticides on 
the market," said Butz.

growth in output permits 
growth in employment. 


In addition to the advance in 


the industrial output, the gov- 
ernment reported that a revi- 
val of farm income in De* 
cember helped push up Ameri- 
cans' total personal income by 
the biggest amount in 18 
months. 


The Federal Reserve said 


the volume of goods and ser- 
vices produced by the nation's 
mines, factories and utilities 
grew by seven-tenths of one 
per cent in December, with the 
automobile industry providing . 
one-third of the growth. 


The advance compared to a 


1.2 per cent increase in 
November, but amounted to an 
annual growth rate of 8.7 per 
cent and thus was ahead of the 
average monthly increase last 
year. 


Industrial production was 


relatively flat in the summer 
and then declined by seven- 
tenths of one per cent in Sep- 
tember and October due to 
strikes against Ford Motor Co. 
and other industries. 


But stronger growth earlier 


in the year enabled industrial 
production to finish the year 6.8 
per cent above 1975. That com- 
pared with a 4.3 per cent 
growth in the previous I2month 
period. 


According to the Fed dura- 


ble consumer goods paced the 
December growth by climbing 
4.5 per cent. The increase re- 
flected a 14 per cent rise in auto 
and utility vehicle assemblies 
and a six-tenths of one per cent 
increase for home appliances, 
furniture and similar items. 


Nondurable consumer 


goods, such as clothing and 
processed food, advanced four- 
tenths of one per cent. Business 
equipment output rose one per 
cent and production of basic 
materials was essentially un- 
changed. 


The Commerce Department' 


said total personal income 
climbed by $19.3 billion at an 
annual rate, or 1.4 per cent, to 
an annual rate of $1,440.7 bill- 
ion in December. 


That compared to growth at 


an annual rate of $17.2 billion in 
November and marked the big- 
gest monthly advance since 
June 1975, when a one-time $50 
payment to Social Security re- 
cipients helped push prsonal 
income up at an annual rate of 
$30 billion. 


Personal income consists of 


all wages, salaries, pensions, 
Social Security and other 
money received by Americans 
after deduction of Social Sec- 
urity taxes. 


The December finish helped 


make 1976 a better year for 
Americans than 1975 in com- 
parison to price increases. 


Personal income last year 


amounted to $1,375.4 billion, an 
increase of 10.1 per cent over 
1975, when total personal in- 
come had gained 8.4 per cent. 


On a per capita basis, last 


year's personal income worked 
out to $6,394, an increase of 9.3 
per cent over $5,852 in 1975. The 
1976 per capita increase out- 
paced the inflation rate of 5.7 
per cent last year. The 7.6 per 
cent increase in per capita 
income in 1975 had trailed the 
9.1 per cent inflation rate. 


Most of the faster growth in 


December's personal income 
was accounted for by year-end 
dividends and stronger farm 
income. 


Dividers distributed during 


December grew by an annual 
rate of $3.9 billion compared to 
$500 million in November.

were mixed. Iced broilers were 
up 75 points, or cent a pound in 
moderately active trade. 


The Agriculture Depart- 


ment in its final 1976 crop 
report reckoned a corn crop at 
6.216 billion bushels and soy- 
beans at 1.265 billion bushels. 
Both figures were above the 
November production esti- 
mate, but the soybean figure 
was 18 per cent lower than the 
1975 crop and the corn figure 
was 7 per cent more. The 
government also noted that 
inspections of grain prior to 
export were sharply higher 
last week for corn and soy- 
beans over the previous week. 


Demand was quickly in con- 


trol of the soybean complex 
and prices rose as shorts 
moved to cover positions. 
Early gains were trimmed 
later by a few pennies in soy- 
beans and about $1 a ton in 
meal. 


Sellers were very active in 


the corn, oats and wheat pits. 
Corn was down 4 and wheat 
and oats about 2. These losses 
were trimmed as the gain in 
the complex expanded. 


At the halfway point, soy- 


beans were 5 to 11 cents a 
bushel higher, January 7.20; 
corn was 2 to 2 lower, March 
2.60; wheat was 6 lower to 2 
higher, March 2.77 and oats 
were unchanged to 12 lower, 
March 1.74.

stock market posted its third 
straight decline today, yield- 
ing to disappointment over 
end-of-1976 government fi- 
gures on the pace of the 
economy.

Wants 2-Tier 
Price Meeting 
VIENNA, Austria (AP) - 


The chief executive of the Or- 
ganization ^)f Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) 
said Monday he hoped OPEC 
oil ministers would meet, "the 
sooner the better," to deal 
with problems arising from 
the new two-tier oil price sys- 
tem. 


Ali Mohammed Jaidah of 


Qatar, OPEC'secretary gener- 
al, said he knew of no formal 
requests for such a special 
meeting. But he said he would 
not rule out the possibility 
that consultations leading to a 
meeting might begin soon. 


Asked about reports that 


Iraq has already demanded a 
special OPEC conference, 
Jaidah said the Iraqis 
suggested only that OPEC oil 
experts meet to discuss the 
price split. 


Jaidah, who took over the 


post Jan. 1, talked to repor- 
ters at the Vienna airport af- 
ter arriving here from Lon- 
don. 


He minimized the effect of 
the price split on the 
organization, saying "OPEC 
is in no danger. I would not 
have taken the job if it is." 


At a mid-December meeting, 
11 of the 13 OPEC countries 
agreed on a 10 per cent crude 
oil price increase Jan. 1, and 
an additional 5 per cent 
increase July 1. Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates 
chose instead to limit their 
total increase to 5 per cent. 


Saudi Arabia has since 


announced plans to boost its 
production to undercut the 
sales of other OPEC members 
in an attempt to bring down 
their prices. 
The Saudi underselling 


apparently has already htirt 
some countries in the OPEC 
majority. Iran, the cartel's 
No. 2 producer, announced 
last week that its oil exports 
dropped by 38 per cent in the 
first nine days of January.

Mention the word "Indian" and what 


comes to mind is the Hollywood image 
of the noble savage: a painted, be- 
feathered warrior whose main diver- 
sions were burning people at the stake 
and shooting flaming arrows at wagon 
trains. 


Movies may not have always been 


kind to the redman, but at least they 
have done much to immortalize him - 
or rather to immortalize the Indian of 
the plains. 


But here in Orange County, for exam- 


ple, dwelt a different kind of Indian, one 
whose gentle nature reflected the benign 
conditions of the area. 


Glossed over in history books, 


maligned as indolent "diggers" who 
looked to the mission padres for physi- 
cal as well as spiritual salvation, these 
earliest of coastal settlers have much of 
interest and value to tell us, according 
to archaeologist Jane .Gothold. 


ARTIFACTS DISPLAYED 


As founder and now curator of the 


Pacific Coast Archaeological Society 
(PCAS), Mrs. Gothold has put together 
a display of local Indian artifacts for the 
Natural History Museum of Orange 
County, temporarily headquartered at 
Bayyiew School in Santa Ana Heights. 


Though "there are'still lots of unans- 


wered questions," Mrs. Gothold and her 
colleagues have been able to construct a 
fairly detailed picture of pre-misston In- 
dian life, which she related recently to 
members of Laguna Beach Branch of 
the American Association of University 
Women. 


Enjoying a climate that "was 


probably milder than it is today," 


Males Dominate 
Math, Science 
Career Areas 


BERKELEY (AP) - Sex stereotyping 


is keeping women from taking advan- 
tage of careers which demand a math 
and science background, a University of 
California report claims. 


The truth is, girls are just as gifted as 


boys at mathematics, says Nancy Krein- 
berg, author of the report appearing in 
the current Public Affairs Report pub- 
lished; by UC Berkeley's Institute of 
Governmental Studies. 


"Stereotyping on the basis «f sex be- 


gins early in the nursery and the home 
and is later reinforced in the classroom 
by textbooks, activities and teachers' 
attitudes," Miss Kreinberg said. 


The message that comes across is that 
girls are neither good at or interested in 
math - "boys invent things, whereas 
girls only use what boys invent." she 
said. 
The result is that most women stop 
taking math as soon as it no longer is a 
requirement. That appears to be one of 
the. key reasons, she said, why even 
college-educated women continue to 
work in a very narrow range of occupa- 
tions, many in low-paying, dead-end pos- 
itions. 


Meanwhile, jobs are going begging 


that require math training. For inst- 
ance, for the next few years there will 
be three jobs available for every 
graduate in the field of ceramic en- 
gineeering, she said. Math-related fields 
dominated by men include auto 
mechanics, roofing, carpentry and sur- 
veying. 


"All of these fields are traditionally 


male dominated and higher paying than 
the conventional female jobs of clerk, 
salesperson, nurses aide or typist," she 
added. 


To break the pattern, it is essential to 


eliminate the conditions that limit wo- 
men's options -it home, in school and 
on the job, she said. 


The report suggests establishment of 
special math and science education cen- 
ters for women.'Miss Kreraberg is pro- 
ject coordinator of math and science 
education for women at the Berkeley 
campus. 


She finds encouragement in such 
things as the upswing in enrollment in 
calculus courses at Mills College in 
neighboring Oakland after a preparat- 
ory program was instituted. 


Another positive sign, she says, is the 
biannual career conference for girls 
from 12 to 18 years old. About 900 per- 
sons attended the 1976 conference, which 
points out opportunities in math and 
science for women. 


Orange County Indians didn't bother 
much-with clothing, the Whittier resi- 
dent said; a fact that "horrified" the 
first Spanish explorers. 


When it turned too cold for comfort, 


the natives simply pulled the blankets 
off their reed-pile beds and threw them 
over their shoulders. Blankets, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Gothold, were fashioned 
from rabbit skin strips interwoven with 
reeds. 


IGLOO-LIKE HOMES 


Indian homes .were igloo-like affairs 


with tiers of rushes and vines over bent- 
stick frames, the woman said. Mud was 


probably slapped on for insulation in 
cold weather. 


Except for the "beds," there was no 


furniture, and household utensils were 
made of stone, bone and shells. When 
these were broken or of no further use 
they were relegated to trash heaps cal- 
led middens that were just outside the 
dwellings. 


Eventually a midden would become 


too large, and rather than starting a 
new one, the resident Indian would 
simply move his house, related Mrs. 
Gothold. 


Countless generations engaging in 


such practice cover a wide area, making 
it seem as if a large Indian nation 
existed. 


Actually, the archaeologist explained, 


county natives were grouped into sever-' 
al small family tribes of 25 or 30 closely 
related individuals. Spouses, however, 
were chosen from outside one's own 
tribe, thus a very loose network of In- 
dians was formed. 


MONOTONOUS DIET 


The diet of these small, dark-skinned 


people was monotonous and dull, 
according to Mrs. Gothold, Their staple 


was acorns, which were gathered in 
nearby mountain forests. 


This fact has led to a major point of 


controversy among archaeologists, she 
said, Since artifacts have been found in 
mountains as well as along the coast, 
many surmise that two distinct groups 
of Indians lived in Orange County. 


Mrs. Gothold, on the other hand, 


theorized that the natives confined their 
permanent settlements to the coast, 
merely camping in the mountains dur- 
ing acorn-gathering time. 


After the oak tree nuts were collected, . 


they were ground and leached of their 
bitter tannic acid, she continued. 
Grinding was accomplished with granite 
mortars and pestles, and the tiny bits of 
rock left in the acorn grit wore Indian 
molars down to the gum line. 


The tannic acid was removed by pour- 


ing boiling water over the ground acorns 
that were put in shallow, leaf-lined holes 
dug in sand. 


Gathering, said the archaeologist, was 


the province of women who would utilize 
basket cradle boards tied to their backs 
to bring along their infant children. Lit- 
tle girls were made to practice with 
miniature cradle boards, because those 
inept at the art of papoose-carrying 
could easily find themselves with empty 
boards. 


MEN HUNTED 


While the women kept busy gathering 


and grinding, the men made weapons 
and hunted to provide an occasional 
respite from their bland fare. 


Rabbits were brought down with 


slightly curved "rabbit sticks," said 
Mrs. Gothold, which were thrown at the 
quarry. Or the men would beat the 
bushes with the sticks, driving the fle- 
eing creatures into waiting nets. 


Because our local Indians were not 


war-like and hunted mainly small game,

showed evidence of having been separated 
before, and stuck back on with tar. The dark, 
stripes around the. bowl are also tar, which the 
archaeologist said must have held on decorative 
shells. Coupled with the fact that the vessel had 
been repaired instead of thrown away, the 
stripes indicate that it was a ceremonial con- 
tainer, according to her.

Never try to dry them artificial- 
ly, and allow plenty of time for natural

Flower petals for a potpourri should 


'Jjft: picked: b^o^t^vani. tyU-bjtowB. 
N&pread out on paper or cheesecloth in a 
dry airy spot wjtbout sunlight. Turn the 
petals every day for about a w««k uiitU 
they aft thoroughly dry. Roses are the 
usual basis of a potpourri, and red roses 


retain color better than yellow or pink. 
Jasmine, mignonette, heliotrope 
(violets), geraniums and any other frag- 
rant flower petals are equally good. 


When the petals are dry, measure 


them and to each quart of dried flowers 
add an ounce of orris root and a half 
teaspoon each of your favorite spices, 
cinnamon, mace, coriander and clove. 
Shake or stir the mixture delicately to 
amalgamate it without breaking the pet- 
als. Store the mixture in an airtight 
earthenware container until it is well 
blended. Then make sachets for your 
linens and clothes, and to give as.gifts.

they didn't need many stone ar- 
rowheads, she stated, which accounts 
for their present scarcity. Instead, the 
men would sharpen sticks to shoot from 
their bows or throw as spears with the 
help of atlatls. 


When wood rats wersbagged, MM hind 


legs were removed and presented to 
children as treats, the archaeologist con- 
tinued: Then the fur was .singed off, the 
skin peeled off and the carcass was 
pounded to a pulp and thrown into a pot 
of boiling water. The pulverized bones in 
this "rat soup*' supplied calcium. 


SEAFOOD 


The sea was also an important food 


source for the Indians, providing • 
smorgasbord of shell fish including sea 
snails, clams and abalone. 


But it was toasted grasshoppers that 


the natives considered to be a particu- 
larly special culinary delight, served up 
crunchy like popcorn. 


From basket fragments found in caves 


and other clues, archaeologist conjec- 
ture that initially Indian cooking was a 
slow and tedious business. Hocks were 
heated in fire, then dropped into baskets 
containing food and stirred until they 
cooled. The process was repeated until 
the meal was ready, Mrs. Gothold said. 


The coastal Indians "had no clay with 


. which to make pottery," but eventually 
they discovered that steatite (soapstone) 
was available on Catalina Island. It was 
soft and thereby easy to chisel into con- 
tainers, yet able to withstand heat with- 
out cracking. 


According to Mrs. Gothold, a steatite 


slab with a hole in it to accomodate a 
stick served later as a handy frying pan 
or "comal" with handle. 


The stone was also fashioned into 


beads that, along with small shells, de- 
corated ceremonial vessels.
